FIRST THINGS FIRST. Dave Heinomann smooths

Avenue. As soon as the curbs have been repaired, 
a new layer of asphalt will be laid. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson has rec- 


ommended the Arlington Heights Vil- 
lage Board hire an architect soon to 
plan a new public safety building so 
the village can apply for full funding 
of the building under a new federal 
public works program. 


To be eligible for funding under the 


$2 billion Public Works Employment 
Act recently passed by Congress, the 
village must have "working draw- 
ings" of the project. 


The village board has never voted 


to build new Headquarters for the po- 
lice department, but In May author- 
ized the finance committee to begin 
interviewing architects for the proj- 
ect. It narrowed the field by two, but 
the board agreed to postpone hiring 
an architect until a new police chief 
was named. 


Since Robert P. Dcrks has been 


hired to replace L.W. Calderv-ood and 
will assume his duties Oct. 18, Hanson 
now Is recommending the board pro- 
ceed with the public safety building. 


HANSON ALSO IS recommending 


the board reconsider the need for hir- 
ing outside consultants to study the 
spatial needs of the building because 
Dcrks has extensive experience In 
planning police facilities. 


Hanson has urged the board to ap- 


prove construction of a new public 
safety building because of Insufficient 
space for police headquarters in the 


municipal building, 33 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


A study conducted last summer by 


two members of the police depart- 
ment recommended construction of a 
50,000-squarc-foot building on village- 
owned land directly cast of the munic- 
ipal building on Sigwalt Street. The 
estimated cost of the building is $2 5 
million, Hanson said. 


The $2 billion public works act is 


aimed at reducing the nation's unem- 
ployment rate, so the village's appli- 
cation will be judged on the basis of 
the unemployment rate in the area 
and the effect the proposed project 
will have on that rate. 


IF ARLINGTON HEIGHTS is suc- 


cessful in Its bid for the government 
grant, 100 per cent funding will be 
provided. 


Projects up to $5 million may be 


funded by the grant. 


The village board must authorize 


architectural plans for the project be- 
fore applying for the grant because 
one condition of the program is that 
construction begin within 90 days af- 
ter an application is approved. 


The village cannot submit its appli- 


cation for the funds because Congress 
has not officially appropriated the 
funds, which will be administered by 
the Economic Development Adminis- 
tration of tho US. Dept. of Com- 
merce.

Disease center to track 
flu epidemics this winter 


ATLANTA (UP1) - On the cvo of n 


massive natonwldo effort to Immunize 
200 million Americans against swine 
Influenza, the national Center for Dis- 
ease Control Wednesday readied nn 
unprecedented surveillance network 
to keep track of flu epidemics this 
winter. 


For Iho first time, national in- 


fluenza surveillance will include a 
program aimed at detecting tho "si- 
lent seeding" of flu virus — the unrec- 
ognized spread of tho disease by per- 
sons who may not bo 111, or only mild- 
ly 111. 


With such a warning, and before 


there Is widespread Illness, tho CDC 
sold tho poflslbllly exists that quick, 
populatlon-wldo vaccinations In the 
area could control the spread of In- 
fluenza. 


Dr. Richard O'Brien, CDC Epldo- 


mlologlcal Service Intelligence offi- 
cer, said that tho center's laboratories 
have processed 6,000 specimens from 
health facilities around tho country 
looking for Influenza virus. 


So far, the search has turned up the 


usual 
flu strains, such as 
the 


A-Vlctorla which was prevalent lost 


year, and the B-Hong Kong, but nono 
of the potent swine strain. 


The "silent seeding," or early warn- 


ing search, is being conducted by 40 
World Health Organization collaborat- 
ing laboratories, 10 federally spon- 
sored lobs In this country, 58 hospitals 
and clinics and 35 "sentinel" physi- 
cians, tho latter being doctors espe- 
cially assigned to report Influenza ac- 
tivity to tho CDC. 


Tho surveillance for early signs of 


Influenza Is being concentrated In 
primary health care centers which 
have child health facilities. 


The swine flu Inoculation program 


gets under way Oct. 1. The CDC said 
same vaccine supplies already have 
been shipped to all 50 states with more 
on tho way. Don Bcrrcth, CDC public 
Information officer, said the four vac- 
cine manufacturers have been pro- 
vided shipping Instructions for deliv- 
ery of 24 million doses on or before 
Oct. 1. 


An Immunization clinic using vac- 


cine for the protection of high risk 
g r o u p s against both swine and 
A-Victorla Influenza was to begin op-

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Sym- 


blonose Liberation Army members 
William and Emily Harris were in- 
dicted Wednesday for the kidnaping of 
Patricia Hearst, who spent a year and 
a half in hiding with them. 


A grand jury In Oakland voted the 


indictments hours after Miss Hearst's 
attorneys filed a motion for a new 
trial in her bank robbery conviction, 
charging that the government with- 
held evidence that would have helped 
her defense. 


The Harrises already had been 


charged with the kidnaping, but the 
indictments speed up the judicial pro- 
cess and permit prosecutors to pro- 
ceed directly to trial without prelimi- 
nary hearings. 


The grand jury indictment, returned 


after the panel spent iVi days hearing 
testimony from 51 witnesses including 
Miss'Hearst, charged the Harrises 
with kidnaping the newspaper heiress 
from her Berkeley apartment on Feb. 
4, 1974; kidnaping Peter Benenson, 
whose car was used In the Hearst kid- 
naping; and assault on Miss Hearst's 


then-fiance, Steven Weed, who was 
severely beaten. They also were ac- 
cused of assault with a deadly weapon 
on five neighbors who witnessed the 
kidnaping and were shot at by the 
fleeing abductors, and false imprison- 
ment of another neighbor who came 
to Miss Hearst's aid at the time of the 
kidnaping.

Ford hikes military employes' pay 


President Ford Wednesday ordered a 4.83 per cent pay raise for 


both federal civilian and military employes effective on the first 
pay period, or after Oct. 1. 


About 1.4 million civilians and 2 million military personnel are 


affected by Ford's action. The White House announcement said the 
Increase will vary with general grade from 4.24 per cent at GS-5 to 
7.92 per cent In the lower step grades of GS-15. Under the law, the 
rates of basic pay and certain allowances for certain military 
personnel will also Increase by a total of 4.83 per cent. 


Belenko tells Soviets he's staying

In Washington this week ho has decided to remain in the United 
Slates, State Department officials disclosed Wcdnesay. Belenko's 
whereabouts have been kept secret since he was granted asylum 
in tho United States after flying a supersonic Russian MIG25 
fighter to Japan Sept. 6. The Soviet Union has charged that Japan 
and tho United States connived to compel Bclcnko, 28, to seek ref- 
uge In America. 


A State Department spokesman said Russian officials last week 


requested a meeting with Bclcnko, and the former Soviet Air 
Force Lieutenant agreed to speak with them. Belenko told the 
Soviet representatives at a State Department meeting Tuesday 
that ho had decided to remain and was doing so of his own free 
will. 


Emergency in Youngstown would be tough 


Because of a strike by policemen and firemen, Youngstown, 


Ohio, would have a tough time protecting itself against a crime or 
firo emergency, the police and fire chiefs said Wednesday. The 
city's safety force of 543 — 283 policemen and 260 firemen — was 
shrunk to 41. Twelve of 13 fire stations were closed because of the 
strike by city employes demanding higher pay. Tho walkout that 
began Monday also curtailed garbage pickups. "I don't know what 
would happen If wo had a serious fire," said Fire Chief George 
Panno. 


Mideast conditions 'ripe1 for solution 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger said Wednesday that condi- 


tions are now ripe for "comprehensive solutions" in the Middle 
East, signalling an end to his stcp-by-stcp diplomacy. Speaking to 
a group of 18 Arab ambassadors and foreign ministers at a lunch 
at tho U.S. Mission to the United Nations, Kissinger said, "We 
believe that conditions now exist that make comprehensive solu- 
tions a useful approach (in the Middle East).

Italy seals off Arsenic area 


Italian authorities Wednesday scaled off a sparsely populated 


zone on the southern Adriatic coast which may have been con- 
taminated by a toxic cloud containing arsenic which killed several 
sheep. Tho gas cloud formed Sunday when a cooling pipe used in 
the production of ammonia burst at the ANIC petrochemical plant. 
ANIC officials said almost all the gas remained inside the plant 
but workers' representatives claimed about 200 cubic yards es- 
caped Into tho atmosphere. Tho cloud, which soon evaporated, 
may have deposited particles of arscnlous anhydride over a 6.2 
square mile area, officials said. Doctors said the substance is 
harmful only If inhaled or ingested. 


Conservatives back Rhodesia peace plan 


Prime Minister Ian Smith, fearing a collapse In efforts to give 


Rhodesia black majority rule and end tho guerrilla war, Wednes- 
day persuaded conservatives in his ruling Rhodesia Front party to 
support Secretory of State Henry Kissinger's plan for peace, party 
officials said. Britain said it was ready to convene a conference 
within two weeks, "anywhere In southern Africa acceptable to all 
tho parties Involved," to form an interim government of blacks 
and whites to rule the breakaway colony. The "frontline" presi- 
dents of black Africa insisted that Britain should take charge of 
the move to form an Interim government because they rejected 
Smith's version of the Kissinger peace plan.

filed the motion based on "newly dis- 
covered evidence" that a witness at 
the trial had wrongly identified Miss 
Hearst as the one who pointed a gun 
at him following a shooting Incident in 
Los Angeles.

day to seven years in prison for the 
robbery of a San Francisco bank 
branch on April 15,1974,10 weeks af- 
ter her kidnaping by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army.

Fuel-stingy engine veto upheld 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


voted to raise the unemployment in- 
surance tax, the House adopted strin- 
gent new rules on federal lobbying 
and another of President

as Congress 


Wednesday pushed toward adjourn- 
ment. 


But Congressional leaders appeared 


divided on whether the 94th Congress 
would meet its targeted adjournment 
date on Saturday. 


Acting Senate Democratic leader 


Robert C. Byrd said prospects of fin- 
ishing by the end of the week were 
"still good" but Assistant Senate GOP 
Leader Robert P. Griffin expressed 
some pessimism. 


"I'm not right now," Griffin replied 


when asked if he was optimistic about 
finishing Saturday. But he said in the 
final days of a session, logjams can 
quickly break. 


President Ford could hold the key. 
Democratic Congressional leaders 


have decided to stay in session past 
the weekend to prevent a possible 
pocket veto on a $3.7 billion appro- 
priations bill for public works jobs 
and an authorization for the extension 
of a program which provides 260,000 
public service jobs: 


F o r d ' told Byrd by telephone 


Wednesday he will not reach a deci- 


sion until Congress sends him an ex- 
tension of the revenue sharing pro- 
gram. Both the House and Senate 
have yet to act on a compromise ver- 
sion of that bill. 


Byrd said Ford told him "he needs 


that (the revenue sharing measure) to 
really make a decision" on the jobs 
bills, Byrd added "he'd like to have 
that first." 


Byrd said "I have the impression 


once he gets the revenue sharing bill, 
he will either veto (the jobs bills) or 
tell us he will sign it." 


The House, 293 to 102, voted to over- 


ride Ford's veto of a $100 million proj- 
ect to develop a fuel-stingy and clean 
automobile engine. But the Senate 
sustained the veto on a 41-35 vote, 10 
short of the two-thirds needed. 


The Senate approved, 70-6, a bill 


which would increase the unemploy- 
ment insurance tax and reduce, from 
65 to 39 weeks, the amount of time a 
person could get unemployment insur- 
ance benefits. It has to go to confer- 
ence witlf a House-passed bill. 


The bill would require states to pro- 


vide temporary unemployment com- 
penation coverage for nearly 8 million 
state and local government employes. 
But it would deny permanent coverage 
to the nation's one million domestic 
and one million farm workers now 
covered by a temporary program. 


The House — meeting in the early 


morning hours — adopted legislation 
which for the first time in 30 years 
imposes strict federal lobbying regu- 
lations. The vote was an over- 
whelming 307-34 but it will have to go 
to conference. 


In addition, the House gave final 


Congressioanl approval of a three- 
year, $4.8 billion extension of econoit- 
ic development programs aimed at 
helping areas of high unemployment. 


But legislation granting up to $250 


in tax credits for college tuition died 
quietly in the House. The bill was 
killed when Rep. Fortney Stark, D- 
Calif., objected to a request by House 
Ways and Means chairman Al Ullman 
that the House go to conference with 
the Senate on the minor tax bill to 
which the tuition credit had been at- 
tached by the Senate. 


According to House sources, the 


move was intended to kill the bill 
without actually bringing the popular 
measure to a House vote. In an elec- 
tion year, it would have been difficult 
to vote against such a measure.

7 cited for failing 
to tell finances 


Seven North and Northwest suburban political groups or candi- 


dates were among those named by the Illinois election officials as 
falling to (Do full financial reports. The local groups, along with 47 
other candidates or political organizations around the state, were 
ordered by the Illinois Board of Elections to appear at hearings 
early next month to review the matter. Franklin Lunding, chair- 
man of the elections board, said that groups or candidates who 
failed to comply with the law face civil and criminal penalties of 
up to $300 fines and jail sentences. 


Among the suburban organizations cited by the state Is the 


Democratic Club of Wilmctte and Kcnilworlh, a group formed by 
supporters of Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley to rival maverick 
New Trier Township Democratic Commlttceman Lynn Williams. 
The board also named seven committees formed around the state 
to collect money for Gov. Daniel Walker's unsuccessful effort to 
win tho March primary. 


Most of the area individuals cited by the board were also beaten 


In the primary election but one committee, Citizens Committee to 
Elect Alvln J. Marks, was named. Other area candidates and 
groups named by the board Include attorney William Jacobs of 
DCS Plnlncs, who unsuccessfully sought nomination as a Republi- 
can candidate for judge of the Cook County Circuit Court; com- 
mittees representing Anno Marzullo, who lost In the 4th District 
Republican House primary; John Contcduca who lost in tho 5th 
District Democratic House primary; and Duane Walter, who lost 
In tho 2nd District Republican House primary. 


Medic linked to fraud slain 


A doctor Indicted on federal Mcdlcald fraud charges this week 


was found Wednesday with his throat slashed, dead of an apparent 
suicide, police said. Chicago police homicide commander Joseph 
DlLconardl sold Dr. William Guthrlc, 69, apparently plunged from 
his ninth floor room at the YMCA Hotel after he sustained B throat 
wound. Guthrlo had been employed as a physician in a chain of 
medical clinics operated by Eugene Zlpcrsteln, 33, and was among 
in persons and medical companies Indicted with Zlpcrsteln In an 
alleged multi-million dollar Mcdlcald fraud scheme Tuesday. 


Records at the hotel show Guthric had lived in a low-rent room 


slnco Oct. 21, 1975. Employes and other residents told police they 
thought he was destitute because of the way he lived. State Public 
Aid Dcpt. records showed he collected $59,000 from the stale last 
year for treating welfare patients. 


Groups kept out of ICC meeting 


Security guards and secretaries turned away representatives of 


citizens groups Wednesday when they tried to crash a private 
meeting of the Illinois Commerce Commission. "At issue Is the 
question of whether the commerce commission will continue to bar 
tho public from Us meetings," said Bernard Willow, chairman of 
Public Action, an activist group. "We shall return in two weeks to 
attend the ICC's next meeting in Chicago. Tho hearings of the 
commission ore open but when the time comes for 'horse trading' 
the commissioners act In private." It was not known what the 
commissioners were discussing in the private meeting. Among 
requests pending before the ICC are petitions for Increases ranging 
from 15 to 22 per cent from Downstatc electrical suppliers. 


4 indicted in murder case 
Four Chicago men were Identified Wednesday in Kane County 


Indictments linking them to the bludgeoning murder of Lori Bol- 
gcr. The body of the 18-year-old South Elgin girl was found June 22 
on the outskirts of Elgin. James Martin, 21, and Robert Ikhtlarl, 
18, wcro indicted on murder charges. Obstruction of justice 
charges were placed against John Rowc, IB, and Gary Miller, 22. 
All arc Chicago residents. In addition, authorities said they had a 
warrant for the arrest of a 16-year-old juvenile on obstructlon-of- 
justice charges. 


Firing of Niles teachers delayed 


The week-long teachers' strike in Nllcs Township Involving 7,000 


students moved into court Wednesday. Two fathers of students In 
tho strikebound schools filed a suit Tuesday in an attempt to end 
tho strike and prevent tho board of education from firing the 267 
striking teachers in Dlst. 219. The seven-member Niles board 
voted to fire tho teachers but also approved a resolution calling for 
reinstatement of any teacher who returns to work by 8 a.m. Thurs- 
day. A hearing on tho suit, filed In Cook County Circuit Court, was 
delayed by Circuit Court Judge Francis T. Dclaney because teach- 
ers and the school board agreed to another negotiating session 
Wednesday night. 


In the Plttsfleld area, meantime, teachers went on strike, clos- 


ing schools for some 2,000 students. 


Illinois briefs 
Police seek man 
in Quincy blasts 


Police Issued an arrest warrant Wednesday for a Quincy con- 


struction worker on murder and arson charges in a series of bomb 
blasts that led to tho death of one man and tho Injury of another. 
Quincy sheriff's Capt. John Herberts said the warrant was issued 
about 2 p.m. for the arrest of Robert Motley, 37. "We've got him 
pretty well staked out," Herberts said raldaftcrnoon, "and we 
expect him In custody soon." 


The warrant charged Motley with committing a forcible felony 


— arson — and with causing the death of Kenneth Foster, 45, Fort 
Leonard Wood, Mo., an Army bomb expert who was in Quincy to 
Investigate explosions that occurred Monday night and Tuesday. 
Another man, Ernest Arenz, 52, a state arson investigator from 
Beards town, III., was listed in serious condition in the intensive 
care unit of Blessing Hospital Wednesday. Tho blasts occurred 
during an overnight visit to Quincy by Republican vice presiden- 
tial candidate Robert Dole, but there was no evidence Dole was 
tho target of the blasts. Rep. Paul Findlcy, R-I11., asked the FBI to 
investigate the blasts but tho FBI said Wednesday bombings are 
the province of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms — 
not tho FBI. 


Lottery ticket sales up 13.7% 


Illinois state lottery tickets sales increased 13.7 per cent In the 


game's second year of operations, Supt. Ralph F. Batch said '' 
Wednesday. Batch, In his second annual report, sold the lottery 
topped $293 million in tho 23 months It has been in.operation. The 
period is from July 30, 1074, through June 30, 1076. Of the total, 
$133.5 million has been allotted to Illinois' general revenue funds. 
Another $3.1 million in unclaimed prizes also reverted to the state 
coffers. 


"Tho Illinois Lottery continues to be tho most efficient lottery in 


tho nation with only 4.5 per cent of total revenues used for oper- 
ational expenses, meaning 11 per cent more money is being re- 
turned to tho state than required by the lottery law," he said. 
Batch said in the first 23 months, more than $1 billion has been 
awarded to more than 5 million winners. The figure Includes 16 
millionaires, two winners of $500,000, 12 of $400,000, 71 of $300,000 
and 55 of $100,000. 


Thompson says Howlett 
flip flopped on tax issue

James R. Thompson, Republican 


c a n d 1 d a t e for governor, charged 
Wednesday his opponent Michael J. 
Howlett has done a "flip flop" on 
taxes this year and cannot be trusted 
to keep his promise not to raise taxes 
if elected. 


Thompson said Howlett, secretary 


of state, changed his position on the 8 
to 5 ratio of corporate income taxes to 
individual income taxes in lllnols. 


In a January Interview published in 


the Pcoria Journal-Star, Howlett is 
quoted as opposing any change in the 
ratio. 


But at a state AFL-CIO con-, 


ventlon Sept. 21, Howlett said he 
wduld support a constitutional amend- 
ment to remove the ratio, Thompson 
said. 


THOMPSON LEVELED the charge 


ot a Chicago news conference called 
to explain his proposed changes In Il- 
linois' Medicald program. He outlined 
a four-point plan, that includes forma- 
tion of a special Investigation unit, to 
eliminate Medicald fraud which he 
says amounts to $200 million to $300 
million a year In Illinois. 


Thompson said Howlett has changed 


his mind on the corporate tax ratio 
and also could change his mind on a 
tax increase. 


"A week ago Mike Howlett made a 


very dramatic pledge not to increase 
taxes in his term as governor and if 
ho did, he said he would end his politi- 
cal career and not run for reelection," 
Thompson said. 


"You can't trust Howlett on taxes," 


Thompson said. "And if you can't 
trust Howlett on taxes, where can you 
trust him?" 


HOWLETT, campaigning in Chicago 


area suburbs, said he favors changing 
the income tax ratio, as he told the 
AFIrCIO, because corporations are 
not paying their fair share of taxes. 
He said Thompson was in no position 
to criticize-anyone for changing his 
mind. 


"Any 
man who admits to changing 


his mind 47 times on aid to education 
is hardly In a position to challenge my 
positions," Howlett said. "My Re- 
publican opponent continues to play 
fast and loose with the truth." 


A change in the 8 to 5 ratio general- 


ly is opposed by businessmen who 
fear corporations will wind up paying 
more income taxes. Thompson also 
opposes the change. 


Thompson said Medicald in Illinois 


is '-'a national disgrace." The greatest 
source of waste in the program is not 
welfare cheaters but fraud among 
health service providers, he said. 


He called for: 
• Implementing the federal govern- 


ment's computerized Medicald infor- 
mation system in Illinois to process 
Medicald bills and help control fraud. 


• Improving the relationship be- 


tween tho Dept. of Public Aid and Me- 
dlcaid service providers through a 
. liaison program. 


• Implementing 
a record book 


procedure that would require health 
care providers to document the Medi- 
cald services they render.

"Wo will be there to demonstrate 


that wo want the board to com- 
promise. We also will try to sec the 
superintendent to ask his assistance to 
get negotiations going again," said 
David

negotiator, 


Teachers will return to the classroom 
when classes begin. 


The teachers voted Tuesday to pick- 


et the administration center and to 
pass out leaflets at PTA open houses 
next week* 


KESSLER SAID the union Is seek- 


ing Supt. Edward Grodsky's help as a 
"neutral party in negotiations. We 
would like him to convince the board 
that the only way to get us back to the 
table Is for them to compromise." 


Grodsky Wednesday would not com- 


ment on the request. 


Contract talks broke down two 


weeks ago when the teachers walked 
away from the bargaining table, say- 
Ing they would not return until the 
•board agreed to include two board 
policies in the contract as part of a 
compromise measure. 


The major stumbling block in nego- 


tiations has been the teachers' de- 
mand that the current merit system 
of pay be dropped for a standard sala- 
ry schedule. The board wants to 
maintain the merit system but agreed 
to set up a committee to look into al- 
ternative methods of pay. 


THE BOARD ALSO wants the com- 


mittee to bo permitted to include mer- 
it systems In its investigation and rec- 
ommendations. 


The teachers agreed to continue us- 


ing the merit system this year and 
allow the committee to Include it in 
the Investigation in return for in- 
cluding board policies on maternity 
leave and releasing tenured teachers 


in the contract. The teachers also 
want to negotiate an early retirement 
policy. 


The board has agreed to negotiate 


the early retirement policy but says 
the board policies are not negotiable. 


In a letter sent to all teachers last 


week, the board stated that the union 
negotiators "suspended 
negotiation. 


Wo regret this and wish to reaffirm 
our continuing willingness to nego- 
tiate." 


THE LETTER STATES that the 


board's reduction in force policy for 
releasing teachers has been called 
"more than fair" by union leaders 
and that the maternity leave policy is 
"a matter covered by federal legisla- 
tion. Why Is this an issue?" 


The board stated that It "will not 


negotiate away matters that impinge 
on the board's legal, financial and 
• moral responsibilities." 


Kessler said union officials believe 


they have "compromised as far as we 
can" and will not continue negotia- 
tions until the board expresses a will- 


• ingncss to include these policies in the 
contract. 


He said the union discussed other 


actions that might be taken by the 
teachers to force the board to com- 
promise If the picketing and leaflet 
distribution are not effective. Kessler 
refused to release the details of other 


• actions considered until the union can 
measure the results of the first two- 
actions. 


He said the union has not discussed 


a strike.

Koehnline ideas make 
nontraditional school 


By December 
1069. WlUiam A. 


Koehnline had been a part of two new 
community colleges and he "felt 
ready" for a community college presi- 
dency. 


The original Oakton College Board 


of Trustees also thought Koehnline 
was ready, and on Dec. 16, 1069, se- 
lected htm from among ISO applicants 
to head the new college. 


"I came here with an Inspiration, 


with a cluster of Ideas that I hoped 
could be m:idc to work together," 
Koehnline says. 


THOSE IDKAS Included organizing 


Oakton differently from the tradition- 
al department method used by most 
colleges, integrating the counseling 
staff with the rest of the faculty and 
eliminating the "F" grade given for 
falling a course. 


Oakton schedules different events 


for different persons, ikying each an 
opportunity to demonstrate abilities In 
varied areas of Interest. 


"We have given up altogether the 


notion of a uniform product or a 
single product," Koehnline says. "We 
have to find out what their objectives 
and potentials are and try to fulfill 
those objectives and potentials." 


Koehnline opted for forming clus- 


ters of faculty members at Oakton be- 
ginning in 1071. Rather than group 
faculty by departments, the cluster 
system groups faculty randomly with 


an emphasis on maintaining a com- 
mon cluster size. 


ALONG WITH building an 
in- 


novative tradition, Oakton must build 
o permanent campus, which will 
mean struggles with the state for cap- 
Itaf development funds. 


There has been a tendency In the 


Maine and Nllcs township areas that 
Oakton serves to consider the school 
"a third-rate institution because it Is 
In third-rate buildings," Koehnline 
says. 


The accreditation Oakton received 


last year from the North Central 
Assn., the accrediting body in the 
Midwest, has helped to overcome that 
attitude, Koehnline says. 


With growth has come a problem of 


diminishing {rust among members of 
the Oakton community. Koehnline has 
set the restoration of trust between 
faculty and administrators as a prime 
goal for this academic year. 


THE USE OF A nonpunltlve "X" 


grade Instead of the traditional "F" 
grade Is another of Kochnline's clus- 
ter of ideas. 


Students should not be stigmatized 


for the rest of their academic lives 
with an "F" grade, Koehnline says. 


At Oakton, students who would re- 


ceive "F's" elsewhere are given "X" 
grades and have the chance to retake 
the course or somehow fulfill Its re- 
quirements, at which time the "X" 
grade is removed from their records. 


Thc buildings were once factories, 


and noise travels from classroom to 
classroom faster than a speeding bul- 
let. 


How do faculty and students toler- 


ate such conditions on Oakton Col- 
lege's interim campus in Morton 
Grove? By Ignoring them and devot- 
ing their time to teaching and learn- 
ing. 


"If you get 12 tree trunks in a circle • 


you've got a classroom," says Leslie 
Smith, an assistant professor of com- 
munications. 


THE EMPHASIS AT Oakton has 


been "the people dimension from day 
one," says Arthur Klem, director of 
development. . 


."As long as you have a classroom, 
desks and blackboards you have the 
same as a four-year'university," says 
Elliot Faermark,.- a student in his 
third scmcster'at Oakton. 


Faermark was a high school drop- 


out who decided to return to school 
and discovered Oakton in the process. 


Teachers at Oakton really become 


Involved in their teaching, Faermark 
says, and this helps students learn. 


"The idea here is that a student Is 


someone to be valued, encouraged," 
says Richard R. Storinger, an associ- 
ate professor of humanities. 


THE OAKTON STUDENT may be 


anywhere from 17 to 70 years old, 
with average student age being 27. 


Ms. Smith and Storinger agree that 


having older people in class often 
stimulates class discussion and brings 
an element of the real world into the 
sometimes cloistered realm of aca- 
demia. 


Mary Wells is married and has chil- 


dren. She had been out of school sev- 
en years when she returned to Oakton 
and she was "terrified." She soon 
found others in the same age range in 
her classes, which helped ease her 
fears. 


Ms. Wells came to Oakton because 


it has a day-care facility for her chil- 
dren and because it was affordable, 
two points which 'are attracting peo- 
ple to community colleges across the 
state. 


Oakton Trustee Raymond Hartstein 


says Oakton needs such features to 
meet the needs of the community. . 


A community college "has to be 


flexible, has to change constantly with 
the economy and the times," he says. 
Oakton has sought that flexibility 
from its beginning in 1969, says Hart- 
stein, who chaired the first board of 
trustees, and innovation has often 
been the result. 


One innovation was to group faculty 


members in clusters rather than 
traditional departments. The size of 
clusters Is kept equal and each of the 
four clusters now has about 1,500 stu- 
dents and 70 full-and part-time faculty 
members. This has meant the college 
"grew smaller as we grew larger," 
says Eugene Lockwood, an associate 
professor of philosophy. 
. 
"A college was born, It survived, it 


became stabilized, it's contributing to 
the community," Hartstein says. 


THE ATMOSPHERE AT Oakton is 


not only innovative, it's "freer" than 
at other educational institutions, says 
Steve Simon of Nllcs, a first semester 
student in the fire science program. 


That freedom can be seen in the 


s t u d e n t-painted murals on walls 
throughout the six buildings on Nagle 
Avenue where Oakton now sits. 


It can also be seen in attempts by 


the faculty and administration to give 
students information to make choices 
regarding their own futures. 


The college publishes a course di- 


rectory each year which gives des- 
criptions 
of 
sections 
of various 


courses written by the person who 
will be teaching that section. The di- 
rectory, says Richard Jordan, vice 
president for curriculum and instruc- 
tion, is an attempt by Oakton to "go 


as far as we can to give students as 
much information as we can." 


"Ultimately, 
whatever 
happens, 


most of us were hired because we're 
basically teachers. If you love to 
teach and students fascinate you, you 
can teach in a corner," Ms. Smith 
says. 


SOME FACULTY members at Oak- 


ton, however, are dissatisfied with the 
merit-pay system and the lack of 
communication • between teachers in 
the same subject area because of the 
absence of departments. 


Lockwood sees a growing faculty 


unity and identity as the college 
grows, but he doesn't think an ad- 
versary relationship will develop be- 


tween faculty and administrators. 


"I don't think anybody is going to 


turn down a good idea," he says. 


Oakton Pros. William A. Koehnline 


declared in his welcoming remarks to 
the faculty this year that he wants to 
work to reestablish the kind of trust 
between faculty and administrators 
that will prevent the "us-them" 
mentality from taking hold. 


Oakton's future includes a per- 


manent campus, another cluster to 
accommodate increasing enrollment 
while still allowing the college to grow 
small as it gets larger and continued 
efforts to tailor its programs to the 
changing needs of the Maine-Niles 
township areas it serves.

In IMS. Robert Lahti came to Har- 


per College to begin what he calls a 
"once In a lifetime experience." 


At ago 33, ho had been selected by 


the new college's board as the first 
president of the as yet unborn in- 
stitution. 


Lahti had already led a college In 


Michigan which was reorganizing 
from n junior college Into a commu- 
nity college. He had been part of a 
similar transformation at a Wyoming 
school and the two experiences led 
him to consider the challenge of start- 
ing a school "from scratch," he says. 


IIU CAMK TO Harper with definite 


goals and plans to achieve them. 


Those early plans Included estab- 


lishing u college that totally in- 
tegrated career and academic pro- 
grams, Lahtl says. 


Another early goal, Lahtl says, was 


the creation of a campus that 
"worked for people." 


Harper opened its 200-acrc campus 


at Algonquin and Rosellc roads, Pala- 
tine, in 1960, two years after classes 
were first held during the evening at 
Elk Grove High School In Elk Grove 
Village. 


BUT I.A1ITI Is not content with past 


accomplishments. His "dreams" for 
Harper's future Include a second 
campus In tho eastern end of the 200- 
square-mile district. 


With projections showing the dis- 


trict's population Increasing by almost 
ziiO.OOO persons by 1095, Lahti has also 
begun facing the question of how to 
provide educational services for those 
In the 2S-(o 45-year-old age group, tho 
so-called "new learners" who will be 
returning to school. 


Lahti recently told the Harper facul- 


ty, "The next 10 years look like it 
could be mlndboggllng for us." 


Resourcefulness will be needed to 


deal with a changing financial pic- 
ture, which Lahtl terms a major prob- 
lem facing Harper in the next 10 
years. 


"TUB CHALLENGE Is to have the 


ability to set aside traditions that are 
no longer justifiable," Lahtl says, but 
such actions may often put the college 
In conflict with stato boards which 
control school-aid dollars and dictate 
course standards and college proce- 
dures. 
., 


Colleges may have to go to the stato 


legislature to seek relief from over- 
regulation, Lahtl says. 


Another area for future concern at 


Harper will be faculty involvement in 
the college decision-making process. 


Lahtl says there Is no reason the 


faculty can't be Involved as long as 
that Involvement does not become "a 
tug of war between management and 
labor." 


When Greg Meyer and MIchele Con- 


duto decided to go to Harper College, 
which they and their high school 
friends called "the University of 
S o u t h e r n Palatine," people said, 
"Why don't you go to a real school?" 


Greg and Michelc have since dis- 


covered that Harper Is a real school 
which they find well-suited to their 
needs. 


"You're just a speck at a four-year 


school and here you're a person," 
says Meyer, a sophomore who Intends 
to transfer to a four-year Institution 
when he completes his program at 
Harper. 


MS. CONDUTO FINDS the attitudes 


of Harper teachers one of the most 
refreshing changes from her high 
school days. 


"It's cosier to talk to someone when 


they're on your level. You're not a kid 
here," says Ms. Conduto, a second- 
y c a r physical education 
major. 


"They're willing to help If you're will- 
Ing to show Interest," she says about 
Harper faculty members. 


Kevin Westburg, who transferred to 


Harper this year from Purdue Univer- 
sity, says it wasn't always like that at 
Purdue. 


Westburg says he was amazed at 


the small classes at Harper compared 
to Purdue, and also at tho way Har- 
per people helped him through regls-

THE DIFFERENCE IN atmos- 


phere, faculty members and adminis- 
trators say, is a result of a different 
emphasis ut Harper. 


"The emphasis has always been on 


what happens In the classroom," says 
Lester N. Hook, who Is beginning his 
ninth year at Harper as a history pro- 
fessor. 


The university stress on faculty re- 


search is not present at Harper, Hook 
says, and the result is that teachers 
arc able to devote themselves totally 
to teaching. 


"I just want to teach," Hook says. 


"This place gives me the opportunity 
to do that." 


THE TEACHING emphasis Is part 


of a comprehensive college concept. 


John Blrkholz, vice president for 


academic affairs, says that a commu- 
nity college must hove five areas of 
concern to be truly comprehensive. 


them is important," Hook says. 


Harper Pros. Robert Lahtl says that 


the percentage of high school gradu- 
ates attending Harper has increased 
10 per cent since classes were first 
held in 1067. 


"WE CAN STILL expect a larger 


percentage and at least a break, even 
in the number of 18 to 21-year-olds go- 
ing to Harper," Lahti says. 


Harper's student body Is not all 18- 


to 21-year-olds. The average age of 
Harper's more than 20,000 students Is 
27. 


"You sit hi class and there'll be 


somebody next to you who looks like 
your mom," Meyer says. 


"The exchange of ideas makes It a 


better learning situation, a genuine 
learning situation," Hook says about 
the age variety. 


THE REASONS WHICH bring stu- 


dents to Harper rather than a four- 
year institution are much the same as 
at other community colleges — close- 
ness to home, the relative low cost 
and variety of programs. 


Gucrln Fischer, vice president of 


student affairs, says an Increase in 
part-time students this year at Harper 
corresponds with the availability of 
part-time jobs. 


"When students can hold part-time 


jobs they're able to stretch their edu- 
cation over a longer period of time 
and consequently only attend school 
. part time," Fischer says. 
* Many of the part-timers are women 


returning (o college or people already 
in the business world who feel they 
need additional training or new infor- 
mation to advance in their fields. 


MICHAEL LAURENZANO. a tech- 


nician with Motorola Inc., is enrolled 
In Harper's associate-in-liberal-studles 
degree program, which allows per- 
sons with business experience to earn 
college- credit for what they have 
learned In the business world. 


"It's probably the only way I'd have 


gotten it (a degree)," says Lauren- 
zano, who sees his degree as a must 
for advancement in business. 


Whether middle-age or - teen-age, 


students at Harper this year are feel- 
ing crowded. 


James Bliss, who began this year In 


Harper's chemical engineering pro- 
gram, says his graphics class in over- 
flowing with students. Meyer and Ms. 
Conduto say everything seems more 
crowded this year. 


"THERE'S NO QUESTION that we 


should be breaking ground for the sec- 
ond campus," says Blrkholz. After 
completion of two new classroom 
buildings on the Palatine campus, 
there will be no new classroom .con- 
struction at Harper for at least three 
years because of a lack of state fund- 
ing, Blrkholz says. 


The campus, which was designed to 


accommodate 10,000 students, now 


have symphonies and operas come out 
to it," Lahti says. 


While Lahti receives generally good 


marks from students, faculty mem- 
bers are expressing growing dis- 
satisfaction with the way the college 
is run.

9s phones may help frustrated callers

In this progressive world of touch- 


tones and trlmllncs, (hero is nothing 
more frustrating than a busy signal. 


And perhaps there arc none more 


aware of this than those who each day 
try to contact the Northwest suburban 
office of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co., 201 N. Arthur Ave., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Commonwealth Edison office — 


serving about 175,000 customers in an 
area bound by Hoffman Estates, Park 
Ridge, Wheeling and Palatine — han- 
dles approximately 1,000 telephone 
calls a day during a regular five-day 
work week. 


AND THOSE SUCCESSFUL callers 


deserve a pat on the back. Many who 
don't realize patience indeed is a vir- 
tue give up after several futile at- 
tempts. For It does not take long be- 
fore one becomes Irritated by the 
blaring busy signal. 


Company officials realize it Is diffi- 


cult for their customers to register 
complaints and questions over the 
phone. And they are working on im- 
proving their system. 


"We arc aware there is a problem 


with our phones," said Bob Tyler, as- 
sistant area manager. "The outdated 
equipment Is insufficient for the vol- 
ume of work we do now." 


Tyler added Edison has ordered 


more modern telephone equipment, 
available through the Bell System. 
"The latest equipment Bell has should 
do the trick for us," he said. 


AREA MANAGER EDWARD Bar- 


tcls admits Edison's telephone equip- 
ment is a bit obsolete but said phone 
tie-ups are a seasonal problem faced 
by the firm. "Starting In May and go- 
ing through October, we get most of 
our traffic," Bartels said. "The sum- 
mer period is normally the heaviest 
period primarily because so many arc 
moving in and out of apartments." 


Bartels added most of the calls re- 


ceived by Edison are "of a credit na- 
ture or a question about an electrical 
service account." He attributed the 
high concentration of telephone calls 
to the increased probability of storms 
causing electrical power outages in 
the summer than during the winter. 
"I'm expecting the problems to tail 
off now," he said. 


Commonwealth Edison's customer 


count in the Northwest suburbs has 
increased approximately 70 per cent 
in the past 10 years. Consequently, the 
firm's personnel figure has increased 
between 30 and 40 per cent. 


There are 15 full-time customer ser- 


v i c e 
representatives 
answering 


phones in addition to 10 marketing 
people handling predominantly new 
business requests. 


Bartels said the new equipment, ex- 


pected to be installed by the spring, 
will have a familiar recorded mes- 
sage — a feature lacking in Edison's 
present system. 


Until then though, there will remain 


only one number to call which feeds 
into 19 different lines. So Com- 
monwealth Edison 
customers 
ex- 


pecting to have their electrical prob- 
lems remedied should just keep dial- 
ing 259-2300.

D-Arllngton HolghU, said Wednesday 
she plans to alert voters in the Third 
Legislative District that she is a tar- 
get of an organized campaign against 
her reelection by right-to-lifo organi- 
zations. 


Chapman. who also is facing a chal- 


lenge for her scat from fellow Demo- 
crat Joan Brennan of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, will detail the right-to-lifo cam- 
paign against her at a press confer- 
ence today. 


Chapman has opposed laws limiting 


abortions and praised Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital last summer when its 
board of directors voted to allow abor- 
tion In the first trl-mcstcr of preg- 
nancy. 


SHE SAID Wednesday In a Herald 


interview that abortion "is a non-lssuo 
In this campaign and I've treated It as 
such. I'm a very forthright person, 
and If somebody asks me I tell them 
what I think, but I wont to focus on 
the Issues." 


H o w e v e r , Chapman said, "It's 


apparent that I'm a target" of right- 
to-llfe forces. To anti-abortion activ- 
ists, she said "one's integrity and hon- 
esty and ability are not Issues. The 


only Issue Is whether you support a 
constitutional amendment 
banning 


abortion. I have heard rumors that 
people will come out to canvass the 
Third District from the West Side of 
Chicago." 


Chapman also said she has heard 


that Democrats from Chicago will 
work in tlio Third District for Brcn- 
nan, the other Democrat running for 
the three scats In the Illinois House 
from the district. 


Traditionally, the third and other 


suburban legislative districts elect 
two Republicans and one Democrat to 
the House. Because of this, the two 
Democrats running arc generally 
considered opponents even though 
they are technically running mates. 


BRENNAN HAS said she is running 


as a "regular" Democrat loyal to Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley and has 
criticized Chapman for her vote to up- 
hold Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of an 
appropriations bill funding the school- 
aid formula. 


Chapman characterized some of 


Brcnnan's attacks on her over the 
school-old issuo as a "dirty tricks 
campaign." She said, "In 12 years I 
have cost only one vote that anyone

When most of us take a job, it 


is assumed we will take respon- 
sibility to get to work and get 
home. 


Apparently, 
the 
American 


Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes believes 
that if you work for the govern- 
ment, you shouldn't have to take 
that responsibility for yourself. 


The union has filed suit in 


C o o k County Circuit Court 
charging that if the Illinois De- 
partment of Transportation dis- 
continues bus service for its em- 
ployes to its Schaumburg office 
it will violate the constitutional 
rights of those who ride the bus. 


The service brings about 140 


workers from Chicago and Elgin 
to the department's office, ac- 
cording to the union. The bus 
service has been supplied since 
the department moved from 
downtown Chicago to Schaum- 
burg in April 1975. 


It made sense for the state to 


provide the bus service tempo- 
rarily to give employes incon- 
venienced by the move a chance 
to make arrangements to get to 
work. 


However, the employe's union 


seems to believe that the state 
owes the employes bus service 
to their jobs indefinitely. It has 
to come as a surprise to any tax- 
payer who has ever been incon- 
venienced by an employer that 
government employes have that 
right. 


The lack of public trans- 


portation to and from Schaum- 
burg is a problem for many 
more persons than those who 
work for the Department of 
Transportation. 


E v e r since the Regional 


Transportation Authority was 
formed, it has been clear that 
one pressing need of the suburbs 
is for the RTA to provide trans- 
portation to areas like the one 
around Woodfield Mall. 


It is outrageous to argue, how- 


ever, that the state, merely be- 
cause it moves some offices into 
an area, must provide subsi- 
dized transportation for its em- 
ployes that is not available to 
the general public. 


Schaumburg is 20 miles from 


Die Chicago city limits and 15 
miles from Elgin. The round-trip

Plague almost banished 


Thn 
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Residents give their views 
on park district referendum 


So far, all publicity regarding the Arlington 


Heights Park District's intense desire to foist a golf 
course on park district residents has not brought 
forth any appreciable comments from the people or 
media regarding the inadvisabillty of burdening the 
tax payers with another $20-$25 a year on their real 
estate tax bill. It is time to do so, now that a $1.3 
million bond referendum is scheduled for Oct. 2. 


Before submitting to the recent "scare" publicity 


put out by the park district Implying that the Feder- 
al government may take the property away from the 
park district If It Is not used as a golf course, the 
public should consider a number of factors which are 
on the other side of the question. They are: 


1. The public demand for a golf course is about as 


great as the public demand for another tavern in our 
town. The "public demand" Is a figment of imagina- 
tion In the minds of the park board and their em- 
ployes. 


2. There are at least 10 public-fee golf courses al- 


ready within a 15-20 minute drive of Arlington 
Heights, some of which wish they would do better 
financially. 


3. About a year ago, the park board had allowed 


itself to drift into such a deplorable financial crises 
that it found It necessary to ask a citizens committee 
to figure out how to get the finances in order. As 
expected, that committee recommended and pushed 
a referendum to bail out the park district and keep 
matters under control for several years. 


4. Now, the park board, which could not operate 


the district a year ago, is back again for another $1.3 
million. What reasons are there which should reward 
inept management with another big sum of money to _ 
operate a golf course for which there are no public 
demands? 


5. Consultants have given an opinion that the golf 


course would be self sustaining, pay Its own way 
after a couple of years, and to make it more attrac- 
tive even suggest there will be extra money available 
to help finance other park programs. This is only an 
opinion and there is no guarantee. This was the 
same pitch aimed at Bensenville residents when 
those people were urged to take over the established 
White Pines Country Club In their park district. It 
did not work out that way at all. 


G. In all fairness to the Arlington Heights voters, a 


complete financial report on the experiences of the 
Mount Prospect Park District and the Bensenville 
district covering their costs and revenues for oper- 
ating their golf courses should be published. Such 
reports would reveal some sobering financial facts. 
Decision should be made by logic, not emotion. 


7. If success of the golf course Is such a "sure 


thing," there should be no reluctance or concern 
over financing with revenue bonds rather than gen- 
eral obligation bonds. Let the golfers pay their way. 
The recent comment by a park official that the reve- 
nue bond approach is not practical because the 
amount Is too big for small Investors and too small 
for big investors is an irresponsible statement. If 
this should be accepted, then first build a nine hole 
course at a cost that the small investors can handle. 
After several years experience, and if it is favorable, 
build the second nine holes at a small cost which 
purchasers of revenue could handle again. 


8. The most serious problem facing Arlington 


Heights, and will before some years, is the water 
supply. Where will the water come from during the 
period of construction and growing of the grass be- 
fore the course can be opened for play, and also for 
the daily watering. The voters should be told by our 
Village officials if there is adequate water to proper- 
ly maintain a golf course without endangering the 
supply for our homes and businesses. If I have a 


choice of where a $25 Increase in my tax bill should 
be used, I want it to go for solving the No. 1 priority 
— water problem rather than a golf course. 


9. Monies needed for necessities should be ap- 


proved by the voters, but a golf course is far from a 
necessity. The big rush to have a $1.3 million refef • 
endum within a couple of months after receiving the 
land is questionable. Why the big rush? 


10. What Arlington Heights can really use is a 


large open park designed for large events, carnivals, 
exhibitions, outdoor civic affairs. We would have a 
facility for large civic affairs which no other suburb 
could match. Let us use this land for the benefit of 
all the people who arc expected to pay for it and not 
for a minority group of golfers. 


11. There is no need for voters to vote yes at this 


time. Uncle Sam is not going to reclaim the land on 
Oct. 3 If the referendum is voted down on Oct. 2. The 
park board having set a precedent last year calling 
on a citizens committee for advice, should have ob- 
tained opinions from a committee to determine what 
use the land should be put to. How can the park 
board document their decisions that a golf course is 
the best possible land use for our people. 


12. After the recent fiscal dilemma of the park 


district, and the bailing out referendum voted by the 
people, it would seem reasonable to ask the board to 
show the public for a year or two that they have 
learned how to control their financial responsi- 
bilities, before asking for another big handout for a 
fiscally dangerous project. 


13. This referendum for general obligation bonds 


should be voted down this time, because If the golf 
course is such an assured success issuance of reve- 
nue bonds and their retirements from receipts of the 
golf course should be a breeze.

Not enough rich to pay the bills 


Tax relief all talk, but no action

WASHINGTON — A candidate must 


do more than assert what he will do if 
elected. 


To be believable he must tell how 


he will go about achieving the goals 
he sets before us. How, above all, will 
he get a reluctant Senate and House 
of Representatives to go along with 
what he pledges on the campaign 
trail? 


Especially when it's Jimmy Carter 


or Gerald Ford and their vice-presi- 
dential 
running mates 
promising 


changes no Congress In recent years 
has cottoned to. 


Mr. Ford proposes to case the tax 


burden on the middle class. Yet the 
Congress in its wisdom after two 
years of work has come forth with a 
proposal so complicated that It's un- 
derstood by only a few tax experts, 
and they're knowledgeable almost 
solely on the loopholes destroyed and 
created. But one thing Is certain — 
(he new legislation docs little to help 
the middle-class taxpayer and re- 
serves almost all of Its goodtev for 
special interests, with special favors 
for the rich and poor. This leaves the 
middle class holding the bag. 


Mr. Ford can sign this monstrosity 


into law or veto It. Ht can't change 
the wording along Ford-Dole lines. 
And since it is almost certain the 
same Democratic majority which con- 
trols Congress today will control both 
the Senate and House next year and 
the year after, how will Messrs. Ford 
nnri Dole accomplish what they prom- 
ise? 


As for Jimmy Carter. He proposes, 


\ ad nauseum, to soak the well-to-do, 


and, like Robin Hood, give the pro- 


, ceeds to the poor. But assuming this 
"promise is more than a campaign 
gimmick, Carter and Mondale would 
be up against the same Congress as 
the Ford-Dole team. 


Carter, moreover, has given no evi- 


dence of being better able to handle a 
strong-minded legislature than has 
President Ford. 


We recall that Mr. Ford came into 


the presidency after a quarter century 
in Congress, where he was well liked 
both by his fellow Republicans and by 
his Democratic opponents. He had a 
reputation as a tough but respected 
fighter. Yet his record In Influencing 
Congress from the White House has 
been dismal. His strongest point has 
been negative. That is, most of his 
vetoes have been sustained. His posi- 
tive proposals have, in the main, been 
ignored. 


So much for a man with a pre- 


viously excellent track record with 
the Congress. 


Now for Jimmy Carter. His record, 


both as a legislator and as governor 
indicates no particular ability at in- 
fluencing a reluctant legislature, or at 
keeping on good terms with either his 
friends or opponents In the Georgia 
body. This Is not to argue whether the 
legislature was right or wrong, or 
whether any man could have done 
better. It is simply to say that the 
Carter record here Is not impressive. 
And that's all we have to go by. Ex- 
cept promises. And assurances. 


Carter talks about going to the 


people. And bringing pressure. He 
tried both In Georgia. He did not hesi- 
tate to embarrass or attack individual 
lawmakers, even friends and past 
supporters who differed with him on 
one bill or another. The record does 


not indicate this technique was worth 
continuing. And most certainly federal 
cabinet secretaries who have at- 
tempted that strong-voice approach 
with the U.S Congress have invariably 
come away with hands burnt to the 
elbow. 


What's being talked about in this 


tax shift is gibberish in any case. 


There is no way to lower taxes on 


the poor further without increasing 
the burden on the middle class. There 
aren't enough rich. 


Congress knows this. Jimmy Carter 


knows it. And President Ford. The 
record is plain: There is no relief In 
sight for the middle-class taxpayer. 
Only more suffering.

A federal energy bill, recently 


signed Into law extends the Feder- 
al Energy Administration (FEA) 
until 1077 and makes some $2 bil- 
lion In loan guarantees available 
to various segments of tho econo- 
my to Install energy-saving equip- 
ment and material. 


Tho government's concern for 


more efficient, use of energy by 
the nation's industrial-commercial 


complex ia reflected In recent 
studies that Indicate that more ef- 
ficient energy-savings programs 
could saVo 3.5 billion barrels of oil 
or energy equivalent by 1990.

should Induce on Increasing num- 
ber of industrial operations to 
capitalize on tho return-on-ln- 
vcstment aspect of Insulation, In- 
dustry sources predict.

nomical use of energy has been 
aided by the development of com- 
puter analysis services by major

Secondly, it 
computes the true value of a capi- 
tal Investment for insulation by 
relating present-day Investment 
costs with anticipated Increases in 
the cost of fuel and money. A 
third function is to alert business- 
men to the amount of additional 
Insulation they need to bring their 
facilities up to current energy- 
saving standards. 


The availability of federal loan 


guarantees for energy saving 
equipment and material now pro- 
vides the economic means to up- 
grade Insulation lo energy-saving 
standards. 


Solar pioneer's home gets heat from 'greenhouse' 


Harry Thompson is a crusading so- 


lar pioneer, father of perhaps tho first 
economical system to heat houses 
with sunlight. 


Thomason — wiry, intense and 


graying a bit at the age of 55 — lives 
In a four-bedroom rambling home In a 
Washington suburb that looks like It 
has a greenhouse on top. 


That "greenhouse" is a bank of so- 


lar heat collectors 16 feel high and GO 
feet long on the tall, sloping south 
roof. It provides from 75 to 00 per 
cent of tho house's heat, keeping it a 
comfortable 68 degrees Fahrenheit 
oven In freezing weather. Supplemen- 
tal heat comes from an oil furnace, 
but even at today's high prices 
Thomavm's winter fuel bill stays un- 
der $100. 


HIE HOUSE AND Its solar heating 


system arc Thomason's own design. 
Since that house was completed ho 
has built three others In the Washing- 
ton area, each better than tho last. 
Tho newest needs only an oll-flrcd wa- 
ter heater to supplement tho solar 
panels. 


There are almost 200 other Thoma- 


son-dosigncd homos scattered across 
tho nation from Bend, Ore., to Colora- 
do Springs, Col., to Woonsocket, R.I. 


Some wore built by individuals who 


bought tho plans for as Ultle as $25 
through tho Edmund Scientific Corp. 
Others were put up by developers who 


passed Thomason's rigid screening to 
win their licenses. 


Royalties from tho licenses, from 


tho plans, from solar seminars and 
from books he has written bring 
Thomason an Income of about $25,000 
a year. But It was an uphill battle to 
get where he Is today. 


BUREAUCRATS AND Industrialists 


scoffed at Thomason's inventions. 
Even today ho Is a controversial fig- 
ure within the solar community, espe- 
cially among advocates of more com- 
plex systems. 


"At 
first the government dis- 


believed what Thomason was trying 
to tell us," William Hlrsch of the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration told UPI. "But as 
time goes on, it's beginning to look 
like ho really has something." 


Thomason's switch from Patent Of- 


fice employe to solar pioneer began In 
1058 during a summer thunderstorm 
at his wife's homo in North Carolina. 


Dashing Into a barn to escape tho 


cold rain, ho felt warm water dribbl- 
ing from tho rusty sheet metal roof 


onto his head. The Idea was born like 
"a flash of genius," he said. Run wa- 
ter down a sun-baked surface, catch it 
in .a container and use its warmth to 
heat a house. 


AT THE time Thomason, who held 


a physics degree from Catawba Col- 
lege in North Carolina, was support- 
Ing his wife and five children with his 
regular work and was going to law 
school at night. A rule barring Patent 
Office employes from applying for 
their own patents caused Thomason to 
switch to a job at the Pentagon.

stones packed around the tank to hold 
in the warmth. 


e A fan to blow air across the 


stones and into the house. 


e A revolutionary way to eliminate 


costly metal air ducts by blowing 
warm air up through the walls and 
out at celling. level, then collecting 
cool air from between the floor joists. 


Today Thomason reverses the solar 


heating process in summer to provide 


solar-powered air conditioning. He 
holds some 20 solar energy patents — 
more, he says, than any other in- 
ventor. 


Thomason's was not the first solar 


heated house. But Thomason's designs 
ore more efficient, getting a min- 
imum SO per cent solar heat in the 
coldest climate. At $4 per square foot 
of solar panel they also cost far less 
than competing models with double 
glass covers, copper or steel heat col- 
lectors had complex ducts that cost 
from $7 to $20 per square foot.

UAW threatening 
to strike at Deere 


If the United Auto Workers do not reach a new contract agree- 


ment with Dccrc and Co., the union's farm and construction equip- 
ment target company, the union will strike at midnight Thursday, 
a union source said Wednesday. If the contract agreement is not 
reached, Dccrc, with its 27,000 workers, would be added to the 
current UAW auto Industry strike against Ford Motor Co. and its 
170,000 workers. Negotiations continued in Molinc, III., Wednesday, 
but union officials declined to comment on any progress that 
might have been made. Dccrc has been selected by the UAW as 
the target company to set the industry wide farm and construction 
equipment contract, which will cover more than 110,000 UAW em- 
ployes. Catcrplllcr Tractor Co. and the UAW announced Wednes- 
day they have extended a contract that expires today. The union 
also has extended its contract with International Harvester. 


Ford, union talks still stymied 


The IS-day-old shutdown of the Ford Motor Co. appeared no 


closer to settlement Wednesday. Talks droned on and the union's 
chief negotiator left the bargaining table to visit striking workers. 
For the second straight day, United Auto Workers Vice President 
Ken Bannon said the lull in the talks gave him time to meet with 
union members. 


Ford to keep '77 price hike to 5% 


The strike-bound Ford Motor Co., in an attempt to stay com- 


petitive with now, smaller "full-sized" General Motors cars, said it 
Is holding 1977 model price increases to $310, or 5.1 per cent, above 
its 1976 models. The Ford increase compares with an average 5.9 
per cent raise, or $338 per car, announced earlier by GM. Chrysler 
and American Motors havo not announced their 1977 prices. Ford 
had told dealers In August Its prices could rise as much as 6 per 
cent. The Ford Increases ranged from $5 on the Mustang II to $583 
on the rcstylcd Continental Mark V. 


Britain uses credit to save pound 


Britain moved Wednesday to exhaust a $5 billion International 


Monetary Fund credit In a desperate effort to rescue the crum- 
bling pound.

Tips on correcting 
noisy plumbing 


Noisy plumbing, llko a faucet drip, 


can be very hard on the nerves. More- 
over, It's more than a nuisance. 


There aro generally three types of 


noise, tho Plumblng-Hostlng-Coollng 
Information Bureau says: water ham- 
mer, whistling and chattering. 


Water hammer is the thump In the 


piping heard when faucets or valves 
aro turned off abruptly. It can usually 
bo eliminated by tho Installation of an 
air chamber or short length of plpo In 
tho wall where each supply plpo en- 
ters the plumbing fixture. 


Chattering Is often caused by loose 


pipes, by pipes rubbing against a met- 
al projection, by worn washers or 
looseness of other Insldo parts. A 
plumbing contractor can locate the of- 
fending part and repair It. Whistling 
Is caused by Iho speed of water flow- 
Ing through plpo tliat Is usually too 
small. It's most common at bends and 
tees. A pressure-reducing valve will 
help.

Hillside, 
over 20 miles away, did if you pur- 
chased a ticket the day before.

A capacity crowd of 4,000 turned out 


to watch Ali defend his title against 
Ken Norton. Most of the fight fans I 
saw were hard-working middle' and 
lower income whites and blacks. 


Prior to the telecast, several people 


commented about the main event and 
the main man, All. 


The two women I interviewed had 


different reasons for disliking All. 


"Bcdause I'm a woman and be- 


cause of what has happened between 
him and his wife. I've lost the thing I 
had for Ali," said Osle Owens, a black 
woman in her middle 30s who lives 
near White Sox Park.

"I thin black men probably respect 


him for his fighting ability, but I think 
they arc kind of looking down on him, 
also. We're looking for someone else 
to look up to. All the things we've ad- 
mired are gone, over with. 


"He needs to get into something 


else because I think people are get- 
ting tired of him. I think he should get 
out. 


"People still look up to Joe Louis as 


a great fighter and people still look up 
to Sugar Ray (Robinson) as a great 
fighter. And if he wants to have the 
same image, I think he should get out 
now." 


Oddly enough, Karen Rufo wanted 


to sec All win so that he could get 
knocked out by George Foreman. 


Rufo, a white woman in her 20s who 
lives on the northwest side, was 
equally upset the way All left the 
mother of his children for a younger, 
more attractive woman. But there 
was another reason: 


"Clay is prejudiced. He made a re- 


mark against white people on TV. 


"I was never a fan of his. I want to 


see him get beat sometime. 


"I want to see Foreman the champ. 


He's got a good personality, he's Ail- 
American and he fights. Like at the 
Olympics when he waved the Ameri- 
can flag. I'm very patriotic." 


Ray Ramcy — white, in his 30s and 


a resident of Chicago's New Town — 
admitted to being a big fan of the 
champ. 


"In the beginning, I didn't under- 


stand him," said Ramey. "I don't 
think the average person did. The 
loudmouth. He carried himself in an 
unusual manner. 


"But as time went on, he began to 


stand for something. Not only for the 
black people but for the white as well. 


"It could be his last fight. I'd hate 


to see him go down. I really do." 


Concerning All's marital problems, 


Ramcy said he only judged All "in the 
ring. I don't know what his personal 
problems were. It has little or no af- 
fect on me. I'm sure she'll be taken 
care of." 


Chet Walker, the Bulls' former all- 


star forward, echoed these sentiments 
regarding Ali's personal life. 


Being in the limelight himself for 


many years, this proud black basket- 
ball player could relate to Ali's prob- 
lems. Walker said Ali's private prob- 
lems outside the ring were nobody 
else's business. 


Still, All's extra-marital affairs 


make news. And such stories just add 
to the controversy that surrounds this 
most unique individual. 


Even the outcome of the fight was 


controversial. The unwritten law of 
the fight jungle — the contender must 
soundly whip the champ — held true 
again. The fight probably should have 
ended in a draw, but that's unheard of 
in heavyweight title matches. 


After the majority of the DePaul 


crowd roared its approval of the 
unanimous but closo decision, there 
seemed a hugo sigh of relief. The 
"People's Champion" had performed 
another miracle. 


But All barely won even though he 


appeared in superb shape. Again, it 
seemed that his strong heart — the 
will to succeed — pulled him through 
by the narrowest of margins. 


Will his tremendous ego allow him 


to quit as champion? Can the tempta- 
tion of a possible $10 or $20 million 
payday lure All into fighting Foreman 
again? Will he have to be knocked un- 
conscious before he'll give up the 
game? Worse yet, will he hang on and 
on, dreaming of making still another 
comeback as Floyd Patterson did? 


Now would be his chance to bow out 


gracefully. 
But Muhammad never 


docs the expected. So he'll fight Fore- 
man again just to prove the first win 
was no fluke. 


He's still the "People's Champion," 


but I have the feeling that much of 
the status he enjoys will be lost if he 
leaves the fight game a beaten man.

He's the No. 1 con- 
tender. 


"I don't want to fight two more tough fights. This is getting

Norton can beat Foreman, then I'll fight him again."

l>> ItON HUTCHEItSON 


SAN DIEGO (UPI)1- James 11. 


Clinton, a college physlcbl wlw teach- 
es a hoiuoltoldcra' course In how to 
build or buy a solar healing system, 
favors the simple solar collector. 


Clinton, researcher In solid state 


physics nt the University of California 
at San Dlogo. described building the 
"guideline" collector, which can be 
assembled by a home handyman. 


A flat box with u window to let the 


sun's rays In. It contains a metal col- 
lector warmed by the sun and tubing 
through which a medium — generally 
witter — circulates to transfer heat. 


"This Is not tho best collector, It Is 


not even particularly unique. It sim- 
ply represents a design which makes 
pool use of readily available mate- 
rials and achieves good efficiency at 
low cost. 


"It Is the unexciting fact that the 


simplest collectors, made with the 
most common materials, arc the only 
one* which will find significant appli- 
cation with tho next decade. 


"Four years ago. I started playing 


with solar energy at my own house. 
The thing I built-supplies about no per 
cent of my energy for water Iwatlng 
nnd SO per cent for space heating. It 
rot about WOO." 


The collector box must be mmlo of 


material such as wood to withstand 
the elements since It Is mounted out- 
doors to face tho sun. The bottom has 
to he Insulated to prevent heat loss. 


Tho top — the side exposed to the sun 
— Is covered with glass or clear plas- 
tic. 


Clinton recommends gloss because 


plastic deteriorates during prolonged 
exposure to heat. He suggests three 
Inches of glass wool for Insulation. 


The absorber plate is a metal sheet 


painted black. Clinton recommends 
0.0211 inch soft aluminum. The plate Is 
sandwiched Into the box between the 
glass cover and Insulation, leaving a 
31 Inch air space between the cover 
and plate. 


Clinton said the "most Important" 


step is bonding tubing to the absorber 
plate for good heal transfer since 
"nearly all of the absorbed solar ener- 
gy must flow through the bond." 


He recommends using 3/8 Inch out- 


side diameter copper tubing at four- 
Inch Intervals. Because of tho difficul- 
ty of soldering copper to aluminum, 
he suggests forming grooves In the 


' sheet and cementing the tubing in 


I hem with a mctnl or high thermal 
conductivity adhesive. 


Tho configuration of Hie tubes can 


be serpentine, with one long tube 
snaked buck and forth across the 
plate, or a header arrangement can 
be used. That requires n large pipe at 
each end of the heat absorber joined 
by smaller tubes crossing the heal ab- 
sorber panel. 


"The collector should be oriented to- 


ward the south," Clinton sold. The 
precise tilt depends on latitude and 
the time of year the solar energy is to 


be used. 


Once the necessary collectors ore In 


place, they arc connected with pines 
to a hot water storage tank or the 
swimming pool or water heater being 
warmed. 


• "There are many factors which 
make pool heating the most attractive 
home application of solar energy," 
Clinton said. Ho listed existing pool 
plumbing and pumps, the absence of 
any need for a storage tank and the 
possibility of using plastic pipe. 


"Heating domestic water Is prob- 


ably the best uso of solar energy," he 
sold. "Hot water Is considered a ne- 
cessity and can be supplied economic- 
ally with a modestly sized solar in- 
stallation." 


For a San Diego type climate and 


average family hot water use, he sold 


15 square feet of collector per person 
can supply GO per cent of the heal 
needed to operate a system in'the 100- 
to ISO-degree range. 


The system also requires a storage 


tank equal to about 30 gallons per per- 
son.

All parts of a plant respond to stim- 


uli of one sort or another. Roots are 
no exception. Where (hero is moisture 
and plant foods, roots will naturally 
extend themselves In tho direction of 
time necessities.

Tholr roots com- 
pete for tlio elements In tin soil re- 
quisite to their growth.

Unique natural areas in Illinois should be protected, not bull- 


dozed for new development, says Henry Giebel of DCS Plaines. 


Gicbcl, as a spokesman for the DCS Plaines Valley Chapter of 


the Sierra Club, plans to testify at an Illinois Recreation Council 
hearing at 7 p m. today in the Marriott-Chicago O'Hare Motor Ho- 
tel. 


Areas such as the Chevy Chase prairie on Lake-Cook Road near 


Wheeling have been catalogued by the state as valuable natural 
lands, Giebel said. The land was recently turned under in prepara- 
tion for a construction project. 


"THERE SHOULD be something done to prevent this destruc- 


tion once an area is cataloged," Giebel said. 


The public is invited to attend the recreation council meeting to 


discuss the Illinois outdoor recreation plan. Council members Gil 
Dcavers and Robert Brinkmcier will chair the session, They are 
seeking comments on land acquisition, development of state prop- 
erties, the location and type of recreational development needed in 
Illinois, said Illinois Conservation Dcpt. Director John McGuire. 
The council makes recommendations to the governor, the Illinois 
Dept. of Conservation, the Illinois Dcpt. of Business and Economic 
Development and the Illinois General Assembly.

The U.S. Senate has killed two controversial proposals to build a 


new lock and dam project at Alton, III., and to impose user fees on 
the nation's inland waterways for the first time. 


In a compromise move that cleared the way for passage of the 


$1.1 billion Rivers and Harbors Navigation and Flood-Control Au- 
thorization bill, the Senate by voice vote deleted the two measures. 
The bill was approved Tuesday by a 78-to-3 vote. 


Environmentalists, including the Sierra Club, have opposed the 


Alton Locks and Dam Project No. 20. U.S. Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis., who led the fight against the Alton project, said it "would 
affect adversely river cco-systems on a vast scale; would result m 
piecemeal destruction of fish and wildlife resources, and would 
result In irretrievable and irreplaceable losses of fish and wildlife 
resources and values to present and future generations." The mea- 
sure will be considered by the U.S House. 


The Field Museum of Natural History, Chicago, has announced a 


free self-guided program for children which will continue through 
Nov. 30. Called "Autumn journey for children: my kind of town," 
the tour features information on the geology, early history and 
animals of the Chicago area. Participants should ask for journey 
sheets at an information desk, and bring a pen or pencil.

Bar groups self-serving: lawyer 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — San Fran- 


cisco attorney Mclvin Belli, once dub- 
bed "King of Torts," is tweaking pro- 
fessional bar associations again for 
"retrogressive leadership." 


Belli, 69, has been in trouble with 


the California bar and the American 
Bar Assn. intermittently in the past 20 
years. The state bar suspended him 
for one month because he endorsed a 
brand of Scotch in a New York news- 
paper advertisement. Belli defended 
the 
endorsement 
on free 
speech 


grounds. 


By his own account, Belli once in- 


troduced the late racketeer Mickey 


Cohen to the ABA's national con- 
vention under a pseudonym and called 
him a tax expert. The lawyers listen- 
ed to Cohen attentively and did not 
learn who was really addressing them 
until later. Cohen was under in- 
dictment for tax evasion at the time. 


BELLI'S AUTOBIOGRAPHY, "My 


Life on Trial," is now at West Coast 
bookstores and will be available na- 
tionally next month. In it he claims 
the ABA and state bar associations 
arc riddled with conflict of interest 
and that "the legal establishment in 
America is not there to serve the 
people but to serve itself." 


"And," he said, "as members of 


their various bar associations, they 
have 
provided 
retrogressive lead- 


ership in the country for more than a 
century — and continue to do so " 


A spokesman at the ABA headquar- 


ters in Chicago said the organization 
"will not dignify Belh's remarks with 
a response." 


Belli writes that most bar leaders 


"work for the nation's largest estab- 
lishment law firms and, in that capac- 
ity, their main concern is to help pre- 
datory corporations screw the people 
at large, fix prices, challenge the con- 
stituionahty of antipollution laws, put 
together phony bond issues." 


Belli, who made a national reputa- 


tion for winning large damage ver- 
dicts against private corporations on 
behalf of their employes and custom- 
ers, charged that historically 
"the 


American Bar Assn. has been anti- 
Catholic and anti-Semitic " 


"Now, of course, they make a show 


of being on the side of civil rights and 
the black man and the environment," 
Belli said. "Balderdash. They're still 
sitting alongside General Motors and 
General Mills and General Electric 
and all the other Generals who have 
feathered their nests at the expense of 
you and me."

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Company in business of selling dreams

You con buy three pri-ato Islands on a Wisconsin lake 


for only $170,000. Or If you dream of a warmer climate, 
$800,000 will buy you a 50-ncre Island complete with 
three houses in tho Bahamas. 


Merle Haggard's rural California estate Is for sale, 


and Mary Martin's famous Brazilian ranch is going for 
only $350,000. 


To most people homes such as these are just dreams. 


But tho folks at Previews Inc., an International real 
estate marketing firm, make a business of dealing in 
dreams. 


ONCE A YEAH, the company lists oil Its inventory in 


a catalog und ships the book out to anyone willing to 
pay tho $S fee. There are castles, Islands, ski chalets, 
cattle farms, Victorian mansions and historic colonial 
homes. 


Tho properties handled by Previews arc exclusive. 


"There is no point in our bringing In a property that's 
much less than six figures," said Robert Rcllly, man- 
ager of the Chicago office, noting the 11 per cent fee 
charged by Previews. 


Rcllly said nil real estate listed has "a sales problem 


— not that It Isn't good but that It is a little too good for 
tho local market." 


The catalog Is one of the company's best marketing 


tools. It's distributed frco to real estate firms, air lines 
and other places where potential buyers linger. And the 
listings bring responses. 


"TAKE THIS ONE," Rcllly sold, waving a brochure 


for Bcttendorf Castlo in Fox River Grovo listed at 
$175,000. "Wo got literally hundreds and hundreds of 
Inquiries about this." 


The castle, a miniature replica of an ancient Roman 


fortress, is now in tho process of being sold. The inter- 
est in the property was so great that Previews had to 
limit Inspection to "qualified prospects only." 


Rcllly said Previews' most popular offering is Is- 


lands, with many located in warmer climates and some 


in the north woods. 


"These are the ones that bring the most responses," 


Reilly said of the islands. "There is something about 
being emperor of all you can see." 


MOST OF THE islands sold by Previews are bought 


by businessmen "because they also use them for 
an entertainment spot," Reilly said. 


But owning an island Is not for everyone. "If you 


want a pack of cigarets or an ice cream cone, you have 
to go down to the boat and go over and get It," Reilly 
said. 


Many of tho Previews listings appeal to romantics. 


"We had a lighthouse In Maine and a minister in 
Iowa who was approaching retirement age who thought 
this would be Ideal. That's where he retired," Reilly 
said. 


Reilly said a new trend has started in farm areas, 


with the farm house and buildings sold separate from 
most of the field property. 


"THIS IS APPEALING to a city dweller who wants a 


form building but doesn't really want to bo a farmer," 
Rcllly said. 


A seven-square mile tract of wilderness in Minnesota, 


listed at $1.65 million, is attracting people who are con- 
cerned about the environment. Reilly said some who 
have inspected the property like the idea of being able 
to set tho environmental rules for such a large tract of 
land. 


Although Previews attracts all kinds of buyers, Reilly 


said currently there Is a good deal of Interest from 
Italy, Germany and the Middle East. 


"Everyone looks to the U.S. as a very solid in-

Help landscaping recover 
from long, dry summer 


Now through mid-October is a good 


time to help your landscaping over- 
come tho ravages of the long, hot 
summer and at the samo time pro* 
pare it to withstand tho rigors of the 
cold winter ahead. 


"Tho first thing that property own- 


ers ought to do is to see that ever- 
greens, Including broadlcaf varieties, 
are watered enough to moke up for 
tho deficit of rainfall in July and Au- 
gust," said Dick Brickman, president 
of Theodore Brickman Co., Long 
Grove, landscape architects and con- 
tractors. 


Evergreens continue to evaporate 


water during winter, so It's essential 
that any moisture deficit be mado up 
before the ground freezes. Water 
should bo applied at the surface, us- 
ing a soaker hose or sprinkler, or Just 
below It, using a root feeder, and 
allowed to soak down to a 1-foot 
depth. Deep waterings should be re- 
peated weekly. 


TO TELL IF the water has soaked 


down 12 inches stick a root feeder Into

tho ground 1 foot, then remove it. If 
tho tip has moist earth clinging to It, 
the water has soaked far enough. If, 
instead, tho tip is dry or dusty, you 
still have more watering to do. 


If your evergreens need trimming 


or pruning do it before mid-October. 
After that, there's a chance that new- 
ly-exposed wood and foliage is apt to 
sun-scald because it has no chance to 
become hardy In the cold weather. 


"However, hold off feeding your ev- 


ergreens and other shrubs until mid- 
November or until all the deciduous 
plants lose their leaves," Brickman 
said. "By feeding shrubs now, you 
may encourage further growth which 
won't have enough time to become 
hardy. After mid-November, there's 
less danger of this happening. The 
roots remain active enough to utilize 
tho fertilizer." 


Lawn feeding is highly recommend- 


ed In early October. At this period tho 
grass is "tillering," or sending out 
horizontal shoots. Feeding now will 
encourage this growth and promote a 
thicker lawn. Choose a fall feeding 
fertilizer, which has phosphorus and 
potash In amounts equal to or greater 
than nitrogen, Brickman said. 


BECAUSE OF THE great amount 


of rain we had in the spring, and be- 
cause of lawn watering, you may find 
that your trees have grown more than 
normally and now require shaping 
and trimming. This work should be 
done In the' fall to prevent Ice and < 
snow damage that can occur on over- 
grown or weakened limbs. A profes- 


sional tree trimmer may be your best 
bet for this task. 


Thinking ahead to the days when 


tho leaves start to fall, you might 
want to consider buying a mulching 
machine to dispose of leaves and re- 
turn them to the soil. Brickman sug- 
gests that several neighbors can share 
the cost of a machine to bring the per- 
house cost down. 


Brickman said another idea that's 


worth considering is the use of a blow- 
er to rake up leaves. These are espe- 
cially good for getting leaves out of 
shrubbery. There are compact blower 
units on the market, including a por- 
table one that's worn on the back, 
with a flexible nozzle to direct the air 
stream. 


If you are thinking ahead of next 


year, Brickmnn suggests that you 
plant your flowering bulbs now, while 
tho week-ends are still pleasant. Bulbs 
can go in anytime until the ground 
freezes, but why wait for a cold, wet 
day to do It? 


At the same time you're planning 


for next year, you may want to make 
some basic Improvements in your 
landscaping, such as putting in or en- 
larging a patio or terrace, replacing 
poor plant specimens with better 
ones, adding new trees and ornamen- 
tals, installing shrubs for privacy, or 
otherwise upgrading your property. 
This is a good time of year to call in a 
landscape architect-contractor to dis- 
cuss your possibilities. That way, you 
can prepare plans during the winter 
and be ready to go when spring 
comes.

citrus tree.)

I've been worried since selling my house about a year ago be- 


cause it was a VA mortgage and the new owner just assumed my 
mortgage. A friend now tells me that if the buyer defaults the VA 
can come back and make me responsible for the mortgage again.

Texas town grows 'outta sight'

KILLEEN, Tex. (UPI) - The town 


Earl Massey remembers was one of 
those small, dusty Texas communities 
headed nowhere, and no one particu- 
larly cared. 


"Oh, occasionally someone would 


speak up at a city council meeting 
about bringing now business to town. 
But not much was ever done about 
It," Massey said. 


"We* already had a couple or fine 


dry good stores—the Norman Brothers 
for one over on Avenue D — and they 
had just about everything the town 
needed. On one side was groceries 
and on the other side they had dry 
goods, ladies' dresses and men's suits. 
Even sold ladies hats." 


A NIGHT ON the town: a root beer, 


a hamburger down and a Clark Gable 
movie at the Texas Theater, where 
Massey was the proprietor. That was 
40 years ago. 


"I think we all knew things were 


going to change the day we saw those 
strangers in town," said Massey. 


The strangers were government 


surveyors. Things never were quite 
the same for Killecn and its 1,280 resi- 
dents. 


In 1942, the Army opened a training 


camp In the rolling black hills east of 
the town. Today after three wars, Ft. 
Hood is the largest armor post in the 
Western world. It covers an area one- 


fourth the size of Rhode Island. 


AND KILLEEN claims a population 


of 42,000. Another 8,500 live in Harker 
Heights, a suburb almost swallowed 
up in the growth of the larger commu- 
nity. | 


"If you were to count noses tomor- 


row at 4 a.m., you'd find 120,000 per- 
sons in a 15-mile radius of the center 
of town," said Arnold Mathias, direc- 
tor of the city's board of development. 
"Boy, you can't sneeze at those kind 
of figures." 


According to the U.S. Census Bu- 


reau, the Killeen-Belton-Temple strip 
was the sixth fastest-growing metro- 
politan area in the country during the 
past five years. In Texas, it was No. 
1, outdistancing No. 2 Austin. 


"We've got lots of fresh air and lots 


of room to grow," said Dan Manfull, 
vice president of the Chamber of 
Commerce. "And we plan on contin- 
uing to grow." 


BUT THE OVERNIGHT growth has 


come at a price. 


Today, the quiet, unassuming Texas 


prairie town of the late 1930s has be- 
come a military camp town. The city 
center is largely a collection of pawn 
shops, franchise food houses, used car 
lots, acres of mobile homes and the 
kind of businesses — topless bars and 
massage parlors — that cater to the 
GI dollar all over the world. 


The Texas Theater Is no more. Mas- 


sey, who served for a time as the 
town's postmaster, is retired and the 
Norman brothers closed their doors 
long ago. 


In 1975, Killeen police made 460 


prostitution arrests. On military pay- 
days, buses full of young women show 
up at the downtown depot. Police jok- 
ingly call them "The Dallas reinforce- 
ments," a supplement to the resident 
supply of call girls. 


DURING THE five years that Kill- 


een was becoming No. 6 in fast-grow- 
ing metropolitan areas, the city's 
crime increased 32 per cent, the popu- 
lation 17 per cent. 


"Comparing crime to population, 


our ratio is worse than Waco or Aus- 
tin," Police Commander Bill Manger- 
ich said. "It's outta sight." 


More growth pains arc in the offing, 


Mathias said. A growth rate of 25 per 
cent is forecast for the next six years. 


City leaders have tried to alleviate 


• some of the problems before they 


arise and expand the economic base 
of the city. 


"THE MILITARY, well, it's like a 


large industry to us. Some cities — 
like Dallas — have Texas In- 
struments. 
We have the Army," 


Mathias said. 


"But even though the military is 


here to stay, we would like to diver- 
sify the economy — bring in more In- 
dustry and expand our tourist trade." 


So far, there hasn't been much suc- 


cess. Industry has been slow In com- 
ing. More national hotel franchises 
and discount store chains are crop- 
ping up. But big business has shunned 
Killecn. 


Killeen Daily Herald editor Gerald 


Skidmore says industries "just don't 
want to risk the chance that the town 
will drop back down to 1,200 should 
. the military leave." 


THAT ISN'T likely. Huge amounts 


of taxpayer money are tied up on the 
217,551 acres of Army land: 4,000 
buildings, 700 miles of roads, a $1 mil- 
lion a day payroll, more? than $100 
million dollars in current construction 
contracts. 


"It would be awfully difficult to live 


here if you didn't like the military," 
Skidmore said. 


Most do, but some successfuly 


fought an Army plan announced last 
March to add 59,300 more acres of 
farm and ranch land adjacent to the 
fort. 


Most community leaders feel Kill- 


een can be a showcase city of the fu- 
ture. 


"So," said Mathias/'give us a little 


time, hey. We have a long way to go." 


Downtown L. A. 
alive and well 
thanks to 'jeiveV

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - This great 


drowsy giant of a town was described 
not too many years ago by a critical 
visitor, an easterner to be sure, as 77 
communities in search of a city. 


He was right In a way. Nobody 


knew where downtown was. 


The 26-story city hail was the tallest 


building In town but it was squeezed 
in a rather scrubby area between 
Chinatown, little Tokyo and the Mexi- 
can commercial section. 


HOLLYWOOD HAD the glamor 


name but It was nothing much more 
than the name. Beverly Hills had the 
luxuriant homes but It was the center 
only of personal wealth. Long Beach 
and San Pedro were teeming ports for 
ocean going oil tankers and freight- 
ers. 


There was lovely Santa Monica and 


Mallbu and their beaches. The great 
"bedroom" of the San Fernando Val- 
ley with more than 1 million residents 
alone. The black area included Watts. 


The modest single residence homes 


of Whlttlcr where Richard Nixon grew 
up. Century City with its towering of- 
fice buildings, gourmet restaurants 
and Shubort theater. But none could 
lay claim to being downtown. 


Almost overnight, It seems, Los An- 


geles has acquired a nucleus and one 
of its crown jewels is the most ex- 
pensive hotel ever built, the $110-mll- 
linn Bonavcnturc which opens its 
doors around the first of the year in 
the Bunker Hill section. 


THE AREA LIES roughly where 


Wllshirc Boulevard finally ends after 
Its long stretch from the Pacific. Over 
the past five years skyscrapers — 
most of them owned by banks — have 
sprouted up until Los Angeles for the 
first lime has a skyline, nothing like 
Manhattan to be sure, but respectable 
when you can see it through the smog. 


And the glue which may finally hold 


It together is the Bonavcnturc, a spec- 
tacular 35-story structure of five cir- 
cular lowers with mirror-like exterior 
and 12 light-festooned outside eleva- 
tors leading to the 1,500 rooms and 
revolving restaurant 
and cocktail 


lounge In the center. 


The Bonavcnturc will be operated 


by Western International Hotels, a 
subsidiary of United Air Lines, which 
already owns and operates such prop- 
erties as the Plaza In New York, 
Pcachtrco Center Plaza In Atlanta, 
the Century Plaza In Los Angeles, the 
St. Francis In San Francisco, tho 
Mayflower In Washington, the Crown 
Center In Kansas City and the Hotel 
Toronto. 


The only other major hotels in the 


nrca arc tho Los Angeles Hilton and 
the venerable Biltmorc. Tho Am- 
bassador lies not too far away. 


THE BONAVENTURE is not tho 


largest hotel In the West. Tho MGM 
Grand In Las Vegas has 2,000 rooms 
and tho San Francisco Hilton has 
1,600. 


But in terms of exhibit space and 


convention facilities — It has a ball- 
room seating- 3,000 — It will be tops 
west of the Mississippi. Had it been 
built In time, Los Angeles might well 
have got tho Democratic national con- 
vention Instead of New York.

•In-store home 
economists aid 
food shoppers

Amidst the product-packed aisles of 


some of Chlcagoland's supermarkets 
lies a small consumer outpost. Con- 
sumer Service Centers, now located in 
12 Chicago area Jewel Food stores, 
help tlio consumer at point of sale 
with menu planning, recipe Ideas, nu- 
tritional Information, shopping tips 
nnd suggestions for stretching food 
budgets. 


Consumer Service Centers, staffed 


by qualified home economists, ar a 
relatively new Idea. While Jewel has 
used In-storc homo economics In its 
Grand Bazaar stores for several 
yean, consumer centers were not put 
into regular Jewel food stores until 
this spring, explained Sue VanDam, 
Jewel homo economist. 


There are now six full-time home 


economists In the Grand Bazaars and 
12 In regular Jewel stores, including 
Arlington Heights, Elk Grove Village, 
DCS Plalncs, Harrington and Highland 
Park. 


JANET ZALESKI. a University of 


Wisconsin graduate in home econom- 
ics Journalism, serves customers In 
the Elk Grove Jewel located in the 
Grove Mall. Dlanno Hamilton, a Uni- 
versity of Illinois graduate with a B.S. 
In foods and business, a master's in 
home economics education and a 
year's leaching experience, runs tho 
Consumer Service Center in the Ar- 
lington Heights Jewel on Kensington 
Road. 
• ' 


Before beginning as In-store homo 


economists, Dlanno and Janet partici- 
pated In a one-month training pro- 
gram'at the main Jewel offices in 
Mclrose Park. This involved learning 
about all of Jewel's operations such 
as quality control, organization, pric- 
ing, shipping and customer service. 
Their final training was under a resi- 
dent home economist at one of tho 
Grand Bazaars, where the trainees 
practiced all they had learned. 


"When I began my first day here in 


Arlington Helghto, I really felt that I 
had a good feel for what I would be 


doing on a day-to-day basis," com- 
mented Dlannc. 


THE CONSUMER Service Center, 


which serves as a base for the home 
economist, looks like a mini kitchen, 
equipped with microwave oven, small 
refrigerator, cabinets and demonstra- 
tion table. The big coffeepot Is always 
hot for customers to help themselves 
nnd the peg board exterior of the Cen- 
ter overflows with recipes, nutritional 
information and other helpful con- 
sumer hints. 


Not all Jewel customers, however, 


know just what the In-store home 
economist does. Each day involves 
varied responsibilities, usually tailor- 
ed to suit tho particular clientele a 
store serves. During a five-day work 
week, Dlannc, Janet and the other In- 
storc homo economists answer con- 
sumer questions, suggest menu plans, 
distribute recipes, demonstrate a va- 
riety of dishes and help the consumer 
In every way they can. 


Demonstrations, for instance, aro 


scheduled Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday of each week. 


These are designed to give custom- 


ers new Ideas, introduce a new prod- 
uct, suggest ways to prepare a par- 
ticular food economically and nutri- 
tiously, and to inform and educate the 
shopper. Jewel feels a variety in the 
demonstrations is important so main 
dishes, breads, frozen food products, 
desserts, beverages, salads and ap- 
petizers are just some of the different 
products the home economists pre- 
pare. 


SUMMING UP her job, Dinnne ex- 


plained, "I am responsible to both the 
customer and Jewel management, 
acting as a liaison between the two. I 
find out- what the customer likes and 
dislikes about the store, bringing her 
ideas and suggestions back to Jewel, 
while at the same time trying to help 
her salvo a particular problem, often 
explaining why Jewel's policies are 
the way thoy are/' 


Jewel reports good shopper recep- 


tion so far. \ 


DEMONSTRATIONS WITH . their tasty re- 
sults and practical preparation ideas are 


just one way Jewel food stores are helping 
their customers. Oianne Hamilton of tho Ar- 


lington Market Jewel serves Mrs. Carl Miller 
a squash dish she has (ust prepared. 


"I've oven started, building up a 


group of 'regulars' who stop by tho \ 
center just to chat," said Dlanne, 
"and I really like that." , 
'Shoppers in the Arlington Heights 
store most often ask about food prepa- 
ration, especially for crowds; special 
diets; food storage; recipe ideas; and 
menu planning. Many shoppers also 
make specific product requests and 
complain about food costs, said 


Dianne, who tries to help find nutri- 
tious and economical ways of menu 
planning and shopping. 


"I REALLY ENJOY meeting and 


talking with the people who come to 
see me, and it's gratifying for me to 
see customers using the information I 
supply," she said.

According to Sue VanDam, Jewel 


has no immediate plans for further 
expansion of its in-storo home econ- 


onics program. Dianne, however, 
feels very positive about the entire 
program and sees good potential for 
it. 


"As people are becoming more and 


more consumer-oriented, gaining 
stronger voices in consumer legisla- 
tion, I see our job becoming more and 
more important in terms of Informing 
consumers about new products and 
consumer legislation," she said.

Sitting long time 


makes legs swell 


I am • woman SI years of age and have a liltle high blood 


pressure but have It under control. My big problem Is my logs. 


I sit all day sewing at a factory. The calves of my legs dwell 


terribly. I have been to a number of doctors. No one knows what It 
I*. Also the hamstrings above my knees hurt. My legs arc very 
tight at night. I He down 10 minutes and all the swelling leaves. 
What could It be? I don't drink milk. Am I low on calcium or 
vitamin C or Iron? I am overweight. 


If you could help me It would be a new life for me. 
I doubt it Is a deficiency In your diet. And apparently you do not 


have varicose vein problems. Your history suggests that It Is re- 
lated to your silting. This Is an important point for many people. 


When you sit with pressure against the back of the thighs and 


sometimes with added pressure at the edge of tho scat of the 
chair, you press hard on the veins that drain the legs. The pres- 
sure can cause faulty emptying of the veins. It has been known to 
result in clots forming in the veins, for example, after long air- 
plane flights with Improper seating. 


Your ovcrwicght problem may contribute to the condition. I 


would suggest that you pay particular attention to your scat and 
make sure it fits you so that the pressure is directly on your pelvic 
txines with little or no pressure on the muscular part of your 
thighs. Also get up regularly and stretch your legs. Anyone who 
has to sit long periods of time would bo wise to follow the some 
advice.

I would appreciate any Information you could give me on hy- 


pnglyccmla. Is It possible that a person would feel worse when 
first going on a hypoglyccmla diet? 


Yes, you can feel worse. Particularly if you really don't have 


hypoglyccmla. Tho diagnosis is made far too often in people who 
really have other problems, including anxiety, instead of hypogly- 
ccmla. I am afraid the diagnosis is often used as a wastcbaskct to 
label all sorts of 111 defined complaints that appear to have no 
ready explanation. 


The diagnosis should never be made unless It can be demonstra- 


ted that typical symptoms occur at the same time that a low blood 
glucose value is documented. Low blood sugar levels without 
glucose value is documented. Low blood sugar levels without symp- 
toms during testing is not a satisfactory basis for tho diagnosis. 
Symptoms, which could be caused by other things, without the low 
blood glucose reading cannot be used alone for a diagnosis. 


Many hypoglyccmia diets are low carbohydrate diets. The sharp 


reduction of carbohydrate intake to extremely low levels In normal 
people leads to loss of salt, water and chemical imbalance and 
may cause a person to feel tired, faint, or have a headache. If 
you don't have hypoglyccmia and that is the diet you have been 
given — a so called high protein diet — that may be your problem.

While 
many claim success spreading walnut tree branches, or using oil 
of eucalyptus on balls of cotton tied under furniture, you may have 
lo get professional help, or try what the professionals suggest: 
Spraying with products containing mnlathlon, mcthoxychlor, ron- 
nel or pyrcthrum.

But the hard water In the dishwasher there docs unbelievable 
things to glasses and such. How docs one cope with this kind of 
water?

Surprised you've never heard of the rinse aid used in dish-

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Plants need gradual move indoors 


. So summering outdoors Is like Gcrl- 
tol for houscplnnts, you say? Drooping 
lenvcs revive, now hcnlth and vigor 
occur, do they? Plants double In size? 
Dut the so-cnllcd refreshing change of 
climate often creates more problems 
thnn It solves when the plants move 
luck Indoors again. 
• Jf you've left rare or sensitive 
plants outdoors, you have the soul of a 
gambling man! 
'.You will find that the lion's share 
of problems occurring frrn the process' 
of moving plants Indoors In the fall 
center on the following: failure to 
thoroughly wash plants free from In- 
sects before bringing them back in 
tho house, exposure to cold drafts, 
moving Into a hot, dry house without 
n gradual transition from outside, not 
enough light indoors, poor ventilation, 
erratic watering. 


TELL YOUIISEI.F you won't let a 


leaf in the door before you've grouped 
them all outdoors and put tho garden 
hose to tho lot of them. As much as it 
sounds like work, force yourself to re- 
move debris from pots, trim off dead 


and damaged foliage and rampant 
growth that spoil the symmetry of the 
plants. Scrub brush the pots, then look 
ovor each plant again for bisect 
hitchhikers. 


Next, select a suitable spot (an en- 


closed porch Is terrific if you hove 
one) where tho plants can begin to 
acclimate to the Icss-than-optimum 
home conditions they arc soon to ex- 
perience. Leave them there a week; 
this allows you to observe any devel- 
oping problems, such as disease or in- 
sects. For heaven sake, keep those 
coming in from outdoors segregated 
from the plants that didn't spend their 
summer out of the house. You don't 
want to spread the plague! 


TO MAKE EXTRA sure you're not 


bringing in bugs, submerge potted 
plants in water to bring soil-bore 
pests out of hiding. Foliage insects 
can be eradicated by bagging plants, 
giving tho plants a doso of pyrethrln 
(ccologlcally-safo), according to di- 
rections, tying the bags and leaving 
the plants insldo them alone for 12 
hours before unbagging again.

Satisfy your houseplants' light and 


water requirements. (Check a house- 
plant care book for specific plants, if 
you need a refresher.) Clean off the 
wlndowslll for active service and 
dust off the Grolux lights and humidi- 
fier, if you need them. 


Finally, this may help with the solu- 


tions to problems that houseplant 
buffs experience after the summer- 
time hiatus. By the process of elimi- 
nation, you can usually discover the 
most common cause of your plants' 
distress. 


Leaves drop off the plant due to 1) 


insect attack, or 2) not enough humid- 
ity, or 3) not enough water, or 4) re 
action to gas or smoke, or 5) tempera- 


ture in the room Is too high or too low 
for the plant. 


IF 
LEAVES BECOME yellow, 


brown or discolored, it may be caused 
by l) lack of light, or 2) not enough 
water, or 3) not enough humidity, or 
4) cold drafts, or 5) gas or smoke, or 
6) insects, or i} loo high or too low a 
temperature. Brown leaf tips is a tell- 
tale sign of low humidity. Plants pre- 
fer moist air. 


Plant stops growing (no new 


growth) may be due to 1) it's pot- 
bound, or 2) plant pests, or 3) It's 
crammed too closely against other 
plants, or 4) Inadequate light, or 5 
the room temperature is too hot or too 
cold. 


Leaves grow in misshapen or gradu- 


ally get smaller and smaller due to 1) 
a cramped pot and not enough food, 
or 2) not enough light. 


Notice how the same old conditions 


seem to cause myriad growing prob- 
lems! So, be aware of light, water, 
temperature, humidity requirements 
for a successful houseplant environ- 
ment.

The keystone In treatment of diabe- 


tes Is modification of tlio diet; in 
many cases no other measure need be 
used. 


In a number of patients, however, 


this Is impossible. Sometimes this Is 
known at the time of diagnosis and In 
others It Is not known until the sugar 
balance remains poor after some time 
on a modified diet. In these cases the 
physician must resort to medication 
to help maintain the blood sugar at a 
proper level. 


Today, two kinds of medication arc 


available for diabetes, and each 
should be used together ulth a diet 
that the physician considers satisfac- 
tory and with which the patient can 
live comfortably. There is insulin of 
vnriou* types and there arc the oral 
dniiis which assist In lowering the 
blood sugar. 


IN THE CATEGOKY of patients 


who cannot be controlled by diet alone 
there arc also those who cannot be 
treated with the oral agents. These 
arc either Juvenile-onset dinbctics or 
tho<e whose dlnbctei showed up late 
in life but which acts similar to the 
juvenile type. These patients must use 
insulin or else they will progress r.ith- 
cr rapidly into tctoacldosls and dia- 
betic coma. 


In 1930 it was discovered that the 


maturity-onset diabetic (the patient In 
which diabetes shows up at maturity) 
in m o s t czscs secreted 
In- 


sulin of his own, but and as yet unex- 
plained defect prevented this insulin 
from acting normally. It was also de- 
termined that the Juvcnilo-onsot dia- 
bolic made no Insulin whatsoever. 
Tuis is why the oral agents may be 
effective In the maturity-onset dis- 
C;KC. but ineffective in the juveniles.

the disease through diets. Their pre- 
scription* ranK«l from the Ingestion 
of milk, ccrcnls, Marches, autumn 
fniitH and sweet wine to outright star- 
vation which Ilien permitted only a 
mlnl.tetile amount of carbohydrate to 
the diet. 


The basic rcuMiiu for dietary con- 


trol arc, fir.it, a maintenance of the 
diabetic at Ideal body weight and, sec- 
ond. MHIIC limitation of carbohydrate 
to keep the blood sugar within control. 


MoM maturity-onset diabetics, the 


great majority of the victims of the 
disease, arc overweight. In many, a 
mere reduction In weight causes dia- 
betic symptoms to disappear. Accord- 
ing to the National Commission on Di- 
atoll**, the chances of developing the 
disease doubled nlth every 'JO per 
cent of an individual's excess weight. 


•mi-: rnisT QUESTION to be con- 


sidered is the need for dietary- modi- 
fication in all patient* with diabetes. 
Although the question is somewhat 
controversial, it uuuld seem that if a 
p.itiont nere to be at ideal weight and 
in good control, with no increase in 
blood 
fats and cholesterol, there 


would appear to be no compulsion to 
manipulate the diet. However, this is 
true only In a small percentage of 
patients. Most are either too fat or too 
thin and nutritional adjustments must 
be made. 


Determination about dirt should lie 


made in consultation uilli the phy.M- 
cina. While for years it was thought 
that a rigid limitation on carbohy- 
drates should be maintained, this is 
no longer in vogue.

does not give him carte blanche to in- 
dulge himself in sweets and starchy 
foods. The emphasis now is in the bal- 
anced dirt that will maintain the dia- 
betic's ideal weight." 


Vim TIKISK U'llOSK rliatotcs can- 


not Ix* controlled by diet or the oral 
sugar-reducing agents, or both, in- 
sulin taken on a regularly injected 
basis is the only treatment, along with 
dietary restriction. The type and kind 
of Insulin must be presented by the 
physician to take into account the spe- 
cific needs of the patient. Some r -.ay 
take "regular" insulin while others 
may take cither one long-acting kind 
or a combination of types. The routine 
Is to be followed daily. 


The oral hypoglyccmic drugs may 


be prescribed In certain cases where 
diet alone is not effective or where the 
patient, for whatever reason, cannot 


inject insulin. These act in different 
ways to control the blood sugar. 


In lUtiU, a study called the Univer- 


sity Group Diabetes Program was 
started to evaluate the role of diet 
alone, insulin, and an oral agent in 
the treatment of diabetes. An unex- 
pected result of the study, made pub- 
lic in 1%!), was that in the group of 
patients taking the oral agents there 
were a greater number of deaths 
from heart attacks than there were in 
any of the other groups. 


THIS ItAKSEI) A STOHM of con- 


troversy and arrayed diabctologists 
Into two camps — those who agree 
and those who disagree with the 
study. Even the retention of a presti- 
gious data-analysis group whose re- 
port confirmed the accuracy of the 
data did not still the argument. 


Thus it is up to the individual physi- 


cian to determine the mode of therapy 
for his patient. Whether It will be diet 


alone, Insulin combined with diet or 
one of the oral agents combined with 
diet, this is a decision which' the 
patient and the physician slrauld 
share. 


The ultimate aim of all therapy in 


diabetes, however It is carried out, is 
the maintenance of a happy function- 
ing patient who can live the'kind of 
life he enjoys without having it cut 
short by complications.

tion: 


IS THE ANACONDA RELATED TO 
THE PYTHON? 


There nro about 2,400 different 


kinds of snnkcs, and they nro all re- 
lated to each other. Just as brother 
and sister nro closer relatives than 
cousins, so mo snakes arc more close- 
ly related to each other than they arc 
to other snakes. The anaconda and 
the python arc at least first cousins In 
the eyes of snake experts. 


Anytime a group of authorities get 


together, one tiling you can count on 
is that they will disagree on some- 
thing. Many scientists that specialize 
in snakes say that the anaconda and 
the python should bo in separate 
many believe they should be classed 
in the same family of snakes but 
in different sub-families. 


The main difference between the 


two snakes seems to lie in their skull

structure and in their methods of re- 
production. 


The variations of skull structure arc 


difficult to distinguish unless you are 
a specialist. But the manner in which 
the snakes bear their young is easy to 
note. Tlio anacondas produce living 
young. They have a running start at 
birth and can take care of themselves 
at once. The pythons, on the other 
hand, lay eggs, which they quickly 
abandon. When the young hatch, they 
arc at the mercy of numerous pre- 
dators. 


Both the python and the anaconda 


arc among the most primitive of liv- 
ing snakes. It Is believed that their 
direct ancestors go back 100 million 
years. Whereas most snakes have 
only one lung and no trace of a hip 
girdle or hind limbs, the anaconda 
and python have two lungs and hints 
of the hip girdle and hind legs. 


Another feature that these two 


snake groups share is that they both 
kill their prey by constriction — that 
is, they squeeze their victims to 


i 


death. After the initial grab they loop 
their bodies around their prey and 
squeeze just hard enough to prevent 
breathing and circulation.

WHAT EXACTLY IS A SPICULE? 


Spicules are the tiny needlellke 


structures that support the soft tissues 
of certain invertebrate animals. Most 
sponges, which are water animals 
that attach themselves to the bottom 
of the ocean, have skeletons con- 
sisting of splcules. Some sponges have 
spicules made of calcium carbonate, 
while others have spicules made of si- 
lica. 


The thousands of spicules in the 


skeleton of a sponge form an intricate 
structure and serve to keep open the 
internal passageways and pores. In 
some of the 3,000 or so species of 
sponges, thesplcules are interlaced 
with flexible fibers of a substance 
called spongln. The pores or holes in 
the sponge's body come in two sizes.

Soon the countryside will be ablaze with color, 


but already Oregon, Washington, and California 
orchards fill the stores with Fall's abundance of 
fresh Bartlett pears. 


Derived from a European variety, Americans 


enjoy Bartletts for their sweet flavor, thin skin, 
buttery texture and juicy goodness. Served out of 
hand for snacks, with cheese, or dressed up in an 
elaborate dessert, Pacific Bartletts will be at their 
peak of good eating until mid-October. 


Bartlett pears always are picked green, but 


only after they have reached maturity. When 
shopping, choose yellow-skinned fresh Bartlett 
pears to eat within a day or two. Green-skinned 
pears may be stored in a paper bag at room tem- 
perature for a few days. When the fruit becomes 
golden-yellow and yields to slight pressure, it is 
ready to eat or may be stored for a short time in 
the refrigerator. Green-skinned pears also may be 
hold before ripening in the refrigerator for a week 
or more, then removed to room temperature to 
ripen. 


To keep fresh pears from turning brown, dip 


cut surfaces in lemon juice or a commercial ascor- 
bic acid preparation. 


The season for our juicy Pacific Coast Bartletts 


is much too short, so enjoy them while 'they're at 
their peak. 


BIRDS OF PEARADISE 


8 fresh Bartlett pears 
1 bottle (one fifth) dry red wine 


Vi cup sugar 
1 orange, sliced 
1 stick (3 inch) cinnamon 
1 package (3 ounces) cream cheese 
% cup (2 ounces) sweet butter 
1 tablespoon Gorgonzola cheese 
2 tablespoons pistachio nuts, chopped 
8 whole pistachio nuts, shelled 


Melba toast, optional 


Core pears, being careful not to remove stems. 
Pare pears. If necessary, remove slice from bottom 
to stand straight. Bring wine and sugar'to boil; 
stir until sugar is dissolved. Add pears (upright), 
orange and cinnamon. Poach pears, covered, 
until tender, but still firm, basting frequently. 
(About 20 minutes.) Cool pears in wine mixture. 
Beat together cream cheese, butter and Gorgon- 
zola; add chopped pistachios. To prepare each 
"bird"; slice top from pear about 1 inch down 
from stem. Spoon cheese mixture onto cut sur- 
face of bottom of pear; replace pear top for 
"head." Stick whole pistachio into cheese filling 
of each pear for "bill." Serve with toast or 
crackers, if desired. Makes 8 servings. 


FESTIVELY FIZZY PEARS 


8 fresh Bartlett pears 
1 bottle (one fifth) champagne 


or 


1 quart ginger ale 
1 can (11 ounces) mandarin oranges 
1 piece (2-inch) vanilla bean, chopped 


Cornstarch 
Sugar 
Whipped cream 
Chocolate curls ., 


Core and pare pears. If necessary, slice piece 
from bottom to stand straight. Poach upright 
(covered) In champagne, syrup drained from 
oranges and with vanilla bean, basting frequently 
until tender but still firm, about 20 minutes. Omit 
vanilla bean if using ginger ale. Cool in liquid. Re- 
move pears and vanilla bean from liquid. Measure 
liquid; add 1 tablespoon each, cornstarch and 
sugar per cup. Cook and stir over medium heat 
until thickened and clear; cool. To serve: stand 
pear in serving dish. Arrange orange sections 
around pear. Spoon on champagna sauce. Pipe 
rosettes of whipped cream on oranges and a 
swirl on top of pear. Arrange 2 more orange sec- 
tions on whipped cream on top of pear; garnish 
with a chocolate cud. Makes 8 servings. / ,. ',

If apple picking ranks high on your 


list of fall family outings, now's the 
time to hood for tho orchards. By 
mid-October, nil four of American's 
most popular applo varieties, Red De- 
licious, Mclntosh, Wlncsap and Rome 
Beauty, will bo In season. 


A quick glanco at any produce 


counter now reveals an abundance of 
three of thcso favorites along with 
many other popular varieties. 


Each variety of applo Is not suitable 


for all purposes, however, something 
you need to keep In mind when pick- 
ing or shopping. Applo varieties suit- 
able for eating out of hand, in fruit 
cups or salads include: Delicious, 
Jonathan, 
Wincsap, Stnymnn and 


Golden Delicious. Firm-fleshed Rome 
Beauty, Northern Spy, Rhode Island 
Greening, Wlncsap and York Imperial 
hold their shape well for baking. Tart 
and slightly acidic Jonathan, Grimes, 
Golden and Newton apples make 
great pics and sauces. 


REGARDLESS OF THE variety 


chosen, look for firm, well-colored 
fruit. Pick mature apples, as they will 
have tho best flavor, texture and stor- 
age life. Don't pick immature apples, 
characterized by a lack of color and 
abnormally smalt size; apples with 
shrivelled skin; and overripe apples, 
which feel soft to tho touch. 


After picking, apples will keep long- 


est and retain tho best flavor and tcx- 
two if stored properly. Keep large 
quantities of apples In a cool, dark 
and airy place. Look them over occa- 
sionally, and remove any showing 
signs of spoilage. Smaller quantities 
may be stored In plastic bags and re- 
frigerated to prevent odor transfer 
and shrivelling. Refrigerator shelf life 
may bo one or two weeks depending 
upon (ho variety and maturity of tho 
apple. 


When picking apples In the orchard 


or purchasing them in the super- 
market, choose just tho amount you 
think you'll use in a reasonable 
amount of time. As a rough guide: 
one pound of apples equals two large, 
three medium or four small apples; 
two and one half pounds of apples will 
yield enough apple slices for a 0-inch 
pie or three cups applesauce. 


RESIDES JUST tasting good, ap- 


ples also nro nutritious. Apples fur- 
nish nutrients important in promoting 
good digestion. They also contain cal- 
cium and some Vitamin A and C. Die- 


ters will bo happy to know that apples 
aro also low In calorics — 70 to 90 
calories for an average apple. 


Though the true purist may delight 


In savoring a freshly picked apple as 
Is, with the many varieties available, 
apples can be used in many creative 
ways. 


Open Cinnamon Apple Tort 


11/3 cups sifted all-purpose 


flour 
% cup butter 
1 tablespoon sugar 
About 5 tablespoons water 


Tt cup firmly-packed, 


light brown sugar 
I tablespoon orange peel 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
!i teaspoon ground nutmeg 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 
•t tnrt green apples 
2 tablespoons melted butter 


In a medium bowl combine flour 


and sugar. With n pastry blender or 
two knives cut in butter until mixture 
resembles coarse crumbs. With a 
fork stir in water until mixture forms 
n ball. Wrap In waxed paper; chill un- 
til dough Is easy to handlo, about 1 
hour. Meanwhile, combine brown sug- 
nr, orange peel, cinnamon and nut- 
meg. Stir in lemon juice; set aside. 


Roll out pastry 1 Inch wider all 


around than n 10-inch quiche pan with 
a removable bottom or a 9-inch plo 
plate. Gently ease pastry into pan, 
pressing onto sides. Run a rolling pin 
over tho quiche pan to trim tho pastry 
flush with the top edge (if using pie 
plate, flute pastry to form decorative 
edge). Prick bottom and sides of pas- 
try. Chill in refrigerator-for 10 min- 
utes. Bnke in a pro-heated 425 degree 
oven for 10 minutes. Remove pastry 
from oven and reduce temperature to 
350 degrees. 


Arrange a layer of apple slices on 


bottom of the pastry lined pan. 
Sprinkle with half of tho brown sugar 
mixture. Arrange remaining apple 
slices in overlapping concentric cir- 
cles. Sprinkle with remaining brown 
sugar mixture. Pour melted butter 
over all. Bake In 350 degree oven for 1 
hour. Cool to room temperature. If de- 
sired, glaze with Vi cup apricot jam 
heated with 1 tablespoon water until 
melted; spoon over apples. Slice and 
serve with whipped cream, if desired. 
Serves 8.

TRY TO FIND prime skirt steak for 


this recipe. This is a rich cut of meat 
so a quarter pound will be plenty for 
each person. Skirt steak is boneless, 
cut in strips and run through a tcn- 
derizer. 


Parsnips look like white carrots and 


are sold in the produce section of the 
supermarket. They are usually wax- 
ed, so you'll have to peel them with a 
vegetable peeler before cooking them. 
Parsnips have a sweet, mild flavor 
and they are well worth eating, be- 
cause they contain calcium and vita- 
mins A and C. 


CHINESE SKIRT STEAK 


Hi pounds prime skirt steak, cut in 


2 inch strips. 
1 b o t t l e Kikkoman soy sauce 
(small) 


1 teaspoon garlic powder 
4 medium tomatoes cut in wedges 
4 medium bell peppers cut in strips 
1 medium onion, thinly sliced 
V« cup oil 
1 beef bouillon cube 
1 tablespoon cornstarch mixed 


with % cup water. 


Moisten meat well with all the soy 


sauce. Pierce with a fork. Sprinkle 
with garlic powder and allow to mari- 
nate in shallow dish until parsnips are 
cooked, about 20 minutes. Saute pep- 
pers and onions in oil until tender. Re- 
move. Saute meat over medium heat 
until just medium rare. Remove from 
pan. Add any soy sauce marinade 
that is left to pan with crushed bouil- 
lon cube and enough water to make 
about 1 cup broth. While stirring 
constantly over low heat, add com- 
starch mixture a little at a time until 
you have a transparent gravy. Return 
meat and vegetables to pan along 
with tomatoes. Stir to heat and serve 
with buttered parsnips, and hard rolls 
or rice. Serves 6. 


PARSNIPS 


" Allow one medium parsnip per per- 
son. Peel. Slice into half inch rounds 
like carrots. Simmer in as little water 
as possible until tender, about 20 min- 
utes. Add butter, salt and serve.

In unincorporated areas 
Extra police patrols start Friday 


Maine Township has approved a 


contract with off-duty Cook County 
sheriff's deputies to provide extra pa- 
trols In the unincorporated areas be- 
ginning Friday. 


The contract, approved unani- 


mously by the five-member board of 
auditors Tuesday night, calls for two 
off-duty officers to patrol the unin- 
corporated areas between 8 p.m. and 
2 a m. in county uniforms, using both 
marked and unmarked squad cars. 


County police already provide pro- 


tection to the unincorporated areas of 
the township, but residents have 
complained that service is inadequate 
because of increasing vandalism and 
crime. 


Unincorporated Maine 
Township 


has an estimated population of 25,000 
to 35,000. It is bounded on the east by 
Washington Street, on the south by 
Dempster Street, on the North by 
Central Road and on the west by the 
Trl-State Tollway. 


FHED DRAUN, the sheriff's com- 


munity service officer, said the coun- 
ty provides similar patrols to unin- 
corporated areas of five other town- 


ships in Cook County. 


The board of auditors has amended 


the township's 1076-77 budget to pro- 
vide $15,000 in federal revenue-shar- 
ing funds to pay for the additional pa- 
trols through Feb. 28, 1977, the end of 
the township's fiscal year. 


The funds were the only portion of 


the township's $299,000 in revenue- 
sharing funds for the current fiscal 
year that have not been allocated for 
use. 


Township officials said the contract 


with the sheriff provides for an eval- 
uation of the extra patrols at the end 
of December. 


The first three months of the addi- 


tional police service will cost the 
township $8,100 or $9 an hour per 
man, which covers salaries and the 
use of sheriffs police equipment.

Principals study discipline plan 


Disease center to track 
flu epidemics this winter 


ATLANTA (UPI) — On the eve of a 


massive natonwlde effort to Immunize 
200 million Americans against swine 
Influenza, the national Center for Dis- 
ease Control Wednesday readied an 
unprecedented surveillance network 
to keep track of flu epidemics this 
winter. 


For the first time, national In- 


fluenza surveillance will Include a 
program aimed at detecting the "si- 
lent seeding" of flu virus — the unrec- 
ognized spread of the disease by per- 
sons who may not be III, or only mild- 
ly ill. 


With such a warning, and before 


there Is widespread Illness, the CDC 
said the posslbllty exists that quick, 
population-wide vaccinations In the 
area could control the spread of in- 
fluenza. 


Dr. Richard O'Brien, CDC Eplde- 


mlologlcal Service Intelligence offi- 
cer, said that the center's laboratories 
have processed 0,000 specimens from 
health facilities around the country 
looking for Influenza virus. 


So far, the search has turned up the 


usual flu strains, such as the 
A-Vlctorln which was prevalent last 


year, and the B-Hong Kong, but none 
of the potent swine strain. 


The "silent seeding," or early warn- 


ing search, is being conducted by 40 
World Health Organization collaborat- 
ing laboratories, 10 federally spon- 
sored labs in this country, 58 hospitals 
and clinics and 35 "sentinel" physi- 
cians, the latter being doctors espe- 
cially assigned to report influenza ac- 
tivity to the CDC. 


The surveillance for early signs of 


influenza is being concentrated in 
primary health care centers which 
have child health facilities. 


The swine flu Inoculation program 


gets under way Oct. 1. The CDC said 
some vaccine supplies already have 
been shipped to all 50 states with more 
on the way. Don Bcrreth, CDC public 
Information officer, said the four vac- 
cine manufacturers have been pro- 
vided shipping Instructions for deliv- 
ery of 24 million doses on or before 
Oct. 1. 


An Immunization clinic using vac- 


cine for the protection of high risk 
g r o u p s against both swine and 
A-Vlctorin influenza was to begin op-

Finckle fond of taking 
folly out of forecasting

Earl Finckle mokes a living trying 


to second guess the most unpredic- 
table, temperamental woman of all 
time — Mother Nature. 


Finckle has spent the past 30 years 


forecasting storms and sunshine be- 
cause "it's a challenge" and because 
there are many persons whose liveli- 
hoods depend on the weather." 


"The first thing people want to 


know when they get up in the morning 
is what the weather will be like. It 
determines what they will wear and 
even what their dispositions will be 
like," said the 50-year-old mete- 
orologist and radio personality who 
operates the Weather Forecasting 
Service In Wheeling. 


"HUT THERE ARE many corpo- 
rations and businessmen who must 
make multlmllllon dollar decisions cv- 
crydny on the basis of the weather — 
It has that much of an effect on what 
they produce and the job they do," he 
said. 


Finckle, a Skokle resident, is paid 


anywhere from $10 to brief a private 
pilot on the weather conditions he'll 
encounter during a round trip to New 
York, to $20,000 a year for making 
dally weather reports to grain brokers 
who must determine the prospects for 
buying and selling. 


He lets the Chicago White Sox and 


Cubs baseball teams know If rain 
clouds will burst over their home 
games so rain checks can be Issued, 
and he Informs road contractors if 
rnln Is expected before they begin 
pouring concrete. 


The operators of the Great America 


amusement park In Gurnce need to 
know If high winds and stormy weath- 
er arc headed their way before setting 
up death-defying roller coaster rides. 
Ski resorts need advance notice of 
snow before opening their slopes to 
anxious skiers. 


EVEN 
PASKISTAM 
government 


officials recently employed Finckle to 
predict the success of this year's cot- 
Ion crop. 


The list of diverse clients seeking 


Fincklc's talents is endless. 


Finckle insists his method of pre- 


dicting the whims of Mother Nature is 
completely scientific and he never 
relics on someone's throbbing corn or 
the thickness of a muskrat's fur to tell 
him when it will rain or how deep the 
snowfall will be. 


Finckle and his seven-member staff 


chart the world's upper wind patterns 
on complex weather maps In the fore- 
casting office at 1098 S. Milwaukee 
Ave. 


COMPUTERS, radar devices and 


other machines, some connected to 
the U.S. Weather Bureau in Washing- 
ton, 
D.C., keep th meteorologists in- 


formed about world weather condi- 
tions. 


The forecasting service specializes 


In Midwest predictions, particulaly In 
the Chicago area. 


Flncklc, who got his start as a me- 


teorologist in 1945 with the U.S. Air 
Force, makes live broadcasts of the 
weather every morning and afternoon 
to Midwestern radio stations, in- 
cluding WIND-AM and WGN-AM in 
Chicago. 


After the predictions arc on record, 


Flncklc retires to his office over- 
looking the runways at the north end 
of Pal-Waukce Airport and there, he 
Is confronted with the truth of his 
forecast through ceiling-to-floor win- 
dows. 


If It's a black, rainy day, and he's 


predicted sunshine, he's been known 
to draw the drapes. 


"WE'RE USUALLY very accurate 


about the weather. We try to do our 
best with the equipment we have and 
our experienced eye," he said. "Of 
course, we aren't going to talk about 
the predictions that didn't pan out." 


More often than not, Finckle says 


he's been right, but getting skeptics to 
believe his advance notices is quite 
another thing, he said. 


One year, Finckle warned ex-Cubs' 


manager Leo Durochcr that torrents 
of rain would fall midway through 


their Sunday baseball game at Wrig- 
ley Field. 


Between innings, Durochcr walked 


out of the dugout in a bright yellow 
rain hat and coat, parading around 
the 
field 
mocking Fincklc's 
pre- 


diction. By the time he got to first 
base it was pouring," Fincklo said. 


OTHERS HAVE taken the weath- 


erman's forecasts to heart. Family 
barbecues and outings have been post- 
poned, parades have been canceled 
and even Cubs' games have been res- 
cheduled, as in April, 1975, when Chi- 
cago was hit by two inches of snow. 


Finckle said he didn't know what to 


expect 15 years ago when he first 
opened his weather service at the air- 
field. He was given free office space 
in exchange for offering free advice to 
Pal-Waukce pilots. 


"The weather in the Chicago area is 


extremely variable and the number of 
people who rely on weather conditions 
to do their work is ever growing. I've 
learned that," he said.

"As long as you have a classroom, 


desks and blackboards you have the 
same as a four-year university," says 
Elliot Facrmork, a student in his 
third semester at Oakton. 


Facrmark was a high school drop-

Teachers at Oakton really become 


involved in their teaching, Facrmark 
sayi. and this helps students learn.

THE OAKTON STUDENT may be 


anywhere from 17 to 70 years old, 
with average student age being 27. 


Ms. Smith and Storingcr agree that 


having older people in class often 
stimulates class discussion and brings 
an clement of the real world Into the 
sometimes cloistered realm of aca- 
domia. 


Mary Wells is married and has chil- 


dren. She had been out of school sev- 
en years when she returned to Oakton 
and she was "terrified," She soon 
found others In the same age range in 
her classes, which helped case her 
fears.

It has a day-care facility for her chil- 
dren and because It was affordable, 
two points which are attracting peo- 
ple to community colleges across the 
state.

throughout the six buildings on Nagle 
Avenue where Oakton now sits. 


It can also be seen in attempts by 


the faculty and administration to give 
students information to make choices 
regarding their own futures. 


The college publishes a course di- 


rectory each year which gives des- 
criptions 
of sections 
of various 


courses written by the person who 
will be teaching that section. The di- 
rectory, says Richard Jordan, vice 
president for curriculum and Instruc- 
tion, is an attempt by Oakton to "go 


staff with the rest of the faculty and 
eliminating the "F" grade given for 
failing a course. 


Oakton schedules different events 


for different persons, .living each an 
opportunity to demonstrate abilities in 
varied areas of interest. 


"We have given up altogether the 


notion of a uniform product or a 
single product," Koehnline says.

Kevin Wcstburg, who transferred to 


Harper this year from Purdue Univer- 
sity, says it wasn't always like that at 
Purdue. 


Wcstburg says he was amazed at 


the small classes at Harper compared 
to Purdue, and also at the way Har- 
per people helped him through regis- 
tration and his early days at a new 
school. 


"At Purdue, you have to seek out 


that help," he says. 


THE DIFFERENCE 
IN atmos- 


phere, faculty members and adminis- 
trators say, is a result of a different 
emphasis at Harper. 


"The emphasis has always been on 


what happens in the classroom," says 
Lester N, Hook, who Is beginning, his 
ninth year at Harper as a history pro- 
fessor.

THE TEACHING emphasis Is part 


of a comprehensive college concept. 


John Blrkholz, vlco president for 


academic affairs, says that a commu- 
nity college must have five areas of 
concern to bo truly comprehensive. 


It must offer comprehensive selec- 


tions of courses for students wishing 
to transfer to four-year schools, a full- 
rango of career programs as war- 
ranted by Its community, a full-range 
of community education programs, 
old to dlsadvantagod students and a 
comprehensive guidance and coun- 
seling service to all who need It, says 
Blrkholz. 


"If the product wo have Isn't what 


they (the community), want we have 
to come up with a different product or 
show them why what we're selling 
them Is Important," Hook says. 


Harper Prcs. Robert Lahti says that 


tho percentage of high school gradu- 
ates attending Harper has increased 
10 per cent since classes were first 
held In 1067. 


"WE CAN STILL expect a'larger 


percentage and at least a break, even 
In tho number of 18 to 21-year-olds go- 
Ing to Harper," Lohtl says. 


Harper's student body Is not all 18- 


to 21-year-olds. The average age of 
Harper's more than 20,000 students Is 
27. 


"You sit In class and there'll be 


somebody next to you who looks like 
your mom," Meyer says.

Harper's chemical engineering pro- 
gram, says his graphics class in over- 
flowing with students. Meyer and Ms. 
Conduto say everything seems more 
crowded this year. 


"THERE'S NO QUESTION that we 


should be breaking ground for the sec- 
ond campus," says Birkholz. After 
completion of two new classroom 
buildings nn the Palatine campus, 
there will be no new classroom con- 
struction at Harper for at least three 
years because of a lack of state fund- 
ing, Birkholz says. 


The campus, which was designed to 


accommodate 10,000 students, now 
handles the needs of 20,000, although 
many of those attend classes at the 
satellite locations in the district. 


Students also sec the need for a 


gymnasium and the administration 
agrees. A recreation building will be 
constructed with money from a local 
tax referendum Harper held when 
state funding could not be obtained. 


Students also say Harper needs an 


auditorium or concert center. Lahti 
agrees. 


"I'VE ALWAYS DREAMT that the 


Northwest suburbs should be able to 
have symphonies and operas come out 
to it," Lahti says. 


While Lahti receives generally good 


marks from students, faculty mem- 


bers arc expressing growing dis- 
satisfaction with the way the college 
is run. 


Last spring, as contract negotia- 


tions reached a boiling point, Harper's 
faculty voted to affiliate with the 
American Federation of Teachers. 


"It seems to me that the faculty 


docs not make decisions of any impor- 
tant nature," says William E. Miller, 
president of the faculty senate and of 
the Harper AFT local. Currently, 
about 130 of Harper's 230 full-time and 
305 part-time faculty members belong 
to the union, Miller says. 


BIRKHOLZ WAS A member of the 


AFT while teaching at Joliet Junior 
College, where ho fought to get teach- 
ers life and health insurance and oth- 
er economic benefits. 


"Today, they want more than eco- 


nomic things," Birkholz says about 
unions. "The name of the game is 
power." 


Birkholz says he feels teachers at 


Harper have complete power over 
what they teach in their classes and 
are given opportunity to comment on 
college business through various col- 
lege committees. 


"Given people's willingness to be 


reasonable and listen, these problems 
(with unions) can be resolved," Lahti 
says.

At Oakton, students who would re- 


ceive "F's" elsewhere are given "X" 
grades and have the chance to retake 
the course or somehow fulfill its re- 
quirements, at which time the "X" 
grade is removed from their records. 


Oakton's future includes a per- 


manent campus, another cluster to 
accommodate increasing enrollment 
while still allowing the college to grow 
small as it gets larger and continued 
efforts to tailor its programs to the 
changing needs of the Maine-Nilcs 
township areas it serves. 


One new faculty member summed 


up the dynamics of Oakton when he

In this progressive world of touch- 


tones and trlmllncs, there Is nothing 
more frustrating than a busy signal. 


And perhaps there are none more 


awprc of this than those who each day 
try tu contact the Northwest suburban 
office of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co.. 201 N. Arthur Avc., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Commonwealth Edison office — 


serving about 175,000 customers in an 
area bound by Hoffman Estates, Park 
Ridge, Wheeling and Palatine — han- 
dles approximately 1,000 telephone 


calls a day during a regular five-day 
work week. 


AND THOSE SUCCESSFUL callers 


deserve a pat on the back. Many who 
don't realize patience indeed is a vir- 
tue give up after several futile at- 
.tempts. For it docs not take long be- 
fore one becomes irritated by the 
blaring busy signal. 


Company officials realize it is diffi- 


cult for their customers to register 
complaints and questions over the 
phone. And they arc working on im- 
proving their system. 


"We are aware there is a problem 


with our phones," said Bob Tyler, as- 
sistant area manager. "The outdated 


equipment is insufficient for the vol- 
ume of work we do now." 


Tyler added Edison has ordered 


more modern telephone equipment, 
available through the Bell System. 
"The latest equipment Bell has should 
do the trick for us," he said. 


AREA MANAGER EDWARD Bar- 


tcls admits Edison's telephone equip- 
ment is a bit obsolete but said phone 
tie-ups are a seasonal problem faced 
by the firm. "Starting in May and go- 
ing through October, we get most of 
our traffic," Bartels said. "The sum- 
mer period Is normally the heaviest 
period primarily because so many ore 
moving in and out of apartments." 


Bartels added most of the calls re- 


ceived by Edison are "of a credit na- 
ture or a question about an electrical 
service account." He attributed the 
high concentration of telephone calls 
to the increased probability of storms 
causing electrical power outages in 
the summer than during the winter. 
"I'm expecting the problems to tail 
off now," he said. 


Commonwealth Edison's customer 


count In the Northwest suburbs has 
increased approximately 70 per cent 
in the post 10 years. Consequently, the 
firm's personnel figure has Increased 
between 30 and 40 per cent. 


There are 15 full-time customer ser-

phones in addition to 10 marketing 
people handling predominantly new 
business requests. 


Bartels said the new equipment, ex-

incumbent village board members 
during the April 1977, municipal elec- 
tion despite a village policy prohibit- 
ing political campaigning by officers, 
a police union spokesman said. 


Lawrence Parks, chairman of the 


Wheeling chapter of the Combined 
Counties Police Assn. Wednesday said 
he will campaign actively for candi- 
dates during the April election and 
will urge fellow police officers to do 
the same. 


"We will actively work to get that 


village board removed. We've asked 
for open negotiations and the board 
will only negotiate under that resolu- 
tion (the collective bargaining policy). 
We can't do It under that," he said. 


Village Pros. Ted C. Scanlon, 


Trustees William H. Hcln, Otis L. 
Hcdluml and Donald Jackson arc up 
for reelection in April. 


PARKS SAID the recently adopted 


village collective bargaining policy 
"denies us everything we went for," 
in negotiations earlier this year. 


"The entire wage and salary com- 


mittee decided to drop our monetary 
items and go for one thing — recogni- 
tion of an outside bargaining agent. 
They said 'no, we can't have It,' " he 
said. 


Parks said Wheeling police officers 


will seek candidates who will bo 
"hardworking, honest, open opcoplc 
who will listen to us." He said police 
officers will be working "as citizens, 
not as CCPA members." 


Parks said the village policy prohib- 


iting employes from participating in 
"political campaigning for any person 
running for the village corporate of- 
fices" will not prevent police from 
taking part in the April election. 


"I hope they press that one simple 


section. If they do, It will make a fan- 
tastic civil suit. The (Illinois) su- 
preme court has ruled that what an 
employe docs on his off duty hours is 
his own business," he said. 


PARKS SAID as long as police offi- 


cers "don't mention our office, we're 
okay."

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Disease center to track 
flu epidemics this winter 


ATLANTA (UPI) — On the eve of a 


massive natonwldo effort to immunize 
200 million Americans against swino 
Influenza, the national Center for Dis- 
ease Control Wednesday readied an 
unprecedented surveillance network 
to keep track of flu epidemics this 
winter. 


For tho first time, national In- 


fluenza surveillance will include a 
program aimed at detecting the "si- 
lent seeding" of flu virus — tho unrec- 
ognized spread of the disease by per- 
sons who may not be 111, or only mild- 
ly 111. 


With such a warning, and before 


there is widespread Illness, the CDC 
said the possibility exists that quick, 
population-wide vaccinations In tho 
area could control tho spread of in- 
fluenza. 


Dr. Richard O'Brien, CDC Eplde- 


mlologlcal Service Intelligence offi- 
cer, said that the center's laboratories 
have processed 6,000 specimens from 
health facilities around the country 
looking for Influenza virus. 


So far, tho search has turned up tho 


usual flu strains, such as the 
A-Vlctorla which was prevalent lost 


year, and the B-Hong Kong, but none 
of the potent swine strain. 


The "silent seeding," or early warn- 


ing search, Is being conducted by 40 
World Health Organization collaborat- 
ing laboratories, 10 federally spon- 
sored labs in this country, 58 hospitals 
and clinics and 35 "sentinel" physi- 
cians, tho latter being doctors espe- 
cially assigned to report influenza ac- 
tivity to the CDC. 


The surveillance for early signs of 


influenza is being concentrated in 
primary health care centers which 
have child health facilities. 


The swine flu inoculation program 


gets under way Oct. 1. The CDC said 
some vaccine supplies already have 
been shipped to all 50 states with more 
on the way. Don Bcrrcth, CDC public 
information officer, said the four vac- 
cine manufacturers have been pro- 
vided shipping instructions for deliv- 
ery of 24 million doses on or before 
Oct. 1. 


An Immunization clinic using vac- 


cine for the protection of high risk 
g r o u p s against both swine and 
A-Vlctorlo Influenza was to begin op-

Finckle fond of forecasting job

Earl Finckle makes a living trying 


to second guess the most unpredic- 
table, temperamental woman of all 
time — Mother Nature. 


Finckle has spent ths past 30 years 


forecasting storms and sunshine be- 
cause "it's a challenge" and because 
there are many persons whose liveli- 
hoods depend on the weather." 


"The first thing ' people want to 


know when they get up in tho morning 
is what the weather will be like. It 
determines what they will wear and 
even what their dispositions will be 
like," said the 50-year-old mete- 
orologist and radio personality who 
operates the Weather 
Forecasting 


Service In Wheeling. 
"BUT THERE ARE many corpo- 
rations and businessmen who must 
make multimillion dollar decisions ev- 
eryday on tho basis of the weather — 
it has that much of an effect on what 
they produce and the jou they do," he 
said. 


Finckle, a Skokie resident, is paid 


anywhere from $10 to brief a private 
pilot on the weather conditions he'll 
encounter during a round trip to New 
York, to $20,000 a year for making 
daily weather reports to grain brokers 
who must determine the prospects for 
buying and selling.

on complex weather maps in the fore- 
casting office at 1098 S. Milwaukee 
Ave.

COMPUTERS, radar devices and 


other machines, some connected to 
the U.S. Weather Bureau in Washing- 
ton, D.C., keep th meteorologists in- 
formed about world weather condi- 


tions. 


The forecasting service specializes 


in Midwest predictions, particulaly in 
the Chicago area. 


Finckle, who got his start as a me- 


teorologist in 1945 with the U.S. Air 
Force, makes live broadcasts of the 
weather every morning and afternoon 
to Midwestern radio stations, in- 
cluding WIND-AM and WGN-AM in 
Chicago. 


After the predictions are on record, 


Finckle retires to his office over- 
looking the runways at the north end 
of Pal-Waukee Airport and there, he 
is confronted with the truth of his 
forecast through ceiling-to-floor win- 
dows. 


If it's a black, rainy day, and he's 


predicted sunshine, he's been known 
to draw the drapes. 


"WE'RE USUALLY very accurate 


about the weather. We try to do our 
best with the equipment we have and 
our experienced eye," he said. "Of 
course, we aren't going to talk about 
the predictions that didn't pan out." 


More often than not, Finckle says 


he's been right, but getting skeptics to 
believe his advance notices is quite 


another thing, he said. 


One year, Finckle warned ex-Cubs' 


manager Leo Durocher that torrents 
of rain would fall midway through 
their Sundav baseball game at Wrig- 
ley Field. 


Between innings, Durocher walked 


out of the dugout in a bright yellow 
rain hat and coat, parading around 
the field mocking Finckle's 
pre- 


diction. By the time he got to first 
base it was pouring," Finckle said. 


OTHERS HAVE taken the weath- 


erman's forecasts to heart. Family 
barbecues and outings have been post- 
poned, parades have been canceled 
and even Cubs' games have been res- 
cheduled, as in April, 1973, when Chi- 
cago was hit by two inches of snow. 


Finckle said he didn't know what to 


expect 15 years ago when he first 
opened his weather service at the air- 
field. He was given free office space 
in exchange for offering free advice to 
Pal-Waukee pilots. 


"The weather in the Chicago area is 


extremely variable and the number of 
people who rely on weather conditions 
to do their work is ever growing. I've 
learned that," he said.

Grodsky Wednesday would not com-

Contract talks broke down two 


weeks ago when the teachers walked 
away from the bargaining table, say- 


ing they would not return until the 
board agreed to include two board 
policies in the contract as part of a 
compromise measure. 


The major stumbling block in nego- 


tiations has been the teachers' de- 
mand that the current merit system 
of pay be dropped for a standard sala- 
ry schedule. The board wants to 
maintain the merit system but agreed 
to set up a committee to look into al- 
ternative methods of pay. 


THE BOARD ALSO wants the com- 


mittee to be permitted to include mer- 
it systems in its investigation and rec- 
ommendations. 


The teachers agreed to continue us- 


ing the merit system this year and 
allow tho committee to include it in 
the investigation in return for in- 
cluding board policies on maternity 
leave and releasing tenured teachers 
in the contract. The teachers also 
want to negotiate an early retirement 
policy. 


The board has agreed to negotiate 


the early retirement policy but says 
the board policies are not negotiable. 


In a letter sent to all teachers last 


week, the board stated that the union 
negotiators "suspended 
negotiation. 


We regret this and wish to reaffirm 
our continuing willingness to nego- 
tiate." 


THE LETTER STATES that the 


board's reduction in force policy for 
releasing teachers has been called 
"more than fair" by union leaders 
and that the maternity leave policy is 
"a matter covered by federal legisla- 
tion. Why is this an issue?" 


The board stated that it "will not 


negotiate away matters that impinge 
on the board's legal, financial and 
moral responsibilities." 


Kcssler said union officials believe 


they have "compromised as far as we 
can" and will not continue negotia- 
tions until the board expresses a will- 
ingness to include these policies in the 
contract. 


He said the union discussed other 


actions that might be taken by the 
teachers to force the board to com- 
promise if the picketing and leaflet 
distribution are not effective. Kessler 
refused to release the details of other 
actions considered until the union can 
measure the results of the first two 
actions. 


He said the union has not discussed 


a strike.

In this progressive world of touch- 


tones and trimllncs, there Is nothing 
more frustrating than a busy signal. 


And perhaps there are none more 


aware of this than those who each day 
try to contact the Northwest suburban 
office of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co., 201 N. Arthur Avc., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Commonwealth Edison office — 


serving about 175,000 customers in an 
area bound by Hoffman Estates, Park 
Ridge, Wheeling and Palatine — han- 
dles approximately 1,000 telephone 


calls a day during a regular five-day 
work week. 


AND THOSE SUCCESSFUL callers 


deserve a pat on the back. Many who 
don't realize patience indeed is a vir- 
tue give up after several futile at- 
tempts. For it does not take long be- 
fore one becomes irritated by the 
blaring busy signal. 


Company officials realize it is diffi- 


cult for their customers to register 
complaints and questions over the 
phone. And they arc working on im- 
proving their system. 


"We are aware there Is a problem 


with our phones," said Bob Tyler, as- 
sistant area manager. "The outdated 


equipment is insufficient for the vol- 
ume of work we do now." 


Tyler added Edison has ordered 


more modern telephone equipment, 
available through the Bell System. 
"The latest equipment Bell has should 
do the trick for us," he said. 


AREA MANAGER EDWARD Bar- 


tels admits Edison's telephone equip- 
ment is a bit obsolete but said phone 
tie-ups are a seasonal problem faced 
by the firm. "Starting in May and go- 
ing through October, we get most of 
our traffic," Bartels said. "The sum- 
mer period is normally the heaviest 
period primarily because so many are 
moving In and out of apartments." 


Bartels added most of the calls re- 


ceived by Edison are "of a credit na- 
ture or a question about an electrical 
service account." He attributed the 
high concentration of telephone calls 
to the Increased probability of storms 
causing electrical power outages in 
the summer than during the winter. 
"I'm expecting the problems to tail 
off now," he said. 


Commonwealth Edison's customer 


count in the Northwest suburbs has 
Increased approximately 70 per cent 
in the past 10 years. Consequently, the 
firm's personnel figure has increased 
between 30 and 40 per cent. 


There are 15 full-time customer ser- 


v I c e 
representatives 
answering 


phones In addition to 10 marketing 
people handling predominantly new 
business requests. 


Bartels said the new equipment, ex- 


pected to be installed by the spring, 
will have a familiar recorded mes- 
sage — a feature lacking in Edison's 
present system.

Gucrln Fischer, vice president of 


student affairs, says an Increase in 
part-time students this year at Harper 
corresponds with the availability of 
part-time jobs. 


"When students can hold part-time 


jobs they're able to stretch their edu- 
cation over a longer period of time 
and consequently only attend school 
part time," Fischer says. 


Many of the part-timers are women 


returning to college or people already 
In the business world who feel they 
need additional training or new Infor- 
mation to advance in their fields. 


MICHAEL LAURENZANO, a tech-

"THERE'S NO QUESTION that we 


should be breaking ground for the sec- 
ond campus," says Birkholz. After 
completion of two new classroom 
building? on the Palatine campus, 
there will be no new classroom con- 
struction at Harper for at least three 
years because of a lack of state fund- 
ing, Blrkholz says. 


The campus, which xvas designed to 


accommodate 10,000 students, now 
handles the needs of 20,000, although 
many of those attend classes at the 
satellite locations in the district. 


Students a bo sec the need for a 


gymnasium and the administration 
agrees. A recreation building will be 
constructed with money from a local 
tax referendum Harper held when 
state funding could not be obtained. 


Students also say Harper needs an 


auditorium or concert center. Lahti 
agrees. 


"I'VE ALWAYS DREAMT that the 


Northwest suburbs should be able to 
have symphonies and operas come out 
to it," Lahti says. 


While Lahti receives generally good 


murks from students, faculty mem- 
bers arc expressing growing dis- 
satisfaction with the way the college 
Is run. 


Last spring, as contract negotia- 


tions reached a boiling point, Harper's 
faculty voted to- affiliate with the 
American Federation of Teachers. 


"It seems to me that the faculty 


docs not make decisions of any impor- 
tant nature," says William E. Miller, 
president of the faculty senate and of 
the Harper AFT local. Currently, 
about 130 of Harper's 230 full-time and 
395 part-time faculty members belong 
to the union, Miller says. 


BIRKHOLZ WAS A member of the 


AFT while teaching at Jollet Junior 
Collcp.*, where he fought to get teach- 
ers lite and health insurance and oth- 
er economic benefits.

nomic things," Birkholz says about 
unions.

In 1955, Robert Lahti came to Har- 


per College to begin what he calls a 
"once in a lifetime experience." 


At age 35, he had been selected by 


the new college's board as the first 
president of the as yet unborn in- 
stitution. 


Lahti had already led a college in 


Michigan which was reorganizing 
from a junior college into a commu- 
nity college. He had been part of a 
similar transformation at a Wyoming 
school and the two experiences led 
him to consider the challenge of start- 
ing a school "from scratch," he says. 


HE CAME TO Harper with definite 


goals and plans to achieve them. 


Those .early plans included estab- 


lishing a college that totally in- 
tegrated career and academic pro- 
grams, Lahti says. 


Another early goal, Lahti says, was 


the creation of a campus 
that 


"worked for people." 


Harper opened its 200-acre campus 


at Algonquin and Rosclle roads, Pala- 
tine, in 1969, two years after classes 
were first held during the evening nt 
Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 
Village. 


BUT LAHTI is not content with past 


accomplishments. His "dreams" for 
Harper's future include a second 
campus in the eastern end of the 200- 
squarc-mile district. 


With projections showing the dis- 


trict's population increasing by almost 
200,000 persons by 1995, Lahti has also 
begun facing the question of how to 
provide educational services for those 
in the 25-to 45-year-old age group, the 
so-called "new learners" who will be 
returning to school. 


Lahti recently told the Harper facul- 


ty, "The next 10 years look like it 
could be mlndboggling for us." 


Resourcefulness will be needed to 


deal with a changing financial pic- 


Blrkholz says he feels teachers at 


Harper have complete power over 
what they teach in their classes and 
are given opportunity to comment on 
college business through various col- 


ture, which Lahti terms a major prob- 
lem facing Harper in the next 10 
years. 


"THE CHALLENGE is to have the 


ability to set aside traditions that are 
no longer justifiable," Lahti says, but 
such actions may often put the college 
in conflict with state boards which 
control school-aid dollars and dictate 
course standards and college proce- 
dures. 


Colleges may have to go to the state 


legislature to seek relief from over- 
regulation, Lahti says. 


Another area for future concern at 


Harper will be faculty involvement in 
the college decision-making process. 


Lahti says there is no reason the 


faculty can't be Involved as long as 
that involvement does not become "a 
tug of war between management and 
labor." 


If the teachers' union should at- 


tempt to confront the board of 
trustees and create a "win-lose situ- 
ation, the board has the power and 
the agencies that have the power will 
win," Lahti says. 


WILLIAM E. MILLER, president of 


the faculty senate and the Harper 
chapter of the American Federation 
of Teachers, also sees power as the 
issue. 


Lahti's style of leadership employs 


long-range planning as the norm and 
has met with the approval of numer- 
ous boards of trustees. 


Lahti says he has never been dis- 


appointed by the challenges and op- 
portunities Harper offers him ns an 
administrator. He said his sound plan- 
ning and judicious decision-making 
means "The record is one that speaks 
for itself." 


The record is one of Lahti providing 


determined leadership to a number of 
boards of trustees which have been 
willing to follow his suggestions. 


legc committees. 


"Given people's willingness to be 


reasonable and listen, these problems 
(with unions) can be resolved," Lahti 
says.

A community college "has to be 


flexible, lias to change constantly with 
the economy and the times," he says.

THE ATMOSPHERE AT Oakton is 


not only innovative, it's "freer" than 
at other educational institutions, says 
Steve Simon of Miles, a first semester 
student in the fire science program. 


That freedom can be seen in the 


s t u d e n t-palnted murals on walls 
throughout the six buildings on Nagle 
Avenue where Oakton now sits. 


It can also be seen in attempts by 


the faculty and administration to give 
students information to make choices 
regarding their own futures. 


The college publishes a course di- 


rectory each year which gives des- 
criptions 
of 
sections 
of 
various 


courses written by the person who 
will be teaching that section. The di- 
rectory, says Richard Jordan, vice 
president for curriculum and instruc- 


tion, is an attempt by Oakton to "go 
as far as we can to give students as 
much Information as we can." 


"Ultimately, 
whatever 
happens, 


most of us were hired because we're 
basically teachers, if you love to 
teach and students fascinate you, you 
can teach in a corner," Ms. Smith 
says. 


SOME FACULTY members at Oak- 


ton, however, arc dissatisfied with the 
merit-pay system and the lack of 
communication between teachers in 
the same subject area because of the 
absence of departments. 


Lockwood sees a growing faculty 


rnity and identity as the college 
grows, but he doesn't think an ad- 
versary relationship will develop be- 
tween faculty and administrators. 


"1 don't think anybody is going to 


turn down a good idea," he says. 


Oakton Pros. William A. Koehnline 


declared in his welcoming remarks to 
the faculty this year that he wants to 
work to reestablish the kind of trust

Oakton's future includes a per- 


manent campus, another cluster to 
accommodate increasing enrollment 
while still allowing the college to grow 
small as it gets larger and continued 
efforts to tailor its programs to the 
changing needs of the Maine-Miles 
township areas it serves. 


One new faculty member summed 


up the dynamics of Oakton when he 
said, "I've never seen a community 
college that operates at the level of 
energy that this one does."

As Ralph II. Lycrla walked to work 


Tuesday morning he heard a few cat- 
calls. 


In the distance, he heard a couple of 


muffled voices "Scab!" they said. 


Out Lycrla Is a big man, and by and 


large, lib 20 years' experience at 
Mies North High School In Skoklc 
commands some respect. 


SO MOSTLY, the response to Lycrla 


was ono of silence. No friendly chit- 
chat. No rocks or chants thrown In his 
direction.

On the ono hand, he is satisfied with 


his contract ot the school; on the oth- 
er, ho has many friends among the 
267 striking teachers who have been 
threatened with dismissal if they don't 
show up for work this morning. 


"The only stress or strain is within

relationship with many of the people 
out there, and I feel confident that 
they're going to lose their jobs," ho 
says. 


FOR HIMSELF, he doesn't mention 


job security when listing his reasons 
for working while others strike. 


Instead, he summarizes his feelings 


with four words. "I signed a con- 
tract." 


It's his obligation to live up to It, he 


says. He says he doesn't belong to the 


teachers' union. Not that he's against 
unionization, but he doesn't believe in 
affiliation with the AFL-CIO. 


There is, he admits, another in- 


fluence on his decision. In Hoffman 
Estates, he serves on the village 
board, and that position, he says, 
gives him a view of the adminis- 
tration's side of labor negotiations. 


"I DO NOT BELIEVE in striking," 


Lyerla says. "I feel that from what I 
know of the law in Illinois, that It's 
against the law for public employes to 
strike." 


The situation is not new for him. 


Twice before at Niles, he has crossed 
picket lines. 


That gives him a clue to what ho 


can expect should the latest strike 
ever end. 


In times past, Lyerla says, after 


teachers got back to work many of 
them wouldn't speak to him. 


HE BELIEVES, however, that cir-

Maine Township has approved a 


contract with off-duty Cook County 
sheriff's deputies to provide extra pa- 
trols In tho unincorporated areas be- 
ginning Friday. 


The contract, approved unani- 


mously by tho five-member board of 
auditors Tuesday night, calls for two 
off-duty officers to patrol the unin- 
corporated areas between 8 p.m. and 
2 a.m. in county uniforms, using both 
marked and unmarked squad cars. 


County police already provide pro- 


tection to tho unincorporated areas of 
the township, but residents have 
complained that service is inadequate 
because of increasing vandalism and 
crime. 


Unincorporated 
Maine 
Township 


has an estimated population of 25,000 
to 33,000. It Is bounded on the cast by 
Washington Street, on the south by 
Dempster Street, on the North by 
Central Road and on the west by the 
Trl-Stato Tollway. 


KIIKD ItltAUN, tho sheriff's com- 


munity service officer, said the coun- 
ty provides similar patrols to unin- 
corporated areas of five other town- 
ships in Cook County. 


Tho board of auditors has amended 


the township's 1079-77 budget to pro- 
vide $13,000 In federal revenue-shar- 
ing funds to pay for the additional pa- 


trols through Feb. 28, 1977, the end of 
the township's fiscal year. 


The funds were the only portion of 


the township's $299,000 in revenue- 
sharing funds for the current fiscal 
year that have not been allocated for 
use. 


Township officials said the contract 


with the sheriff provides for an eval- 
uation of the extra patrols at the end 
of December. 


Tho first three months of the addi- 


tional police service will cost the 
township $8,100 or $9 on hour per 
man, which covers salaries and the 
use of sheriff's police equipment. 


THE OFF-DUTY officers will be 


covered for possible Injury by the 
township's workmen's compensation 
and liability Insurance policies. The 
county will be responsible for con- 
ducting Social Security payments 
from the deputies' paychecks. 


Tho board of auditors last week de- 


layed adoption of the contract until 
the insurance and Social Security 
questions were answered. 


The increased police protection 


came in response to efforts by a task 
force recently organized by U.S. Rep. 
Abncr J. Mlkva, D-lOth. Tho task 
force was appointed to study township 
problems regarding crime, zoning and 
housing.

Builders'

Plans for development of 150 single- 


family units near Busch Road and Illi- 
nois Rte. 83 were criticized Wednes- 
day by Buffalo Grove plan commis- 
sioners for high-density and in- 
adequate land donations for park use. 


Despite the criticism, developers Al- 


bert Frank and Salvatore Balsamo 
did not change plans and agreed to an 
Oct. 20 public hearing before the com- 
mission. 


Frank and Balsamo are seeking ap- 


proval to change plans from a 242-unit 
townhousc development approved for 
the land by the village board in 1974. 
If plans for the single-family units are 
turned down by the village board, the 
townhousc units will be built, Frank 
said. 


THE BOARD approved the town- 


house plans in 1974 as part of an an- 
nexation agreement with the Phoenix 
Development Corp. allowing Phoenix 
special building privileges in return 
for a lease-purchase agreement for 
the Buffalo Grove Golf Course. 


Frank has an option to buy from 


Phoenix a 32-acre parcel, where the 
townhouse plans have been approved. 


Frank is using the approved town- 


housc plan, which officials have criti- 
cized, as a bargaining tool for approv- 
al of the single-family plans which do 
not meet specifications normally re- 
quired by village officials. 


"This is like having one foot in the 


grave and the other on a banana 
peel," Commissioner Burton Harris 
said. 


FRANK SAID a single-family devel- 


opment would be better for the village 
bv MUSC it would conform with other 
single-family developments proposed 
for surrounding land and is better de- 
signed. 


He said the townhouse plan may 


present problems for the village. 


"We can build it and sell it, but I'm 


not proud what its after effects would 
be," he said. 


Plan commissioners had criticized 


the townhouse plan for high density 
and poor traffic patterns at an earlier 
meeting.

Village OKs $6,750 street analysis program 


Disease center to track 
flu epidemics this winter 


ATLANTA (UPI) - On tho cvo of a 


massive natonwldo effort to immunize 
200 million Americans against swlnc 
Influenza, the national Center for Dis- 
ease Control Wednesday readied an 
unprecedented surveillance network 
to keep track of flu epidemics this 
winter. 


For tho first time, national in- 


fluenza surveillance will include a 
program aimed at detecting the "si- 
lent seeding" of flu virtu — tho unrec- 
ognized spread of the disease by per- 
sons who may not bo 111, or only mild- 
ly III. 


With such a warning, and before 


there is widespread illness, tho CDC 
said tho posslblity exists that quick, 
population-wide vaccinations In tho 
area could control tho spread of in- 
fluenza. 


Dr. Richard O'Brien, CDC Eplde- 


mlologlcal Service Intelligence offi- 
cer, laid that tho center's laboratories 
have processed 6,000 specimens from 
health facilities around the country 
looking for Influenza virus. 


So far, tho search has turned up the 


usual flu (trains, such as the 
A-Vlctorla which was prevalent last 


year, and the B-Hong Kong, but none 
of the potent swine strain. 


The "silent seeding," or early warn- 


ing search, is being conducted by 40 
World Health Organization collaborat- 
ing laboratories, 10 federally spon- 
sored labs In this country, 58 hospitals 
.and clinics and 33 "sentinel" physi- 
cians, tho latter being doctors espe- 
cially assigned to report Influenza ac- 
tivity to the CDC. 


Tho surveillance for early signs of 


influenza is being concentrated In 
primary health care centers which 
have child health facilities. 


The swlnc flu inoculation program 


gets under way Oct. 1. The CDC said 
some vaccine supplies already have 
been shipped to all SO states with more 
on tho way. Don Berrcth, CDC public 
information officer, said tho four vac- 
cine manufacturers have been pro- 
vided shipping instructions for deliv- 
ery of 24 million doses on or before 
Oct. 1. 


An Immunization clinic using vac- 


cine for tho protection of high risk 
g r o u p s against both. swine and 
A-Vlctorla influenza was to begin op-

Guidelines calling for better quality 


land donations by developers for park 
use have been adopted by the Buffalo 
Grove Village Board, but not made a 
formal requirement. 


The guidelines, drafted by a joint 


committee of the board and park dis- 
trict, specify that 60 per cent of land 
donations from developers be suitable 
to support recreational facilities. 


The guidelines 
were not in-

Public Works Director Charles McCoy 
said it would cost the village about 
$600 to obtain a legal drawing of the 
parcel to define boundaries separating 
village land from the park land. 


THE COMMITTEE had recom-

control the flat land near the ditch. 


In other action, the board voted 


against mailing its agendas and those 
of the village committees to all park 
district commissioners because of the 
cost involved. It was agreed, however, 
that one agenda would be mailed to 
the park district office, where staff 
could make copies and distribute 
them to commissioners. 


The committee had recommended 


the additional mailing to assure that 
the park district is aware of village 
action relating to park development.

A community college "has to be 


flexible, has to change constantly with 
the economy and the times," he says. 
Oakton has sought that flexibility 
from its beginning in 1069, says Hart- 
stcin, who chaired the first board of 
trustees, and Innovation has often 
been the result. 


One innovation was to group faculty 


members in clusters rather than 
traditional departments. The size of 
clusters Is kept equal and each of the 
four clusters now has about 1,500 stu- 
dents and 70 full-ami part-time faculty 
members. This has meant the college 
"grew smaller as we grew larger," 
says Eugene Lockwood, an associate 
professor of philosophy. 


"A college was born, It'survived, it 


l)ocamc stabilized, it's contributing to 
the community," Hartstcin says. 


THE ATMOSPHERE AT Oakton Is 


not only Innovative, It's "freer" than 
at other educational institutions, says 
Steve Simon of Miles, a first semester 
student in the fire science program. 


That freedom can be seen in the 


s t u d e n t-paintcd murals on walls 
throughout the six buildings on Naglc 
Avenue where Oakton now sits. 


It can also be seen in attempts by 


the faculty and administration to give 
students information to make choices 
regarding their own futures. 


Koehnline turns ideas into 'Oakton 


By December 1969, William A. 


Koehnline had been a part of two new 
community colleges and he "felt 
ready" for a community college presi- 
dency. 


The original Oakton College Board 


of Trustees also thought Koehnline 
was ready, and on Dec. 16, 1069, se- 
lected him from among 150 applicants 
to head the new college. 


"I came here with an inspiration, 


with a cluster of ideas that I hoped 
could be mode to work together," 
Koehnline says. 


THOSE IDEAS included organizing 


Oakton differently from the tradition- 
al department method used by most 
colleges, integrating the counseling 


Tho college publishes a course di- 


rectory each year which gives des- 
criptions of sections 
of various 


courses written by the person who 
will be teaching that section. The di- 
rectory, says Richard Jordan, vice 
president for curriculum and instruc- 
tion, is an attempt by Oakton to "go 
as far as we can to give students as 
much Information as we can." 


"Ultimately, 
whatever 
happens, 


most of us were hired because we're 
basically teachers, if you love to 
teach and students fascinate you, you 
can teach In a corner," Ms. Smith 
says. 


staff with the rest of the faculty and 
eliminating the "F" grade given for 
falling a course. 


Oakton schedules different events 


for different persons, ,^ying each an 
opportunity to demonstrate abilities in 
varied areas of Interest. 


"We have given up altogether the 


notion of a uniform product or a 
single product," Koehnline says. "We 
hove to find out what their objectives 
and potentials are and try to fulfill 
those objectives and potentials." 


Koehnline opted for forming clus- 


ters of faculty members at Oakton be- 
ginning In 1971. Rather than group 
faculty by departments, the cluster 
system groups faculty randomly with 


SOME FACULTY members at Oak- 


ton, however, arc dissatisfied with the 
merit-pay system and the lack of 
communication between teachers in 
the same subject area because of the 
absence of departments. 


Lockwood sees a growing faculty 


unity and identity as the college 
grows, but he doesn't think an ad- 
versary relationship will develop be- 
tween faculty and administrators. 


"I don't think anybody Is going to 


turn down a good idea," he says. 


Oakton Pros. William A. Koehnline 


declared In his welcoming remarks to 


an emphasis on maintaining a com- 
mon cluster size.

novative tradition, Oakton must build 
a permanent campus, which will 
mean struggles with the state for cap- 
ital development funds. 


There has been a tendency in the

The accreditation Oakton received 


last year from the North Central

attitude, Koehnline says. 


With growth has come a problem of

range of career programs as war- 
ranted by Its community, a full-range 
of community education programs, 
old to disadvantaged students and a 
comprehensive guidance and coun- 
seling service to all who need U, says 
Blrkholz. 


"If the product wo have Isn't what 


they (the community), want wo have 
to come up with a different product or 
show thorn why what we're selling 
(hem is Important," Hook says. 


Harper Pros. Robert Lahti says that 


the percentage of high school gradu- 
ates attending Harper has increased 
10 per cent since classes were first 
held In 1967. 


"WE CAN STILL expect a larger 


percentage and at least a break, even 
in the number of IB to 21-year-olds go- 
ing to Hnrpo-," Lahti says. 


Harper' student body is not all in- 


to 21-year-olds. The average age of 
Harper's more than 20,000 students is 
27. 


"You sit in class and there'll be 


somebody next to you who looks like 
your mom," Meyer says. 


"The exchange of Ideas makes It a 


better learning situation, a genuine 
learning situation," Hook says about 
the age variety. 


THE REASONS WHICH bring stu- 


dents to Harper rather than a four- 
year institution are much the same as 
••it other community colleges — close- 
ness to home, the relative low cost 
and variety of programs. 


Gucrin Fischer, vice president of 


student affairs, says an increase in 
part-time students this year at Harper 
corresponds with the availability of 
part-time jobs. 


"When students can hold part-time 


jobs they're able to stretch their edu- 
cation over a longer period of time 
and consequently only attend school 
part time," Fischer says. 


Many of the part-timers are women 


returning to college or people already 
in the business world who feel they 
need additional training or now infor- 
mation to advance in their fields. 


MICHAEL LAURENZANO, a tech- 


nician with Motorola Inc., Is enrolled 
in Harper's associate-In-liberal-studles 
degree program, which allows per- 
sons with business experience to earn 
college credit for what they have 
learned In the business world. 


"It's probably the only way I'd have 


gotten It (a degree)," says Lauren- 
zano, who sees his degree as a must 
for advancement in business. 


Whether middle-age or teen-age, 


students at Harper this year are feel- 
ing crowded. 


James Bliss, who began this year In 


Harper's chemical engineering pro- 
gram, says his graphics class in over- 
flowing with students. Meyer and Ms. 
Conduto say everything seems more 
crowded this year. 


"THERE'S NO QUESTION that we 


should be breaking ground for the sec- 
ond campus," says Blrkholz. After 
completion of two' new classroom 
buildings on tho Palatine campus, 
there will be no new classroom con- 
struction at Harper for at least three 
years because of a lack of state fund- 
ing, Birkholz says. . 


The campus, which was designed to 


accommodate 10,000 students, now 
handles the needs of 20,000, although 
many of those attend classes at the 
satellite locations in tho district. 


Students also see tho need for a 


gymnasium and the administration 
agrees. A recreation building will be 
constructed with money from a local 
tax referendum Harper held when 
state funding could not be obtained. 


Students also say Harper needs an 


auditorium or concert center. Lahti 
agrees. • 


"I'VE ALWAYS DREAMT that the 


Northwest suburbs should be able to 
have symphonies and operas come out 
to it," Lahti says. 


While Lahti receives generally good 


marks from students, faculty mem- 
bers are expressing growing dis- 
satisfaction with the way the college 
is run. 


Last spring, as contract 
negotia- 


tions reached a boiling point, Harper's 
faculty voted to affiliate with the 


Record speaks for itself: 
Harper chief Robert Lahti 


In 1965, Robert Lahti came to Har- 


per College to begin what he calls a 
"once in a lifetime experience." 


At age 35, he had been selected by 


the new college's board as the first 
president of the as yet unborn in- 
stitution. 


Lahti had already led a college in 


Michigan which was reorganizing 
from a junior college into a commu- 
nity college. He had been part of a 
similar transformation at a Wyoming 
school and the two experiences led 
him to consider the challenge of start- 
ing a school "from scratch," he says. 


HE CAME TO Harper with definite 


goals and plans to achieve them. 


Those early plans included estab- 


lishing a college that totally in- 
tegrated career and academic pro- 
grams, Lahti says. 


Another early goal, Lahti says, was 


the creation of a campus that 
"worked for people." 


Harper opened its 200-acre campus 


at Algonquin and Roselle roads, Pala- 
tine, in 1969, two years after classes 
were first held during the evening at 
Elk Grove High School In Elk Grove- 
Village. 


BUT LAHTI Is not content with past 


accomplishments. His "dreams" for 
Harper's future Include a second 
campus In the eastern end of the 200- 
square-milc district. 


With projections showing the dis- 


trict's population increasing by almost 
200,000 persons by 1995, Lahti has also 
begun facing the question of how to 
provide educational services for those 
in the 25-to 45-year-old age group, the 
so-called "new learners" who will be 
returning to school. 


Lahti recently told the Harper facul- 


ty, "The next 10 years look like it 
could be mlndboggllng for us." 


Resourcefulness will bo needed to 


deal with a changing financial pic- 


American Federation of Teachers. 


"U seems to me that the faculty 


does not make decisions of any impor- 
tant nature," says William E. Miller, 
president of the faculty senate and of 
the Harper AFT local. 
Currently, 


about 130 of Harper's 230 full-time and 
395 part-time faculty members belong 
to the union, Miller says. 


BIRKHOLZ WAS A member of the 


AFT while teaching at Joliet Junior 
College, where he fought to get teach- 
ers life and health insurance and oth- 
er economic benefits. 


"Today, they want more than eco- 


nomic things," Birkholz says about 
unions. "The name of the game Is 
power." 


Blrkholz says he feels teachers at 


Harper have complete power over 
what they teach in their classes and 
are given opportunity to comment on 
college business through various col- 
lege committees. 
' "Given people's willingness to be 
reasonable and listen,'these problems 
(with unions)'can be resolved," Lahti 
says.

THE USE OF A nonpunitive "X"

legislature to seek relief from over- 
regulation, Lahti says. 


Another area for future concern at 


Harper will be faculty Involvement in 
the college decision-making process. 


Lahti says there is no reason the 


faculty can't be involved as long as 
that involvement does not become "a 
tug of war between management and 
labor." 


If the teachers' union should at- 


tempt to confront the board of 
trustees and create a "win-lose situ- 
ation, the board has the power and 
the agencies that have the power will 
win," Lahti says. 


WILLIAM E. MILLER, president of 


the faculty senate and the Harper 
chapter of the American Federation 
of Teachers, also sees power as the 
issue. 


Lahti's style of leadership employs 


long-range planning as the norm and 
has met with the approval of numer- 
ous boards of trustees. 


Lahti says he has never been dis- 


appointed by the challenges and op- 
portunities Harper offers him as an 
administrator. He said his sound plan- 
ning and judicious decision-making 
means "The record is one that speaks 
for itself." 


The record is one of Lahti providing 


determined leadership to a number of 
boards of trustees which have been 
willing to follow his suggestions. 


Recent allegations that Lahti misus- 


ed college vehicles and personnel re- 
'ceived only cursory coverage In the 
school's newspaper and didn't linger 
in the minds of students surveyed. 


Meyer says he never thinks much 


about the administration or the board 
and that since he -feels happy with 
Harper 
in general, 
the top-level 


people must be doing something right.

In this progressive world of touch- 


tones and trimllncs, there Is nothing 
more frustrating than a busy signal. 


And perhaps there are none more 


aware of this than those who each day 
try to contact the Northwest suburban 
office of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co., 201 N. Arthur Avc., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Commonwealth Edison office — 


serving about 175,000 customers in an 
area bound by Hoffman Estates, Purk 
itldgo, Wheeling and Palatine — han- 
dles approximately 1,000 telephone 
calls a day during a regular five-day 
work neck. 


AND THOSE SUCCESSFUL callers 


deserve a pat on the bock. Many who 
don't realize patience indeed is a vir- 
tue give up after several futile at- 
tempts. For It docs not take long be- 
fore one becomes irritated by the 
blaring busy signal. 


Company officials realize it Is diffi- 


cult for their customers to register 
complaints and questions over the 


phone. And they arc working on Im- 
proving their system. 


"We are aware there is a problem 


with our phones," said Bob Tyler, as- 
sistant area manager. "Tho outdated 
equipment is insufficient for the vol- 
ume of work we do now." 


Tyler added Edison has ordered 


more modern telephone equipment, 
available through the Bell System. 
"The latest equipment Bell has should 
do the trick for us," he said. 


AIIEA MANAGER EDWARD Bar- 


tels admits Edison's telephone equip- 
ment is a bit obsolete but said phone 
tie-ups arc a seasonal problem faced 
by the firm. "Starting in May and go- 
Ing through October, we get most of 
our traffic," Bartcls said. "The sum- 
mer period is normally the heaviest 
period primarily because so many are 
moving in and out of apartments." 


Bartcls added most of the calls re- 


ceived by Edison are "of a credit na- 
ture or a question about an electrical 
service account." He attributed the 
high concentration of telephone calls 


to the increased probability of storms 
causing electrical power outages in 
the summer than during the winter. 
"I'm expecting the problems to tail 
off now," he said. 


Commonwealth Edison's customer 


count in the Northwest suburbs has 
increased approximately 70 per cent 
In the past 10 years. Consequently, the 
firm's personnel figure has increased 
between 30 and 40 per cent. 


There are 15 full-time customer ser- 


v 1 c e 
representatives 
answering 


phones in addition to 10 marketing 
people handling predominantly new 
business requests. 


Bartels said the new equipment, ex- 


pected to be installed by the spring, 
will have a familiar recorded mes- 
sage — a feature lacking in Edison's 
present system.

As Ralph H. Lyerla walked to work 


Tuesday morning he heard a few cat- 
calls. 


In the distance, he heard a couple of 


muffled voices "Scab!" they said. 


But Lyerla Is a big man and by and 


large, his 20 years' experience at 
Nllcs North High School In Skoklo 
commands some respect. 


SO MOSTLY, the response to Lycrln 


was one of silence. No friendly chit- 
chat. No rocks or chants thrown In his 
direction. 


Lyerla. 47, 282 WcsUicw St., Hoff- 


man Estates, finds himself in a diffi- 
cult position In the nine-day-old teach- 
ers' strike at Nllcs Township High 
School Dist. 210. 


On the one hand, he Is satisfied with 


his contract at the school; on the oth- 
er, he has many friends among the 
267 striking teachers who have been 
threatened with dismissal if (hey don't 
show up for work this morning. 


"The only stress or strain is within 


myself because I ha\c a personal 
relationship with many of the people 
out there, and I feel confident that 
they're going to lose their jobs," ho 
says.

with four words. "I signed a con- 
tract." 


It's his obligation to live up to It, he 


says. He says he doesn't belong to the 
teachers' union.

testing station in Schaumburg has 
been delayed by "about 10 days" be- 
cause the furniture still Is cnroutc 
from Springfield, The Herald learned 
Wednesday. 


An aide to Sec. of State Michael J. 


Hewlett said the facility, 1231 E. Golf 
Rd., will open "as soon as the furni- 
ture arrives — in about 10 days, give 
or take a day cither way." 


The spokesman said the furniture 


has been ordered from the state's sur- 
plus properties division and Is ex- 
pected to arrive "about Oct. 10." 


WHEN THE TWO-YEAR lease was 


signed on the Schaumburg storefront 
Aug. 30, state officials said the station 
would open "in a month, or slightly 
more" as soon as interior remodeling 
was completed. 


Representatives of the J. Emll An- 


derson and Sons leasing firm say the 
remodeling will be completed this 
week and the center will be ready for 
occupancy Friday, the Oct. 1 target 
date given them by Hewlett's office. 


Schaumburg's village building de- 


partment has scheduled a final in- 
spection of the storefront today. "Pro- 
vided the center passes inspection, the 
secretary of state's office can pick up 
an occupancy permit at the village 
hall Friday morning," a building de- 
partment representative said. 


The state is paying $3,122 per month 


for the 4,428-squarc-foot office and 
will also pay for utilities. 


COLT LANDRETH of the leasing 


firm, said the state's annual cost of 
$8.46 per square foot also includes the 
cost of remodeling. 


Howlett's representatives say the 


Schaumburg location was chosen be- 
cause of its central location and ac- 
cess ability to major highways. 


The center, expected to handle an 


estimated 700 applicants each day, 
will employ 26 persons when it reach- 
es full strength later this year. Most 
personnel will be reassigned from oth- 
er testing centers since the new sta- 
tion is expected to relieve the burden 
at other Chicago area facilities. 


Until the Schaumburg center opens, 


residents of Northwest Cook County 
will continue to rely on the facilities 
in Elgin, Lombard, Libertyville or at 
5401 N. Elston Ave., Chicago. 


ROAD TESTS will be conducted on 


streets adjacent to Woodficld Shop- 
ping Center, not in the parking lot ad- 
jacent to the center. 


Schaumburg officials say the road 


testing will be limited to hours be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. although the 
c*»er will open at 8 a.m. 


Since the search for a testing site 


began in 1970, locations in Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, Barrington and two 
other Schaumburg sites were consid- 
ered and rejected. 


Lyerla shuns Mies teachers' strike 


Disease center to track 
flu epidemics this winter 


ATLANTA (UPI) - On the eve of a 


massive natonwido effort to Immunize 
200 million Americans against swine 
Influenza, tho national Center for Dis- 
ease Control Wednesday readied an 
unprecedented surveillance network 
to keep track of flu epidemics this 
winter. 


For tho first time, national in- 


fluenza surveillance will include a 
program aimed at detecting the "si- 
lent seeding" of flu virus — the unrec- 
ognized spread of tho disease by per- 
sons who may not bo ill, or only mild- 
ly ill. 


With such a warning, and bofort 


thoro is widespread illness, the CDC 
said (ho posslbllty exists that quick, 
population-wide vaccinations in tho 
area could control the spread of in- 
fluenza. 


Dr. Richard O'Brien, CDC Epldc- 


mlologlcal Service Intelligence offi- 
cer, said that the center's laboratories 
nave processed 6,000 specimens from 
health facilities around the country 
looking for Influenza virus. 


So far, the search has turned up the 


usual flu strains, such as the 
A-Vlctorla which was prevalent last 


year, and the B-Hong Kong, but none 
of the potent swine strain. 


The "silent seeding," or early warn- 


ing search, Is being conducted by 40 
World Health Organization collaborat- 
ing laboratories, 10 federally spon- 
sored labs in this country, 58 hospitals 
and clinics and 35 "sentinel" physi- 
cians, the latter being doctors espe- 
cially assigned to report Influenza ac- 
tivity to tho CDC. 


The surveillance for early signs of 


Influenza is being concentrated in 
primary health care centers which 
have child health facilities. 


The swlno flu Inoculation program 


gets under way Oct. 1. The CDC said 
some vaccine supplies already -have 
been shipped to all 50 states with more 
on (he way. Don Berreth, CDC public 
information officer, said the four vac- 
cine manufacturers have been pro- 
vided shipping instructions for deliv- 
ery of 24 million doses on or before 
Oct. 1. 


An immunization clinic using vac- 


cine for the protection of high risk 
g r o u p s against both swine and 
A-Victorla Influenza was to begin op-

As Ralph H. Lyerla walked to work 


Tuesday morning he heard a few cat- 
calls. 


In the distance, he heard a couple of 


.muffled voices "Scab!" they said. 


But Lyerla is a big man, and by and 


large, his 20 years' experience at 
Nilcs North High School in Skokie 
commands some respect. 


SO MOSTLY, the response to Lyerla 


was one of silence. No friendly chit- 
chat. No rocks or chants thrown in his 
direction. 


Lyerla, 47, 282 Westvlew St., Hoff- 


man Estates, finds himself in a diffi- 
cult position in the nine-day-old teach- 
ers' strike at Nllcs Township High 
School Dist. 219. 


On the one hand, lie is satisfied with 


his contract at the school; on the oth- 
er, he has many friends among the 
267 striking teachers who have been 
threatened with dismissal if they don't 
show up for work this morning. 


"The only stress or strain Is within 


myself because I have a personal 
relationship with many of the people 
out there, and I feel confident that 
they're going to lose their jobs,"- he 
says. 


FOR HIMSELF, he doesn't mention 


job security when listing his reasons 
for working while others strike. • 


Instead, he summarizes his feelings 


with four words. "I signed a con- 
tract." 


It's his obligation to live up to it, he 


soys. He says he doesn't belong to the 
teachers' union. Not that he's against 
unionization, but he doesn't believe in 
affiliation with the AFL-CIO. 


There is, he admits, another in- 


fluence on his decision. In Hoffman 
Estates, he serves on the village 
board, and that position, he says, 
gives him a view of the adminis- 
tration's side of labor negotiations. 


"I DO NOT BELIEVE in striking," 


Lyerla says. "I feel that from what I 
know of the law in Illinois, that it's 
against the law for public employes to 
strike." 


The situation is not new for him. 


Twice before at Niles, he has crossed 
picket lines. 


That gives him a clue to what he 


can expect should the latest strike 
ever end. 


In times past, Lyerla says, after 


teachers got back to work many of 
them wouldn't speak to him. 


HE BELIEVES.'however, that cir- 


cumstances have changed. The reac- 
tion to his non-participation has 
changed, too. 


"Most of them understand how I 


feel," he says. 


That's not to say that he doesn't feel 


pressure from both sides, from the 
board of education to be an example 
of the model employe, and from other 
teachers to break toward their posi- 
tion. . 


"I'm sure that my position weakens 


theirs some," Lyerla says. "But I 
can't be responsible for their actions. 
I have to live my own life." 


AND FOR HIM, the bottom line is 


teaching. ... 


"I went into teaching because that's 


what I want to do. I like to teach. This 
is one way I can do my small part," 
he says. 


After a brief layoff, he got his 


chance to do that again Tuesday when 
about half of the student body re- 
turned to school. 


Many students said they were glad 


to see him in class, he says. In only 
one class did a student bring up the 
strike. 


Lyerla looked at him. 
"Well, we've wasted enough 


time,"he says. "Let's get back to 
work." 


Big water 
user plans 
plant here 


While the Elk Grove Village Board 


was giving itself the power to curtail 
future annexations and rezonings be- 
cause of inadequate water supplies, it 
learned that a plant requiring 790,000 
gallons per month will be built in the 
village. 


Re-Mi Foods Inc., Bensenville, will 


build a 126,000-square-foot manufac- 
turing plant on Tonne Road at Touhy 
Avenue. The $3-miIlion plant, which 
will make food flavorings, toppings 
and shortening, will replace the firm's 
Bensenville plant. 


The trustees voted Tuesday night to 


give themselves the power to regulate 
future annexations and rezonings that 
would have "a deleterious effect" on 
the village's water supply. 


In most cases, the trustees said, 


they will approve annexations and re- 
zonings only if the prospective devel- 
oper agrees to delay occupancy until 
an adequate water supply can be pro- 
vided. 


The new rules would not affect the 


Re-Mil plant, however, because the 
firm's land already is part of the vil- 
lage and is zoned for industrial use. 


But the board, with trustee Theo- 


dore J. Staddler dissenting, approved 
a change in its zoning code to allow 
Re-Mi to manufacture shortening, 
table oil and other edible fats. 


The plant uses only recycled water 


to prepare the shortening, said Re-Mi 
attorney Mark Gaylc, so the zoning 
code change would not affect the 
plant's water consumption. 


B u t Staddler 
said Wednesday 


"they'd never build the plant" if the 
other trustees had joined him in vot- 
ing against the zoning amendment. 


"That one plant is going to use the 


same amount of water as 100 homes," 
he said. "We ought to look at every- 
thing that comes in whether it's a re- 
zoning or an annexation or not." 


Assistant Village Engineer Pete Ka- 


leta said a simulation of the plant's 
projected water use was done by open- 
ing a couple of hydrants in the area. 
He said the water pressure dropped 
by only one or two pounds per square 
inch. 


Kaleta said Re-Mi will become the 


15th largest user of water in the vil- 
lage. In comparison, he said, a five- 
story 
condominium building uses 


500,000 gallons a month, and the aver- 
age single-family home uses 8,700 gal- 
lons a month. 


Trustee Nanci L. Vanderweel said 


while the water pressure might not be 
affected much by the plant, she was 
concerned it would affect the water 
supply during a dry summer. 


The board's action on the annexa- 


tion and rezoning moratorium ordi- 
nance formalized a decision made 
Sept. 23. 


The board will be able to regulate, 


control and make conditions on any 
future annexations 
and rezonings 


"based on the capacity of the water 
system." 


The board's consultants, engineers 


Greeley and Hansen, have said all 
construction now planned within the 
village will have adequate water once 
two additional deep wells are com- 
pleted. 


One of the wells already is under 


construction and the other could be 
completed by late next summer. Both 
of the new wells will be located west 
of 111. Rte. 53, where most of the new 
construction will be in progress. 


Township workers get benefits 


Elk Grove Township employes will 


receive an added paid holiday and in- 
creased insurance benefits under re- 
vised personnel regulations adopted 
this week. 


The new paid holiday will be Good 


Friday, bringing to eight the total 
paid holidays each year. In addition, 
the paid holiday for Lincoln's Birth- 
day will become Presidents' Day and 
can be taken by an employe on either 
Lincoln's or Washington's brithday. 


The township will pay 50 per cent of 


the medical insurance cost for an em- 
ploye and the employe's immediate 
family, if the employe adopts the op- 
tion. Previously, the township paid for 
100 per cent of the employe's insur- 
ance but none for his family. 


ONLY TWO OF the 14 persons cov- 


ered by the personnel regulations 
have dependent insurance policies. If 
an employe does not have dependent 
coverage, the township Will continue 
to pay 100 per cent of the employe's 


insurance cost 
v 


Currently, the township pays $27.39 


per employe each month and depend- 
ent coverage costs the employe $42.50. 
Under the change, the township and 
the employe would each pay $34.95. 


The township board also changed 


family leave, for deaths or serious ill- 
ness in the immediate family, to three 
days plus travel time for each in- 
cident from the previous five days 
each year. 


Also approved was the estab- 


lishment of an optional gift fund, with 
25 cents per pay period deducted from 
an employe's salary for gifts when 
there is an illness, death or a wed- 
ding. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall 


said tho changes will go into effect 
this month, but will not apply to the 
three employes in the road and bridge 
department, who have their own pol- 
icies.

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Pupils have no trouble learning in Oakton 'factory' 


The buildings were once factories, 


and noise travels from classroom to 
classroom faster than a speeding bul- 
let. 


How do faculty and students toler- 


ate such conditions on Oakton Col- 
lege's interim campus In Morton 
Grave? By Ignoring them and devot- 
ing their time to teaching and learn- 
ing. 


"If you get 12 tree trunks in a circle 


you've got a classroom," says Leslie 
Smith, an assistant professor of com- 
munications. 


THE EMPHASIS AT Oakton has 


been "tlio people dimension from day 
one," says Arthur KIcm, director of 
development. 


"As long as you have a classroom, 


desks and blackboards you have the 
5.1 mo as a four-year university," says 
Elliot Fflcrmark, a student in his 
third semester at Oakton. 


Fact-mark was a high school drop- 


out who decided to return to school 
and discovered Oakton in the process. 


Tcnchcrs at Oakton really become 


Involved in their teaching. Facrmark 
says, and this helps students learn. 


"The idea here Is that a student is 


someone to be valued, encouraged," 
says Richard R. Storlngcr, an associ- 
ate professor of humanities. 


THE OAKTON STUDENT may be 


anywhere from 17 to 70 years old, 
with average student age being 27. 


Ms. Smith and Storlngcr agree that 


having older people In class often 
stimulates class discussion and brings 
an clement of the real world into the 
sometimes cloistered realm of oca- 
dcmia. 


Mary Wells is married and has chil- 


dren. She had been out of school sev- 
en years when she returned to Oakton 
and she was "terrified." She soon 
found others In the same ago range in 
her classes, which helped case her 
fenrs. 


Ms. Wells came to Oakton because 


it has a day-caro facility for her chil- 
dren and because it was affordable, 
two points which are Attracting peo- 
ple to community colleges across the 
slntc. 


Oakton Trustee Raymond Hartstcln 


says Oakton needs such features to 
meet the needs of tho community. 


A community college "has to be 


flexible, has to change constantly with 
the economy and the times," he says. 
Oakton has sought that flexibility 
from its beginning in I960, says Hart- 
stein, who choired the first board of 
trustees, and innovation has often 
been tho result. 


One Innovation was to group faculty 


members in clusters rather than 
traditional departments. The size of 
clusters is kept equal and each of the 
four clusters now has about 1,500 stu- 
dents and 70 full-and part-time faculty 
members. This has meant the college 
"grew smaller as we grew larger," 
says Eugene Lockwood, an associate 
professor of philosophy. 


"A college was born, It survived, ft 


became stabilized, It's contributing to 
the community," Hartstcln says. 


THE ATMOSPHERE AT Oakton is 


not only Innovative, it's "freer" than 
at other educational institutions, says 
Steve Simon of Nilcs, a first semester 
student in the fire science program. 


That freedom can be seen in the 


s t tt d c n t-pnlntcd murals on walls 
throughout the six buildings on Nagle 
Avenue where Oakton now sits. 


It can also be seen in attempts by 


the faculty and administration to give 
students Information to make choices 
regarding their own futures. 


The college publishes a course di- 


rectory each year which gives des- 
criptions 
of sections of various 


courses written by the person who 
will be teaching that section. The di- 
rectory, says Richard Jordan, vice 
president for curriculum and instruc- 
tion, Is nn attempt by Oakton to "go 
as far as we can to give students as 
much information as we can." 


"Ultimately, 
whatever 
happens, 


most of us were hired because we're 
basically teachers. If you love to 
teach and students fascinate you, you 
can teach In a corner," Ms. Smith 
says. 


SOME FACULTY members at Oak- 


ton, however, ore dissatisfied with the 
merit-pay system and the lack of 
communication between teachers in 
the same subject area because of the 
absence of departments. 


Lockwood sees a growing faculty 


unity and identity as the college 
grows, but he doesn't think an ad- 
versary relationship will develop be- 
tween faculty and administrators. 


Oakton sometimes has that bare bones look. 


"I don't think anybody is going to 


turn down a good idea," he says. 


Oakton Prcs. William A. Koehnline 


declared in his welcoming remarks to 
the faculty this year that he wants to 
work to reestablish the kind of trust 
between faculty and administrators 
that will prevent the "us-them"' 
mentality from taking hold. 


Oakton's future includes a per- 


manent campus, another cluster to 


accommodate increasing enrollment 
while still allowing the college to grow 
small as it gets larger and continued 
efforts to tailor its programs to the 
changing needs of the Mainc-Niles 
township areas it serves. 


One new faculty member summed 


up the dynamics of Oakton when he 
said, "I've never seen a community 
college that operates at the level of 
energy that this one does." 


Koehnline turns ideas into 'Oakton 


By December 1069, William A. 


Koehnline had been a part of two new 
community colleges and he "felt 
ready" for a community college presi- 
dency. 


The original Oakton College Board 


of Trustees also thought Kochnllno 
was ready, and on Dec. 16, 1969, se- 
lected him from among ISO applicants 
to head tho new college. 


"I came here with an Inspiration, 


with a cluster of ideas that I hoped 
cnuld bo made to work together," 
Kochnllno says. 


THOSE IDEAS Included organizing 


Oakton differently from tho tradition- 
al department method used by most 
colleges, Integrating tho counseling 


The record 
speaks for 
itself: Lahti 


In 1065, Robert Lahti came to Har- 


per College to begin what he calls a 
"once In a lifetime experience." 


At age 35, he had been selected by 


the new college's board as the first 
president of tho as yet unborn in- 
stitution. 


Lahti had already led a college In 


Michigan which was reorganizing 
from a junior college Into a commu- 
nity college. He had been part of a 
similar transformation at a Wyoming 
school and tho two experiences led 
him to consider tho challenge of start- 
ing a school "from scratch," he says. 


HE CAME TO Harper with definite 


goals and plans to achieve them. 


Those early plans Included estab- 


lishing a college that totally In- 
tegrated career and academic pro- 
grams, Lahti says. 


Another early goal, Lahti says, was 


tho creation of a campus 
that 


"worked for people." 


Harper opened Its 200-acro campus 


at Algonquin and Roselle roads, Pala- 
tine, In 1969, two years after classes 
were first hold during tho evening at 
Elk Grovo High School in Elk Grovo 
Village. 


HUT LAHTI Is not content with past 


accomplishments. His "dreams" for 
Harper's future Include a second 
campus in tho eastern end of the 200- 
squaro-mllo district.' 


With projections showing the dis- 


trict's population Increasing by almost 
200,000 persons by 1995, Lahti has also 
begun facing tho question of how to 
provide educational services for those 
In tho 25-to 45-year-old age group, the 
so-called "now learners" who will bo 
returning to school. 


Lahti recently told the Harper facul- 


ty, "The next 10 years look like it 


staff with the rest of the faculty and 
eliminating the "F" grade given for 
failing a course. 


Oakton schedules different events 


for different persons, giving each an 
opportunity to demonstrate abilities in 
varied areas of interest. 


"We have given up altogether the 


notion of a uniform product or a 
single product," Koehnline says.

WITH building an

novative tradition, Oakton must build 
a permanent campus, which will 
mean struggles with the state for cap- 
ital development funds. 


There has been a tendency in the 


Maine and Niles township areas that 
Oakton serves to consider the school 
"a third-rate institution because it is 
in third-rate buildings," Koehnline 
says. 
' 


The accreditation Oakton received 


last year from the North Central 
Assn., the accrediting body in tho 
Midwest, has helped to overcome that 
attitude, Koehnline says. 


With growth has come a problem of 


diminishing trust among members of 
the Oakton community. Koehnline has 
set the restoration of trust between 
faculty and administrators as a prime 
goal for this academic year. 


THE USE OF A nonpunltive "X" 


grade instead of the traditional "F" 
grade is another of Koehnlinc's clus- 
ter of ideas. 


Students should not be stigmatized 


for the rest of their academic lives 
with an "F" grade, Koehnline says. 


At Oakton, students who would re- 


ceive "F's" elsewhere are given "X" 
grades and have the chance to retake 
the course or somehow fulfill its re- 
quirements, at which time the "X" 
grade is removed from their records. 


Harper students say they're happy with the school. 


could bo mlndboggling for us." 


Resourcefulness will be needed to 


deal with a changing financial pic- 
ture, which Lahti terms a major prob- 
lem facing Harper in the next 10 
years. 


"THE CHALLENGE Is to have the 


ability to set aside traditions that are 
no longer justifiable," Lahti says, but 
such actions may often put the college 
in conflict with state boards .which 
control school-aid dollars and dictate 
course standards and college proce- 
dures. 


Colleges may have to go to the state 


legislature to seek relief from over- 
regulation, Lahti says. 


Another area for future concern at 


Harper will be faculty involvement in ' 
tho college decision-making process. 


Lahti says there is no reason tho • 


faculty can't be involved as long as 
that involvement does not become "a 
tug of war between management and 
labor." 
. . • 


If tho teachers' union should at- 


tempt to .confront the board of 
trustees and create a "win-lose situ- 
ation, the board has the power and ' 
the agencies that have the power will 
win," Lahti says. 


WILLIAM E. MILLER, president of 


the faculty senate and the Harper 
chapter of the American Federation 


of Teachers, also sees power as the 
issue. 


Lahti's style of leadership employs 


long-range planning as the norm and 
has met with the approval of numer- 
ous boards of trustees. 


Lahti says he has never been dis- 


appointed by the challenges and op- 
portunities Harper offers him as an 
administrator. He said his sound plan- 
ning and .judicious decision-making 
means "The record is one that speaks 
for itself." • 


The record is one of Lahti providing 


determined leadership to a number of 
boards of trustees which have been 
willing to follow his suggestions, 
> 


Difference in emphasis 
at "Palatine University' 


When Greg Meyer and Michele Con- 


duto decided to go to Harper College, 
which they and their high school 
friends called "the University of 
S o u t h e r n Palatine," people said, 
"Why don't you go to a real school?" 


Greg and Michele have since dis- 


covered that Harper is a real school 
which they find well-suited to their 
needs. 


"You're just a speck at a four-year 


school and here you're a person," 
says Meyer, a sophomore who intends 
to transfer to a four-year institution 
when he completes his program at 
Harper. 


MS. CONDUTO FINDS the attitudes 


of Harper teachers one of the most 
refreshing changes from her high 
school days. 


"It's easier to talk to someone when 


they're on your level. You're not a kid 
here," says Ms. Conduto, a second- 
y e a r physical education major. 
"They're willing to help if you're will- 
ing to show interest," she says about 
Harper faculty members. 


Kevin Westburg, who transferred to 


Harper this year from Purdue Univer- 
sity, says it wasn't always like that at 
Purdue. 


Westburg says he was amazed at 


the small classes at Harper compared 
to Purdue, and also at the way Har- 
per people helped him through regis- 
tration and his early days at a new 
school. 


"At Purdue, you have to seek out 


that help," he says. 


THE DIFFERENCE 
IN atmos- 


phere, faculty members and adminis- 
trators say, is a result of a different 
emphasis at Harper. 


"The emphasis has always been on 


what happens in the classroom," says 
Lester N. Hook, who is beginning his 
ninth year at Harper as a history pro- 
fessor. 


The university stress on faculty re- 


search is not present at Harper, Hook 
says, and the result is that teachers 
arc able to devote themselves totally 
to teaching. 
. 


"I just want to teach," Hook says. 


"This place gives me the opportunity 
to do that." 


THE TEACHING emphasis is part 


of a comprehensive college concept. 


John Blrkholz, vice president for 


academic affairs, says that a commu- 
nity college must have five areas of 
concern to be truly comprehensive. 


It must offer comprehensive selec- 


tions of courses for students wishing 
to transfer to four-year schools, a full- 
range of career programs as war- 
ranted by its community, a full-range 
of community education programs, 
aid to disadvantaged students and a 
comprehensive guidance and coun- 
seling service to all who need it, says 
Birkholz. 


"If the product we have isn't what 


they (the community), want we have 
to come up with a different product or 
show them why what we're selling 
them is important," Hook says. 


Harper Pres. Robert. Lahti says that 


the percentage of high school gradu- 
ates attending Harper has increased 
10 per cent since classes were first 
held In 1967. . . . 


"WE CAN STILL expect a larger 


percentage and at least a break, even 
in the number of 18 to 21-year-olds go- 
ing to Harper," Lahti says. 


Harper's student body Is not all 18- 


to 21-year-olds. The average age of 


Harper's more than 20,000 students is 
27. 


"You sit in class and there'll be 


somebody next to you who looks like 
your mom," Meyer says. 


"The exchange of ideas makes it a 


better learning situation, a genuine 
learning situation," Hook says about 
the age variety. 


THE REASONS WHICH bring stu- 


dents to Harper rather than a four- 
year institution are much the same as 
at other community colleges — close- 
ness to home, the relative low cost 
and variety of programs. 


Guerin Fischer, vice president of 


student affairs, says an increase in 
part-time students" this year at Harper 
corresponds with the availability of 
part-time jobs. 


"When students can hold part-time 


jobs they're able to stretch their edu- 
cation over a longer period of time 
and consequently only attend school 
part time," Fischer says. 


Many of the part-timers are women 


returning to college or people already 
in the business world who feel they 
need additional training or new infor- 
mation to advance in their fields. 


MICHAEL LAURENZANO. a tech- 


nician with Motorola Inc., is enrolled 
in Harper's associatc-in-liberal-studics 
degree program, which allows per- 
sons with business experience to earn 
college credit for what they have 
learned in the business world. 


"It's probably the only way I'd have 


gotten it (a degree)," says Lauren- 
zano, who sees his degree as a must 
for advancement in business.

In this progressive world of touch- 


tones and trlmllncs, (hero Is nothing 
moro frustrating than a busy signal. 


And perhaps there are none more 


aware of this than those who each day 
try to contact the Northwest suburban 
office of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co., 201 N. Arthur Avc., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Commonwealth Edison office — 


serving about 175,000 customers in nn 
area bound by Hoffman Estates, Park 
Ridge, Wheeling and Palatine — han- 
dles approximately 1,000 telephone 


calls a day during a regular five-day 
work week. 


AND THOSE SUCCESSFUL callers 


deserve a pot on the back. Many who 
don't realize patience Indeed Is a vir- 
tue give up after several futile at- 
tempts. For It does not take long be- 
fore one becomes irritated by the 
blaring busy signal. 


Company officials realize it Is diffi- 


cult for their customers to register 
complaints and questions over the 
phone. And they are working on im- 
proving their system. 


"Wo are aware there is a problem 


with our phones," said Bob Tyler, as- 
sistant area manager. "The outdated 


equipment is Insufficient for the vol- 
ume of work we do now." 


Tyler added Edison has ordered 


more modern telephone equipment, 
available through the Bell System. 
"The latest equipment Bell has should 
do the trick for us," he said. 


AREA MANAGER EDWARD Bar- 


tcls admits Edison's telephone equip- 
ment Is a bit obsolete but said phone 
tie-ups are a seasonal problem faced 
by the firm. "Starting in May and go- 
Ing through October, we get most of 
our traffic," Bartels said. "The sum- 
mer period Is normally'the heaviest 
period primarily because so many are 
moving in and out of apartments." 


Bartels added most of the calls re- 


ceived by Edison are "of a credit na- 
ture or a question about an electrical 
service account." He attributed the 
high concentration of telephone calls 
to the increased probability of storms 
causing electrical power outages in 
the summer than during the winter. 
"I'm expecting the problems to tail 
off now," he said. 


Commonwealth Edison's customer 


count in the Northwest suburbs has 
increased approximately 70 per cent 
in the past 10 years. Consequently, the 
firm's personnel figure has increased 
between 30 and 40 per cent. 


There are 15 full-time customer scr- 


v i c e 
representatives 
answering 


phones In addition to 10 marketing 
people handling predominantly new 
business requests. 


Bartels said the new equipment, ex- 


pected to be Installed by the spring, 
will have a familiar recorded mes- 
sage — a feature lacking in Edison's 
present system. 


Until then though, there will remain 


only one number to call which feeds 
into 19 different lines. So Com- 
monwealth Edison customers 
ex- 


pecting to have their electrical prob- 
lems remedied should just keep dial- 
ing 259-2300.

Busing feud at area plant 
goes before judge today 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge 


Daniel A. Covclll will hear testimony 
today In a dispute over the Illinois 
Dcpt. of Transportation's decision to 
eliminate bus service for employes at 
Its Schaumburg headquarters. 


Tho American Federation of State, 


County and Municipal Employes filed 
suit this week charging that dropping 
the service on Friday would violate 
the constitutional rights of about 140 
workers who have no other means of 
transportation and may be forced to 
resign. 


D u r i n g a preliminary hearing 


Wednesday, the transportation depart- 
ment presented affidavits saying that 
110 employes have made arrange- 
ments for transportation and only one 
person, who is being transferred to 
another state department, is affected. 


"THIS COULD CIIANOE the com- 


plexion of the suit, and I have there- 
fore asked for witnesses from both 
sides," Covclll said. 


Ralph Wchncr, assistant district en- 


gineer for the department, said em- 
ployes were told transportation would 
be only temporary when the Schaum- 
burg office opened at 1000 Plaza Dr. 
The department consolidated its Chi- 
cago and Elgin offices in Schaumburg 
in April 1975. 


W c h n c r said alternative trans- 


portation arrangements have been 
made for all but one employe, who Is 
being transferred lo another depart- 
ment. 


Wchncr said the transportation was 


evaluated In July and was continued 
for three months. "Everyone working 
In Schaumburg was made aware of 
the Sept. .10 cut-off date long ago," 
Wchncr said. 


He said the free service is being cut 


"because of declining ridcrshlp and 
the rising costs of operating the de- 
partment." Tho service, he said, costs 
10.200 a month for thco buses and sev- 
en additional state cars used to pick 
up workers at two locations In Chi- 
cago and one In Elgin. 


A CONTINENTAL AIR Transport 


bus driver, who delivered 33 workers 
lo Schaumburg from Jefferson Park 
Wednesday morning, said his riders 
did not appear concerned about ser- 
vice being slopped. "A few weeks 
b.ick they were all talking about hir- 
ing their own bus, but I haven't heard 
anything lately and they don't seem 
worried," tho driver said. 


Wchncr said 135 employes initially 


jscd the free bus service when It he- 
wn last year. Ridcrshlp now has 
dropped to 81, he said. 


He said 12 Elgin employes have ar- 


ranged for vans to bring them to 
Schaumburg. 


Uut David Kusnct, a union spokes- 


man In Springfield, said tho union wijl 
not accept alternative transportation 


if the employes must pay a fee. 


Kusnct said the "initial agreement" 


was for free bus service, adding the 
union was not aware of a time limit 
on tho service. 


"It is as discriminatory to move an 


employment opportunity away (from 
Chicago) as it is to deny employment 
In the first place," Kusnet said. 


"THESE WORKERS WERE given 


jobs in Chicago and It Is particularly 
outlandish that the department of 
transportation, which should be in the 
business of promoting mass transit, 
would move to a place like Schaum- 
burg where there's no public trans- 
portation," he said. 


The move came under fire in March 


following an Illinois legislative sub- 
committee report that said the $9.94 
per square foot rental fee, the cost of 
moving employes and bus trans- 
portation, was too high. 


U. S. AUy. Samuel Skinner report- 


edly subpoenaed records In connection 
with the move. 


Kusnct said the union expects diffi- 


culty in obtaining witnesses for to- 
day's hearing because of the short no- 
tice. He said a number of the employ- 
es who would be called as witnesses 
arc involved in clerical contract nego- 
tiations.

Wednesday. 


An aide to Sec. of State Michael J. 


Howlctt said the facility, 1231 E. Golf 
ltd., will open "as soon as the furni- 
ture arrives — in about 10 days, give 
or take a day either way." 


The spokesman said the furniture 


has been ordered from the state's sur- 
plus properties division and is ex- 
pected to arrive "about Oct. 10." 


WHEN THE TWO-YEAU lease was 


.signed on the Schaumburg storefront 
Aug. 30, state officials said the station 
would open "in a month, or slightly 
more" as soon as interior remodeling 
was completed. 


Representatives of the J. Emil An- 


derson and Sons leasing firm say the 
remodeling will be completed this 
week and the center will be ready for 
occupancy Friday, the Oct. 1 target 
date given them by Howlett's office. 


Schaum burg's village building de- 


partment has scheduled a final in- 
spection of the storefront today. "Pro- 
vided the center passes inspection, the 
secretary of state's office can pick up 
an occupancy permit at the village 
hall Friday morning," a building de- 
partment representative said. 


The state is paying $3,122 per month 


for the 4,428-square-foot office and 
will also pay for utilities. 


COLT LANDRETH of the leasing 


firm, said the state's annual cost of 
$8.46 per square foot also includes the 
cost of remodeling. 


Howlett's representatives say the 


Schaumburg location was chosen be- 
cause of its central location and ac- 
cessabllity to major highways. 


The center, expected to handle an 


estimated 700 applicants each day, 
will employ 26 persons when it reach- 
es full strength later this year. Most 
personnel will be reassigned from oth- 
er testing centers since the new sta- 
tion is expected to relieve the burden 
at other Chicago area facilities. 


Until the Schaumburg center opens, 


residents of Northwest Cook County 
will continue to rely on the facilities 
in Elgin, Lombard, Libertyville or at 
5401N. Elston Ave., Chicago. 


ROAD TESTS will be conducted on 


streets adjacent to Woodfield Shop- 
ping Center, not hi the parking lot ad- 
jacent to the center. 


Schaumburg officials say the road 


testing will be limited to hours be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. although the 
center will open at 8 a.m. 


Since the search for a testing site 


began in 1970, locations in Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, Harrington and two 
other Schaumburg sites were consid- 
ered and rejected.

massive natonwlde effort to immunize 
200 million Americans against swine 
influenza, the national Center for Dis- 
ease Control Wednesday readied an 
unprecedented surveillance network 
to keep track of flu epidemics this 
winter. 


For Iho first time, national in- 


fluenza surveillance will include a 
program aimed at detecting the "si- 
lent seeding" of flu virus — the unrec- 
ognized spread of the disease by per-

With such a warning, and before 


there Is widespread Illness, the CDC 
said the possibllty exists that quick, 
populatlon-wldo vaccinations In the 
ana could control tho spread of In- 
fluenza. 


Dr. Richard O'Brien, CDC Epidc- 


mlologlcal Service Intelligence offi- 
cer, said that the center's laboratories 
have processed 6,000 specimens from 
heaiin facilities around tho country 
looking for influenza virus. 


So far, tho search has turned up the 


usual flu strains, such as the 
A-Victoria which was prevalent lost 


year, and the B-llong Kong, but none 
of the potent swine strain. 


The "silent seeding," or early warn- 


ing search, Is being conducted by 40 
World Health Organization collaborat- 
ing laboratories, 10 'federally spon- 
sored lobs in this country, 58 hospitals 
and clinics and 35 "sentinel" physi- 
cians, the latter being doctors espe- 
cially assigned to report Influenza ac- 
tivity to the CDC. 


The surveillance for early signs of 


Influenza Is being concentrated in 
primary health care centers' which 
have child health facilities. 


The swine flu Inoculation program 


gets under way Oct. 1. The CDC said 
some vaccine supplies already have 
been shipped to all 50 states with more 
on the way. Don Bcrrcth, CDC public 
Information officer,* said the four vac- 
cine manufacturers have been pro- 
vided shipping instructions for deliv- 
ery of 24 million doses on or before 
Oct. 1. 


An Immunization clinic using vac- 


cine for the protection of high risk 
g r o u p s against both swine and 
A-VIctorla Influenza was to begin op-

As Ralph H. Lyerla walked to work 


Tuesday morning he heard a few cat- 
calls. 


In the distance, ho heard a couple of 


muffled voices "Scab!" they said. 


But Lyerla Is a big man, and by and 


large, his 20 years' experience at 
Niles North High School in Skokie 
commands somo respect. 


SO MOSTLY, the response to Lyerla 


was one of silence. No friendly chit- 
chat. No rocks or chants thrown in his 
direction. 


Lyerla, 47, 282 Westvicw St., Hoff- 


man Estates, finds himself In a diffi- 
cult position in the ninc-day-old teach- 
ers' strike at Niles Township High 
School Dist. 219. 


On the one hand, he is satisfied with 


his contract at the school; on the oth- , 
er, he has many friends among the 
.267 striking teachers who have been 
. threatened with dismissal if they don't 
show up for work this morning. 


"The only stress or strain Is within 


myself because I have a personal 
relationship with many of the people 
out there, and I feel confident that 
they're going to lose their jobs," he 
says. 


FOR HIMSELF, he doesn't mention 


job security when listing his reasons 
for working while others strike.. • 


Instead, he summarizes his feelings 


with four words. "I signed a con-' 
tract." 


It's his obligation to live up to it, he 


says. He says he doesn't belong to the . 
teachers' union. Not that he's against 
unionization, but .he doesn't believe in 
affiliation with the AFL-CIO. .

There is, he admits, another in- 


fluence on his decision. In Hoffman 
Estates, he serves on the village 
board, and that position, he says, 
gives him a view of the adminis- 
tration's side of labor negotiations. 


"I DO NOT BELIEVE In striking," 


Lyerla says. "I feel that from what I 
know of the law in Illinois, that it's 
against the law for public employes to 
.strike." 
.

The situation is not new for him. 


Twice before at Niles, he has crossed 
picket lines. 


That gives him a clue to what he 


can expect should the latest strike 
ever end. 


In times past, Lyerla says, after 


teachers got back to work many of 
them wouldn't speak to him. 


HE BELIEVES, however, that cir- 


cumstances have changed. The reac- 
tion to his non-participation has 
changed, too. , 


"Most of them understand how I. 


feel," he says'. • 
' 


That's not to say that.he doesn't feel 


pressure from both sides, from the 
board of education to be on example 
of the model employe, and from other 
teachers to break toward their posi- 
tion. 


''I'm sure that my position weakens 


theirs some," Lyerla says. "But I 
can't be responsible for their actions. 
I have to live my own life." 


AND FOR HIM, the bottom line is 


teaching. 


"I went into teaching because that's 


what I want to do. I like to teach. This 
is one way I can do my small part," 
he says. 


After a brief layoff, he got his 


chance to do that again Tuesday when 
about half of the student body re- 
turned to school. 


Many students said they were glad 


to see him in class, he says. In only 
one class did a student bring up the 
strike. 


Lyerla looked at'him. 
"Well, we've wasted enough 


time,"he says. "Let's get back to 
work." 


Bus transit 
case before 
court today 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge 


Daniel A. Covelli will hear testimony 
today in a dispute over the Illinois 
Dept. of Transportation's decision to 
eliminate bus service for employes at 
its Scliaumburg headquarters. 


The American Federation of State, 


County and Municipal Employes filed 
suit this week charging that dropping 
the service on Friday would violate 
the constitutional rights of about no 
workers who have no other means of 
transportation and may be forced to 
resign. 


D u r i n g a preliminary hearing 


Wednesday, the transportation depart- 
ment presented affidavits saying that 
110 employes have made arrange- 
ments for transportation and only one 
person, who is being transferred to 
another state department, is affected. 


"THIS COULD CHANGE the com- 


plexion of the suit, and I have there- 
fore asked for witnesses from both 
sides," Covelli said. 


Ralph Wehner, assistant district en- 


gineer for the department, said em- 
ployes were told transportation would 
be only temporary when the Schaum- 
burg office opened at 1000 Plaza Dr. 
The department consolidated its Chi- 
cago and Elgin offices in Schaumburg 
in April 1975. 


W e h n e r said alternative trans- 


portation arrangements have been 
made for all but one employe, who is 
being transferred to another depart- 
ment. 


Wehner said the transportation was 


evaluated in July and was continued 
for three months. "Everyone working 
in Schaumburg was made aware of 
the Sept. 30 cut-off date long ago," 
Wehner said. 


He said the free service is being cut 


"because of declining ridership and 
the rising costs of operating the de- 
partment." The service, he said, costs 
$6,200 a month for thee buses and sev- 
en additional state cars used to pick 
up workers at two locations in Chi- 
cago and one in Elgin. 


A CONTINENTAL AIR Transport 


bus driver, who delivered 33 workers 
to Schaumburg from Jefferson Park 
Wednesday morning, said his riders 
did not appear concerned about ser- 
vice being stopped. "A few weeks 
back they were all talking about hir- 
ing their own bus, but I haven't heard 
anything lately and they don't seem 
worried," the driver said. 


Wehner said 135 employes initially 


used the free bus service when it be- 
gan last year. Ridership now has 
dropped to 81, he said. 


He said 12 Elgin employes have ar- 


ranged for vans to bring them to 
Schaumburg. 


But David Kusnet, a union spokes- 


man in Springfield, said the union will 
not accept alternative transportation 
if the employes must pay a fee. 


Kusnet said the "initial agreement" 


was for free bus service, adding the 
union was not aware of a time limit 
on the service. 


"It is as discriminatory to move an 


employment opportunity away (from 
Chicago) as it is to deny employment 
in the first place," Kusnet said. 


"THESE WORKERS WERE given 


jobs in Chicago and it is particularly 
outlandish that the department of 
transportation, which should be in the 
business of promoting mass transit, 
would move to a place like Schaum- 
burg where there's no public trans- 
portation," he said. 


The move came under fire in March 


following an Illinois legislative sub- 
committee report that said the $9.94 
per square foot rental fee, the cost of 
moving employes and bus trans- 
portation, was too high. 


U. S. Atty. Samuel Skinner report- 


edly subpoenaed records in connection 
with the move. 


Kusnet said the union expects diffi- 


culty in obtaining witnesses for to- 
day's hearing because of the short no- 
tice. He said a number of the employ- 
es who would be called as witnesses 
are involved in clerical contract nego- 
tiations. • 


Sarah's Grove zoning appealed

lege's Interim campus In Morton 
Grave? By Ignoring them and devot- 
ing their time to teaching and learn- 
ing. 


"If you get 12 tree trunks In a circle 


you've got n classroom," says Leslie 
Smith, an assistant professor of com- 
munications. 


THE EMPHASIS AT Oakton has 


been "the people dimension from day 
one." says Arthur Klcm, director of 
development. 


"As long as you have a classroom, 


desks iind blackboards you have the 
same as a four-year university," says 
Elliot Fncrmark. n student in his 
third semester at Oakton. 


Pacrmnrk was a high school drop- 


out who decided to return to school 
and discovered Oakton In the process. 


Teachers at Oakton really become 


Involved In their teaching, Facrmark 
says, and this helps students learn. 


"The Idea here Is that a student Is 


someone lo bo valued, encouraged." 
says Richard R. Storlngcr, an associ- 
ate professor of humanities. 


THE OAKTON STUDENT may be 


anywhere from 17 to 70 years old, 
wilh average student age being 27. 


Ms. Smith and Storlngcr agree that 


having older people In class often 
stimulates class discussion and brings 
an clement of the real world into the 
^mctlmcs cloistered realm of aca- 
demia. 


Mary Wells Is married and has chil- 


dren. She had been out of school sev- 
en years when she returned to Oakton 
and she was "terrified." She soon 
found others in the same age range in 
her classes, which helped case her 
fears. 


Ms. Wells came to Oakton because 


it has n day-care facility for her chil- 
dren and because It was affordable, 
two points which aro attracting peo- 
ple to community colleges across tho 
state. 


Oakton Trustee Raymond Hartstein 


says Oakton needs such features to 
meet the needs of tho community. 


A community college "has to be 


flexible, has to change constantly with 
the economy and the times," ho says. 
Oakton has sought that flexibility 
from Its beginning in 1069, says Hart- 
stein, who chaired the first board of 
trustees, and Innovation has often 
been tho result. 


One innovation was to group faculty 


members In clusters rather than 
traditional departments. The size of 
clusters is kept equal and each of the 
four clusters now has about 1,500 stu- 
dents and 70 full-ami part-time faculty 
members. This has meant the college 
"grew smaller as we grew larger," 
says Eugene Lockwood, an associate 
professor of philosophy. 


"A college was born, It survived, It 


became stabilized, it's contributing to 
tho community," Hartstein says. 


THE ATMOSPHERE AT Onkton Is 


not only innovative, it's "freer" than 
.it other educational institutions, says 
Steve Simon of Nilcs, a first semester 
student In the fire science program. 


That freedom can be seen in the 


s t u (I c n t-paintcd murals on walls 
throughout the six buildings on Naglc 
Avenue where Oakton now sits. 


It can also be seen In attempts by 


the faculty and administration to give 
students information to make choices 
regarding their own futures. 


The college publishes a course di- 


rectory each year which gives des- 
criptions 
of 
sections 
of various 


courses written by the person who 
will be teaching that section. The di- 
rectory, says Richard Jordan, vice 
president for curriculum and instruc- 
tion. Is an attempt by Oakton to "go 
as far us we can to give students as 
much information as we can." 


"Ultimately, 
whatever 
happens, 


most of us were hired because we're 
basically teachers, if you love to 
teach and students fascinate you, you 
can teach in a corner," Ms. Smith 
says. 


SO.ME FACULTY members at Oak- 


ton, however, arc dissatisfied with the 
merit-pay system and the lack of 
communication between teachers in 
the same subject area because of the 
absence of departments. 


Lockwood sees a growing faculty 


unity and identity as the coiicgc 
grows, but he doesn't think an ad- 
versary relationship will develop be- 
tween faculty and administrators. 


Oakton sometimes has that bare bones look. 


"I don't think anybody is going to 


turn down a good Idea," he says. 


Oakton Pros. William A. Koehnline 


declared in his welcoming remarks to 
the faculty this year that he wants to 
work to reestablish the kind of trust 
between faculty and administrators 
that will prevent the "us-them" 
mentality from taking hold. 


Oakton's future includes a per- 


manent campus, another cluster to 


accommodate increasing enrollment 
while still allowing the college to grow 
small as it gets larger and continued 
efforts to tailor its programs to the 
changing needs of the Malnc-Niles 
township areas it serves. 


One new faculty member summed 


up the dynamics of Oakton when he 
said, "I've never seen a community 
college that operates at the level of 
energy that this one docs." 


Koehnline turns ideas into 'Oakton' 


By December 1909, William A. 


Koehnline had been a part of two new 
community colleges and he "felt 
ready" for a community college presi- 
dency. 


Tho original Oakton College Board 


of Trustees also thought Koehnline 
was ready, and on Dec. 1C, 1969, se- 
lected him from among 130 applicants 
to head the new college. 


"I came here with on Inspiration, 


with a cluster of Ideas that I hoped 
could be made to work together," 
Koehnline says. 


THOSE IDEAS Included organizing 


Oakton differently from the tradition- 
al department method used by most 
colleges, Integrating the counseling 


The record 
speaks for 
itself: Lahti 


In I9M. Robert Lahti came lo Har- 


per College to begin what he calls a 
"once in a lifetime experience." 


At age 33, he had been selected by 


the now college's board as the first 
president of tho as yet unborn In- 
stitution. 


Lahti had already led a college in 


Michigan which was reorganizing 
from a Junior college into a commu- 
nity college. He had been part of a 
similar transformation at a Wyoming 
school and tho two experiences led 
him to consider the challenge of start- 
Ing a school "from scratch," he says. 


HE CAME TO Harper with definite 


goals and plans to achieve them. 


Those early plans Included estab- 


lishing a college that totally in- 
tegrated career and academic pro- 
grams, Lahti says. 


Another early goal, Lahti says, was 


the creation of a campus that 
"worked for people." 


Harper opened its 200-acrc campus 


at Algonquin and Rosclle roads, Pala- 
tine, in 1909, two years after classes 
wora first held during the evening at 
Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 
Village. 


HUT LAHTI Is not content with past 


accomplishments. Ills "dreams" for 
Harper's future include a second 
campus In tho eastern end of the 200- 
gquare-milc district. 


With projections showing the dis- 


trict's population increasing by almost 
200,000 persons by 1995, Lahti has also 
begun facing the question of how to 
provide educational services for those 
In the 25-to 45-year-old age group, the 
so-called "now learners" who will be 
returning to school. 


Lahti recently told the Harper facul- 


ty, "Tho next 10 years look like it 


staff with the rest of the faculty and 
eliminating the "F" grade given for 
failing a course. 


Oakton schedules different events 


for different persons, giving each an 
opportunity to demonstrate abilities in 
varied areas of interest. 


"We have given up altogether the 


notion of a uniform product or a 
single product," Koehnline says. "We 
have to find out what their objectives 
and potentials are and try to fulfill 
those objectives and potentials." 


Koehnline opted for forming clus- 


ters of faculty members at Oakton be- 
ginning in 1971. Rather than group 
faculty by departments, the cluster 
system groups faculty randomly with 


an emphasis on maintaining a com- 
mon cluster size. 


ALONG WITH building an 
in- 


novative tradition, Oakton must build 
a permanent campus, which will 
mean struggles with the state for cap- 
ital development funds. 


There has been a tendency in the 


Maine and Nilcs township areas that 
Oakton serves to consider tho school 
"a third-rate institution because it is 
in third-rate buildings," Koehnline 
says. 


The accreditation Oakton received 


last year from the North Central 
Assn., the accrediting body in the 
Midwest, has helped to overcome that 
attitude, Koehnline says. 


With growth has come a problem of 


diminishing trust among members of 
the Oakton community. Koehnline has 
set the restoration of trust between 
faculty and administrators as a prime 
goal for this academic year. 


THE USE OF A nonpunitive "X" 


grade instead of the traditional "F" 
grade is another of Koehnline's clus- 
ter of ideas. 


Students should not be stigmatized 


for the rest of their academic lives 
with an "F" grade, Koehnline says. 


At Oakton, students who would re- 


ceive "F's" elsewhere are given "X" 
grades and have the chance to retake 
the course or somehow fulfill its re- 
quirements, at which time the "X" 
grade is removed from their records. 


Harper students say they're happy with the school. 


could bo mlndboggllng for us." 


Resourcefulness will be needed to 


deal with a changing financial pic- 
ture, which Lahti terms a major prob- 
lem facing Harper in the next 10 
years. 


"THE CHALLENGE is to have the 


ability to set aside traditions that arc 
no longer justifiable," Lahti says, but 
such actions may often put the college 
in conflict with state boards which 
control school-aid dollars and dictate 
course standards and college proce- 
dures. 


Colleges may have to go to the state 


legislature to seek relief from over- 
regulation, Lahti says. 


Another area for future concern at 


Harper will be faculty involvement in 
the college decision-making process. 


Lahti says there is,no reason the 


faculty can't be involved as long as 
that involvement does not become "a 
tug of war between management and 
labor." j 


If the" teachers' union should at- 


tempt to confront' the board of 
trustees and create a "win-lose situ- 
ation, the board has the power and 
the agencies that have the power will 
win," Lahti says. 


WILLIAM E. MILLER, president of 


the faculty senate and the Harper 
chapter of the American Federation 


of Teachers, also sees power as the 
issue. 


Lohti's style of leadership employs 


long-range planning as the norm and 
has met with the approval of numer- 
ous boards of trustees. 


Lahti says he has never been dis- 


appointed by the challenges and op- 
portunities Harper offers him as an 
administrator. He said his sound plan- 
ning and, judicious decision-making 
means "The record Is one that speaks 
for itself."

Difference in emphasis 
at 'Palatine University' 


When Greg Meyer and Michelc Con- 


duto decided to go to Harper College, 
which they and their high school 
friends called "the University of 
S o u t h e r n Palatine," people said, 
"Why don't you go to a real school?" 


Greg and Michele have since dis- 


covered that Harper is a real school 
which they find well-suited to their 
needs. 


"You're just a speck at a four-year 


school and here you're a person," 
says Meyer, a sophomore who intends 
to transfer to a four-year institution 
when he completes his program at 
Harper. 


MS. CONDUTO FINDS the attitudes 


of Harper teachers one of the most 
refreshing changes from her high 
school days. 


"It's easier to talk to someone when 


they're on your level. You're not a kid 
here," says Ms. Conduto, a second- 
year physical education 
major. 


"They're willing to help if you're will- 
ing to show interest," she says about 
Harper faculty members. 


Kevin Westburg, who transferred to 


Harper this year from Purdue Univer- 
sity, says it wasn't always like that at 
Purdue. 


Westburg says he was amazed at 


the small classes at Harper compared 
to Purdue, and also at the way Har- 
per people helped him through regis- 
tration and his early days at a new 
school. 


"At Purdue, you have to seek out 


that help," he says. 


THE DIFFERENCE IN atmos- 


phere, faculty members and adminis- 
trators say, is a result of a different 
emphasis at Harper. 


"The emphasis has always been on 


what happens in the classroom," says 
Lester N. Hook, who is beginning his 
ninth year at Harper as a history pro- 
fessor. 


The university stress on faculty re- 


search is not present at Harper, Hook 
says, and the result is that teachers 
are able to devote themselves totally 
to teaching. 


"I just want to teach," Hook says. 


"This place gives me the opportunity 
to do that." 


THE TEACHING emphasis is part 


of a comprehensive college concept. 


John Birkholz, vice president for 


academic affairs, says that a commu- 
nity college must have five areas of 
concern to be truly comprehensive. 


It must offer comprehensive selec- 


tions of courses for students wishing 
to transfer to four-year schools, a full- 
range of career programs as war- 
ranted by its community, a full-range 
of community education programs, 
aid to disadvantaged students and a 
comprehensive guidance and coun- 
seling service to all who need it, says 
Birkholz. 
. 


"If the product we have isn't what 


they (the community), want we have 
to come up with a different product or 
show them why what we're selling 
them is important," Hook says. 


Harper Pros. Robert Lohti says that 


the percentage of high school gradu- 
ates attending Harper has increased 
10 per cent since classes were first 
held in 1967. 


"WE CAN STILL expect n larger 


percentage and at least a break, even 
in the number of 18 to 21-year-olds go- 
ing to Harper," Lahtl says. 


Harper's student body is not all 18- 


to 21-year-olds. The average age of 


Harper's more than 20,000 students Is 
27. 


"You sit in class and there'll be 


somebody next to you who looks like 
your mom," Meyer says. 


"The exchange of ideas makes it a 


better learning situation, a genuine 
learning situation," Hook says about 
the age variety. 


THE REASONS WHICH bring stu- 


dents to Harper rather than a four- 
year institution are much the same as 
at other community colleges — close- 
ness to home, the relative low cost 
and variety of programs. 


Gucrin Fischer, vice president of 


student affairs, says an increase in 
part-time students this year at Harper 
corresponds with the availability of 
part-time jobs. 


"When students can hold part-time 


jobs they're able to stretch their edu- 
cation over a longer period of time 
and consequently only attend school 
part time," Fischer says. 


Many of the part-timers are women 


returning to college or people already 
in the business world who feel they 
need additional training or new infor- 
mation to advance hi their fields. 


MICHAEL LAURENZANO, a tech- 


nician with Motorola Inc., is enrolled 
in Harper's associate-in-liberal-studics 
degree program, which allows per- 
sons with business experience to earn 
college credit for what they have 
learned in the business world. 


"It's probably the only way I'd have 


gotten it (a degree)," says Laurcn- 
zano, who sees his degree as a must 
for advancement in business.

aware of this than those who each day 
try to contact the Northwest suburban 
office of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co., 201 N. Arthur Ave., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Commonwealth Edison office — 


serving about 175,00(1 customers In an 
area bound by Hoffman Estates, Park 
Kldgc, Wheeling and Palatine — han- 
dles approximately 1,000 telephone 


calls a day during a regular five-day 
work week. 


AND THOSE SUCCESSFUL callers 


deserve a pat on the back. Many who 
don't realize patience Indeed Is n vir- 
tue give up after several futile at- 
tempts. For it docs not take long be- 
fore one becomes irritated by the 
blaring busy signal. 


Company officials realize It Is diffi- 


cult for their customers to register 
complaints and questions over the 
phone. And they are working on Im- 
proving their system. 


"We are aware there is a problem 


with our phones," sold Bob Tyler, as- 
sistant area manager. "The outdated 


equipment is insufficient for the vol- 
ume of work we do now." 


Tyler added Edison has ordered 


more modern telephone equipment, 
available through the Bell System. 
"The latest equipment Bell has should 
do the trick for us," he said. 


AREA MANAGER EDWARD Bar- 


tels admits Edison's telephone equip- 
ment Is a bit obsolete but said phone 
tie-ups are a seasonal problem faced 
by the firm. "Starting In May and go- 
ing through October, we get most of 
our traffic," Bartels said. "The sum- 
mer period is normally the heaviest 
period primarily because so many are 
moving in and out of apartments." 


Bartels added most of the calls re- 


ceived by Edison are "of a credit na- 
ture or a question about on electrical 
service account." He attributed the 
high concentration of telephone calls 
to the Increased probability of storms 
causing electrical power outages in 
the summer than during the winter. 
"I'm expecting the problems to tail 
off now," he said. 


Commonwealth Edison's customer 


count in the Northwest suburbs has 
increased approximately 70 per cent 
in the past 10 years. Consequently, the 
firm's personnel figure has increased 
between 30 and 40 per cent. 


There are 15 full-time customer ser- 


v 1 c c 
representatives 
answering 


phones in addition to 10 marketing 
people handling predominantly new 
business requests. 


Bartels said the new equipment, ex-

'Completely scientific, no gimmicks' 
Earl Finckle fond of taking folly out of forecasting

Earl Finckle makes a living trying 


to second guess the most unpredic- 
table, temperamental woman of all 
time — Mother Nature. 


Fincktc has spent the past 30 years 


forecasting storms and sunshine be- 
cause "it's a challenge" and because 
there arc many persons whose liveli- 
hoods depend on the weather." 


"The first thing people want to 


know when they get up in the morning 
Is what the weather will bo like. It 
determines what they will wear and 
even what their dispositions will be 
like," said the 50-year-old mete- 


orologist and radio personality who 
operates the Weather Forecasting 
Service in Wheeling. 
"BUT THERE ARE many corpo- 
rations and businessmen who must 
moke multimllllon dollar decisions ev- 
eryday on the basis of the weather — 
it has that much of an effect on what 
they produce and tho job they do," he 
said. 


Finckle, a Skokie resident, is paid 


anywhere from $10 to brief a private 
pilot on the weather conditions he'll 
encounter during a round trip to New 
York, to $20,000 a year for making 
dally weather reports to grain brokers 
who must determine the prospects for 


buying and selling. 


He lets the Chicago White Sox and 


Cubs baseball teams know if rain 
clouds will burst over their home 
games so rain checks can be issued, 
and ho informs road contractors if 
rain is expected before they begin 
pouring concrete. 


The operators of the Great America 


amusement park in Gurnee need to 
know if high winds and stormy weath- 
er are headed their way before setting 
up death-defying roller coaster rides. 
Ski resorts need advance notice of 
snow before opening their slopes to 
anxious skiers.

Committee members said they were 


disappointed Mntanky did not include 
about 50 houses, but the panel recom- 
mended the village board consider the 
revised plan.

of the new design. 


Matanky said he was "very sur- 


prised" at the unanimous village 
Iraard vote against Sarah's Grove. "I 
don't understand.

to "what message my Schaumburg 
neighbors urc trying to give me."

fident the zoning for the project will 
bo approved by tho court. 


"It Is now up to the court to decide

But Kcsscll said a court decision 


will take "a great doal of control out 
of UM hands of the village."

the U.S. Weather Bureau in Washing- 
ton, D.C., keep th meteorologists in- 
formed about world weather condi- 
tions. 


The forecasting service specializes 


in Midwest predictions, particulaly in 
the Chicago area. 


Finckle, who got his start as a me- 


teorologist In 1945 with the U.S. Air 
Force, makes live broadcasts of the 
weather every morning and afternoon 
to Midwestern radio stations, in- 
cluding WIND-AM and WGN-AM in 
Chicago. , 


After the predictions are on record, 


Finckle retires to his office over- 
looking the runways at the north end 
of Pal-Waukce Airport and there, he 
is confronted with the truth of his 
forecast through celling-to-floor win- 
dows. 


If it's a black, rainy day, and he's 


predicted sunshine, he's been known 
to draw the drapes. 


"WE'RE USUALLY very accurate 


about the weather. We try to do our 
best with the equipment we have and 


FOR WOMEN ONLY! 
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our experienced eye," he said. "Of 
course, we aren't going to talk about 
the predictions that didn't pan out." 


More often than not, Finckle says 


he's been right, but getting skeptics to 
believe his advance notices is quite 
another thing, he said. 


One year, Finckle warned ex-Cubs' 


manager Leo Durocher that torrents 
of rain would fall midway through 
their Sunday baseball game at Wrig- 
ley Field. 


Between innings, Durocher walked 


out of the dugout in a bright yellow 
rain hat and coat, parading around 
the 
field 
mocking Finckle's pre- 


diction. By the time he got to first 
base It was pouring," Finckle said. 


OTHERS HAVE taken the weath- 


erman's forecasts to heart. Family 
barbecues and outings have been post- 
poned, parades have been canceled 
anil even Cubs' games have been res- 
cheduled, as in April, 1975, when Chi- 
cago was hit by two inches of snow. 


Finckle said he didn't know what to 


expect 15 years ago when he first 
opened his weather service at the air- 
field. He was given free office space 
in exchange for offering free advice to 
Pal-Waukce pilots. 


"The weather in the Chicago area is 


extremely variable and the number of 
people who rely on weather conditions 
to do their work is ever growing. I've 
learned that," he said.

Cook County Circuit Court Judge 


Daniel A. Covclll will hear testimony 
today in n dispute over the Illinois 
Dcpt. of Transportation's decision to 
eliminate bus service for employes at 
its Schaumburg headquarters. 


The American Federation of State, 


County and Municipal Employes filed 
suit this week charging that dropping 
the service on Friday would violate 
the constitutional rights of about 140 
workers who have no other means of 
transportation and may be forced to 
resign. 


D u r i n g a preliminary hearing 


Wednesday, the transportation depart- 
ment presented affidavits saying that 
110 employes have made arrange- 
ments for transportation and only one 
person, who Is being transferred to 
another state department, is affected. 


"THIS COULD CHANGE the com- 


plexion of the suit, and I have there- 
fore asked for witnesses from both 
sides," Covclli said. 


Ralph Wchncr, assistant district en- 


gineer for the department, said em- 
ployes were told transportation would 
be only temporary when the Schaum- 
burg office opened at 1000 Plaza Dr. 
The department consolidated Us Chi- 
cago and Elgin offices In Schaumburg 
in April 1075. 


W e h n e r said alternative trans- 


portation arrangements have been 
made for all but one employe, who is 
being transferred to another depart- 
ment. 


Wchncr said the transportation was 


evaluated in July and was continued 
for three months. "Everyone working 
In Schaumburg was made nwarc of 
the Sept. 30 cut-off date long ago," 
Wchncr said. 


He said the free service is being cut 


"because of declining ridership and 
the rising costs of operating the de- 
partment." The service, he said, costs

Disease center to track 
flu epidemics this winter 


ATLANTA (UPI) — On the cvo of a 


massive natonwirio effort to Immunize 
200 million Americans against swine 
influenza, the national Center for Dis- 
ease Control Wednesday readied an 
unprecedented surveillance network 
to keep track of flu epidemics this 
winter. 


For tho first lime, national In- 


fluenza surveillance will include a 
program aimed at detecting the "si- 
lent seeding" of flu virus — the unrec- 
ognized spread of the disease by per- 
sons who may not be ill, or only mild- 
ly ill. 


With such a warning, and before 


there is widespread illness, the CDC 
sold tho posslbllty exists that quick, 
population-wide vaccinations in the 
area could contr.l tho spread of In- 
fluenza. 


Dr.' Richard O'Brien, CDC Epide- 


mlological Service Intelligence offi- 
cer, said that the center's laboratories 
have processed 6,000 specimens from 
health facilities around the country 
looking for Influenza virus. 


So far, tho search has turned up the 


usual flu strains, such as the 
A-Vlctorla which was prevalent last 


year, and the B-Ilong Kong, but none 
of the potent swine strain. 


The "silent seeding," or early warn- 


ing search, is being conducted by 40 
World Health Organization collaborat- 
ing laboratories, 10 federally spon- 
sored labs in this country, 58 hospitals 
and clinics and 35 "sentinel" physi- 
cians, tho latter being doctors espe- 
cially assigned to report influenza ac- 
tivity to the CDC. 


Tho surveillance for early signs of 


Influenza is being concentrated in 
primary health care centers which 
have child health facilities. 


The swine flu Inoculation program 


gets under way Oct. 1. The CDC said 
some vaccine supplies already have 
been shipped to all 50 states with more 
on the way. Don Berreth, CDC public 
Information officer, said the four vac- 
cine manufacturers have been pro- 
vided shipping instructions for deliv- 
ery of 24 million doses on or before 
Oct. 1. 


An Immunization clinic using vac- 


cine for tho protection of high risk 
g r o u p s against both swine and 
A-Victorla Influenza was to begin op-

$1.5 million Nike bond 
referendum Saturday

Arlington Heights Park District 


residents Saturday will vote on a pro- 
posed $1.5 million bond Issue to devel- 
op tho former Nike Site into a golf 
course. 


Commissioners arc requesting per- 


niL«son to sell general obllgaton bonds 
to develop tho 87.6 acre tract at Cen- 
tral and Wllke roads info what they 
predict will be a revenue-producing 
facility. 


Passage of tho bond issue will cost 


tho average Arlington Heights Pork 
District resident with a home valued 
at $66,600 an estimated additional 
$6.43 annually. 


THE DISTRICT acquired the for- 


mer Nike site piecemeal from the 
Army during a 12-year effort by resi- 
dents and officials to hove the acre- 
age declared surplus. 


Tho gift, worth more than $2 million 


at current land values, was made by 
the government with the stipulation 
that "the grantee shall forever use 
the property . . . for public 
park or recreation purposes." 


Development of tho IB-hole, 5,045- 


yard links should be a cooperative ef- 
fort between the park district and the 
Village of Arlington Heights. The vil- 
lage will contribute $648,500 through 
nonrcfcrendum 
general obligation 


bonds to grade and excavate the land 
for storm retention ponds that also 
will servo as water hazards on the 
course. 


Park Director Thomas Thornton 


said the Nike land already is being 
staked, and grading will begin within 
a few weeks. 


Tho golf course project will cost 


about $100,000 less if contracts for 
both tho water retention and the golf 
course work are signed by the first 
week of October with the Wndsworth 
Construction Co. 


THE STORM retention ponds will 


bo linked by a canal system so that 
overflow can move freely from one 
pond to another. They will bo de- 
signed to accommodate the most sev- 
ere "100-year storms," 


Tho course designed by David Gill 


Corp. of St. Charles, will bo built on 
two levels so that In the event of a 
major storm and overflow, only nine 
holes would be unplayable. 


The proposed $1.5 million park bond 


Issue would be used to finance the 
$850,000 construction of the links; 
$180,000 In related construction costs; 
$190,000 purchase of furniture, fix- 
tures, equipment and maintenance 
during the first year of operation; 
$180,000 for tho constructor of a pro 
shop and starter house; and $100,000 
far tho first year's professional serv- 
ices and fees. 


The course should be ready for play 


by mid-1078, but commlssoners pre- 
dict only a two-month season that 
year and a deficit of $30,000. 


However, by 1979 a full season 


should be played and a profit of 
$113,000 is projected. By the third 
year of opcraton, the course should 
attract 50,000 rounds of golf and gen- 
erate a profit of more than $20,000 af- 
ter expenses and bond payments. 


THE BOARD HAS made no com- 


mitment to use revenue from the golf 
course lo abate the tax levy to pay off 
tho bonds. 


"Tho board would be well advised 


not to make such a promise," said 
Wayne Benjamin, park district finan- 
cial consultant. "This is not playing 
coy with the voters, but there's no 
way that this board can obligate a fu- 
ture board. 


"The projected revenue surplus will 


bo sufficient, however," 
Benjamin 


said, "that if it was the decision of a 
future board to use it for abatement it 
could pay for 100 per cent of the 
bonds." 


Benjamin said the district probably 


will sell 15-year bonds. Revenue pro- 
jections wcro based on a 6 per cent 
annual interest rate, he sold, and a 
$25 million increase in the district's 
assessed value from future kuadrcn- 
nlal reassessments. 


"There's no question. In my mind," 


Benjamin said, "that if the referen- 
dum passes and the bonds sell, we 
con rely on those figures." 


Commissioners originally consid- 


ered selling revenue bonds, for which 
a referendum Is not needed and prof- 
Its pay off tho bonds. But because the 
revenue bond market Is "tight," Ben- 
jamin said, the revenue bonds could 
not be sold for less than the max- 
imum Interest rate 7 per cent set in 
state statutes. 


USE OF THE course would not be 


restricted to park district residents, 
but only they will bo offered season 
passes that will entitle them to prefer- 
ential tee-off times. 


Greens fees have not been set, but 


revenue projections were made using 
a $5.50 fee and commissioners prom- 
ise the rate will be kept lower than 
fees at area private courses. 


If tho golf course item falls Satur- 


day, tho park district might try to sell 
revenue bonds to fund the project lat- 
er, or might rcsubmit the question to 
voters In the future probably with an 
Inflated price tag. 


Park board members and some 


residents fear that If the land is not 
developed Immediately, the govern- 
ment will demand that Its title be re- 
turned. 


The U.S. Dcpt. of the Interior states 


that, "Title to the property trans- 
ferred shall revert to the United 
States at Its option in the event of 
noncompliance with any of the terms 
and conditions of Its disposal." How- 
ever, no deadline has been set for 
compliance.

'Completely scientific, no gimmicks' 
Finckle fond of forecasting job

Earl Finckle makes a living trying 


to second guess the most unpredic- 
table, temperamental woman of all 
time — Mother Nature. 


Finckle has spent the past 30 years 


forecasting storms and sunshine be- 
cause "it's a challenge" and because 
there are many persons whose liveli- 
hoods depend on the weather." 


"The first thing people want to 


know when they get up in the morning 
is what the weather will be like. It 
determines what they will wear and 
even what their dispositions will be 
like," said the 50-year-old mete- 
orologist and radio personality who 
operates the Weather Forecasting 
Service in Wheeling. 
"BUT THERE ARE manp corpo- 
rations and businessmen who must 
make multimllllon dollar decisions ev- 
eryday on the basis of the weather — 
It has that much of an effect on what 
they produce and the job they do," he 
said. 


Finckle, a Skokie resident, is paid 


anywhere from $10 to brief a private 
pilot on the weather conditions he'll 
encounter during a round trip to New 
York, to $20,000 a year for making 
doily weather reports to grain brokers 
who must determine the prospects for 
buying and selling. 


He lets the Chicago White Sox and 


Cubs baseball teams know if rain 
clouds will burst over their home 
games so rain checks can be issued, 


and he informs road contractors if 
rain is expected before they begin 
pouring concrete. 


The operators of the Great America 


amusement park in Gurnee need to 
know if high winds and stormy weath- 
er are headed their way before setting 
up death-defying roller coaster rides. 
Ski resorts need advance notice of 
snow before opening their slopes • to 
anxious skiers! 


EVEN PASKISTANI government 


officials recently employed Finckle to 
predict the success of this year's cot- 
ton crop. 


The list of diverse clients seeking 


Finckle's talents is endless. 


Finckle insists his method of pre- 


dicting the whim's of Mother Nature is 
completely scientific and he never 
relies on someone's throbbing corn or 
the thickness of a muskrat's fur to tell 
him when it will rain or how deep the 
snowfall will be. 


~ Finckle and his seven-member staff 
chart tho world's upper wind patterns 
on complex weather maps in the fore- 
casting office at 1098 S. Milwaukee 
Ave. 


COMPUTERS, radar devices and 


other machines, some connected to 
the U.S. Weather Bureau in Washing- 
ton, D.C., keep th meteorologists in- 
formed about world weather condi- 
tions. 


The forecasting service specializes 


in Midwest predictions, particulaly in 
the Chicago area. 


Finckle, who got his start as A me- 


teorologist in 1945 with the U.S. Air 
Force, makes live broadcasts of the 
weather every morning and afternoon 
to Midwestern radio stations, in- 
cluding WIND-AM and WGN-AM in 
Chicago. 


After the predictions are on record, 


Finckle retires to his office over- 
looking the runways at the north end 
of Pal-Waukee Airport and there, he 
is confronted with the truth of his 
forecast through ceiling-to-floor win- 
dows. 


If it's a black, rainy day, and he's 


predicted sunshine, he's been known 
to draw the drapes. 


"WE'RE USUALLY very accurate 


about the weather. We try to do our 
best with the equipment we have and 
our experienced eye," he said. "Of 
course, we aren't going to talk about 
the predictions that didn't pan out." 


More often than not, Finckle says 


he's been right, but getting skeptics to 
believe his advance notices is quite 
another tiling, he said. 


One year, Finckle warned ex-Cubs' 


manager Leo Durocher that torrents 
of rain would fall midway through 
their Sunday baseball game at Wrig- 
ley Field. 


Between innings, Durocher walked 


out of the dugout in a bright yellow 
rain hat and coat, parading around 
the 
field 
mocking Finckle's pre- 


diction. By tho time he got to first 
base it was pouring," Finckle said. 


OTHERS HAVE taken the weath- 


erman's forecasts to heart. Family 
barbecues and outings have been post- 
poned, parades have been canceled 
and even Cubs' games have been res- 
cheduled, as in April, 1975, when Chi- 
cago was hit by two inches of snow. 


Finckle said he didn't know what to 


expect 15 years ago when he first 
opened his weather service at the air- 
field. He was given free office space 
in exchange for offering free advice to 
Pal-Waukee pilots. 


"The weather in the Chicago area is 


extremely variable and the number of 
people who rely on weather conditions 
to do their work is ever growing. I've 
learned that," he said. 


Lyerla shuns Niles teachers9 strike

As Ralph H. Lyerla walked to work 


Tuesday morning he heard a few cat- 
calls. 


In the distance, he heard a couple of 


muffled voices "Scab!" they said. 


But Lyerla is a big man, and by and 


large, his 20 years' experience at 
Niles North High School in Skokie 
commands some respect. 


SO MOSTLY, the response to Lyerla 


was one of silence. No friendly chit- 
chat. No rocks or chants thrown in his 
direction. 


Lyerla, 47, 282 Westvicw St., Hoff- 


man Estates, finds himself In a diffi- 
cult position in the nine-day-old teach- 
ers' strike at Niles Township High 
School Dist. 219. 


On the one hand, he is satisfied with 


.his contract at the school; on the oth- 
er, he has many friends among the 
267 striking teachers who have been 
threatened with dismissal If they don't 
show up for work this morning. 


"The only stress or strain is within 


myself because I have a personal 
relationship with many of the people 
out there, and I feel confident that 
they're going to lose their jobs," he 
says. 


FOR HIMSELF, he doesn't mention 


job. security when listing his reasons 
for working while others strike. 


Instead, he summarizes his feelings 


with four words. "I signed a con- 
tract." 


Ralph 
Lyerla 


It's his obligation to live up to it, he 


says. He says he doesn't belong to the 
teachers' union. Not that he's against 
unionization, but he doesn't believe in 
affiliation with the AFL-CIO. 


There is, he admits, another in- 


fluence on his decision. In Hoffman 
Estates, he serves on the village 
board, and that position, he says, 
gives him a view of the adminis- 
tration's side of labor negotiations. 


"I DO NOT BELIEVE in striking," 


Lyerla soys. "I feel that from what I 
know of the law In Illinois, that it's 
against the law for public employes to 
strike." 


The situation is not new for him. 


Twice before at Niles, he has crossed 
picket lines. 


That gives-him a due to what he 


can expect should the latest strike 


ever end. 


In times past, Lyerla says, after 


teachers got back to work many of 
them wouldn't speak to him. 


HE BELIEVES, however, that cir- 


cumstances have changed. The reac- 
tion to his non-participation has 
changed, too. 


"Most of them understand how I 


feel," he says. 


That's not to say that he doesn't feel 


pressure from both sides, from the 
board of education to be an example 
of the model employe, and from other 
teachers to break toward their posi- 
tion. 


"I'm sure that my position weakens 


theirs some," Lyerla says. "But I 
can't be responsible for their actions. 
I have to live my own life." 


AND FOR HIM, the bottom line is 


teaching. 


"I went into teaching because that's 


what I want to do. I like to teach. This 
is one way I can do my small part," 
he says. 
' After a brief layoff, he got his 
chance to do that again Tuesday when 
about half of the student body re- 
turned to school. 


Many students said they were glad 


to see him in class, he says. In only 
one class did a student bring up the 
strike. 


Lyerla looked at him. . 
"Well, we've wasted enough 


time,"he says. "Let's get back to 
work."

more frustrating than a busy signal. 


And perhaps there arc none more 


aware of this than those who each day 
try to contact the Northwest suburban 
office of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co., 201 N. Arthur Avc., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Commonwealth Edison office — 


serving about 175,000 customers in an 
area bound by Hoffman Estates, Park 
Illdgo, Wheeling and Palatine — han- 
dles approximately 1,000 telephone 
calls a day during a regular five-day 


work week. 


AND THOSE SUCCESSFUL callers 


deserve a pot on the back. Many who 
don't realize patience indeed is a vir- 
tue give up after several futile at- 
tempts. For It does not take long be- 
fore one becomes irritated by the 
blaring busy signal. 


Company officials realize it Is diffi- 


cult for their customers to register 
complaints and questions over the 
phone. And they are working on im- 
proving their system. 


"We are aware there Is a problem 


with our phones," said Bob Tyler, as- 
sistant area manager. "The outdated 


equipment is insufficient for the vol- 
ume of work we do now." 


Tyler added Edison has ordered 


more modern telephone equipment, 
available through the Bell System. 
"The latest equipment Bell has' should 
do the trick for us," he said. 


AREA MANAGER EDWARD Bar- 


tcls admits Edison's telephone equip- 
ment Is a bit obsolete but said phone 
tie-ups are a seasonal problem faced 
by the firm. "Starting In May and go- 
Ing through October, we get most of 
our traffic," Bartels said. "The sum- 
mer period is normally the heaviest 
period primarily because so many arc 
moving in and out of apartments." 


Bartels added most of the calls re- 


ceived by Edison are "of a credit na- 
ture or a question about an electrical 
service account." He attributed the 
high concentration of telephone calls 
to the increased probability of storms 
causing electrical power outages in 
the summer than during the winter. 
"I'm expecting the problems to tail 
off now," he said. 


Commonwealth Edison's customer 


count in the Northwest suburbs has 
Increased approximately 70 per cent 
in the past 10 years. Consequently, the 
firm's personnel figure has increased 
between 30 and 40 per cent.

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Bikeways 
proposed 
by parks 


The construction of D.9 miles of new 


bikeways through the Village of Pala- 
tine to connect the Palatine Trail with 
other Northwest suburban bikeways 
has been proposed by the Palatine 
Park District. 


The 
Palatine blkeway project, 


which will cost an estimated $353,306, 
would be Jointly funded by the Village 
of Palatine, the Salt Creek Park Dis- 
trict and the Palatine Park District. 
Seventy per cent of the cost, $248,615, 
would be paid through a proposed 
Federal Aid Urban Systems grant. 
The remaining 30 per cent, $106,691, 
would be funded locally in proportion 
to each tax district's costs. 


"This tics into what we're hoping 


will be a regional blkeway," Fred 
Hall, Palatine park district director, 
said. "We're trying to show the way 
for the other communities." 


THE NEW DIKEWAY would be 


combined with 4.2 miles of existing 
blkeway in the village to form a 14.1- 
mile trail that would extend directly 
to other communities. The major Im- 
pact of the proposed trail would be to 
extend the Palatine Trail southwest to 
Harper College and as far west as the 
Buehlcr YMCA. 


The trail would also reach the Ar- 


lington Heights Park District at the 
intersection of Anderson Drive and III. 
Rtc. 53, and extend south to the Salt 
Creek Park District in Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


The Palatine Trail already extends 


to Deer Grove Forest Preserve at 
Dundee Road near Louise Lane. 


Hall said ho is hopeful that bike- 


ways in neighboring communities will 
be connected to the Palatine Trail to 
help form a major bicycle route. Hall 
said he will go to the village board 
and other property owners to explain 
details of the plan. 


PALATINE VILLAGE PRES. Wen- 


dell Jones favors the proposed ex- 
pansion of tho bike trail. 


"It sounds super," Jones said. He 


said he thinks the village board would 
also like the Idea. 


James DeVos, Salt Creek Park Dis- 


trict director, said the district prob- 
ably will be willing to pay for the por- 
tion of the Palatine Trail that crosses 
the district. But he said Salt Creek 
has no Immediate plans to build its 
own bike trails. 


"I'd love to tie into it," DcVos said. 


"But we don't have any place we ran 
take the trail right now." He said the 
district must first develop its lakes, 
which may take eight or nine years. 


Plans for the expanded Palatine 


Trail call for 3.3 miles of 4-foot wide 
blacktop paths through natural areas 
owned by the Palatine or Salt Creek 
park districts. 


EIGHT-FOOT-WIDE blacktop paths 


will cover 6.G miles. These paths will

Disease center to track 
flu epidemics this winter 


ATLANTA (UPI) - On the eve of a 


massive natonwlde effort to Immunize 
200 million Americans against swine 
influenza, the national Center for Dis- 
ease Control Wednesday readied an 
unprecedented surveillance network 
to keep track of flu epidemics this 
winter. 


For tho first time, national in- 


fluenza surveillance will include a 
program aimed at detecting tho "si- 
lent seeding" of flu virus — the unrec- 
ognized spread of the disease by per- 
sons who may not be ill, or only mild- 
ly ill. 


With such a warning, and before 


there Is widespread Illness, the CDC 
said the posslbllty exists thut quick, 
population-wide vaccinations in the 
area could control the spread of In- 
fluenza. 


Dr. Richard O'Brien, CDC Epide- 


mlologlcal Service Intelligence offi- 
cer, said that tho center's laboratories 
have processed 6,000 specimens from 
health facilities around tho country 
looking for Influenza virus. 


So far, the search has turned up the 


usual flu strains, such as tho 
A-Victorla which was prevalent last 


year, and the B-llong Kong, but none 
of the potent swine strain. 


The "silent seeding," or early warn- 


ing search, is being conducted by 40 
World Health Organization collaborat- 
ing laboratories, 10 federally spon- 
sored labs in this country, 58 hospitals 
and clinics and 35 "sentinel" physi- 
cians, the latter being doctors espe- 
cially assigned to report influenza ac- 
tivity to the CDC. 


The surveillance for early signs of 


Influenza Is being concentrated in 
primary health care centers which 
have child health facilities. 


The swine flu inoculation program 


gets under way Oct. 1. The CDC said 
some vaccine supplies already have 
been shipped to all 50 states with more 
on the way. Don Bcrreth, CDC public 
information officer, said the four vac- 
cine manufacturers have been pro- 
vided shipping Instructions for deliv- 
ery of 24 million doses on or before 
Oct. 1. 


An immunization clinic using vac- 


cine for tho protection of high risk 
g r o u p s 'against both swine and 
A-Vlctorla influenza was to begin op-

Wants state to ease suspension 
Store to appeal liquor tag ruling 


The Walgreen Drug Store, North- 


west Highway and Hicks Road, Fri- 
day will appeal a 30 day suspension of 
its liquor license to the Illinois Liquor 
Control Commission despite the Pala- 
tine Liquor Control Commission's of- 
fer Wednesday to reduce the suspen- 
sion to seven days. 


James Flynn, attorney for Wal- 


green, told the village commission he 
could not recommend that his clients" 
accept the reduced sentence because 
he felt it was too severe. 


The v 111 g e commission met 


Wednesday for a rehearing on the 
matter. In July, the commission voted 
to suspend the store's' liquor license 
for 30 days for an incident in which a 
17-ycnr-old allegedly was sold two 
G-packs of beer. 


F L Y N N RECOMMENDED that 


rather than suspend the store's li- 
cense, the village commission impose 
a $1,000 fine. However, village liquor 
commissioners said the village ordi- 
nance limits the maximum fine which 
may be assessed to $100. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones, li- 


quor commission chairman, said the 
three-member group would agree to 
reduce the penalty to sev.en days with 
the stipulation that the store provide a 
better control system to check cus- 
tomers' identifications. 


Flynn, however, said such a provi- 


sion would be too costly In loss of 
sales and the need to lay off person- 
nel. 


Instead, Flynn said Walgreen would 


appear again before the state liquor 
commission contending that store offi- 
cials were not properly notified of the 
original July hearing on the case. 


The state commission In August or- 


dered the local commission to rehear 
the case before It would take any ac- 
tion on the matter. 


THE HEARING Is set for 1:30 p.m. 


Friday at the state agency's office, 
160 N.LaSalle St., Chicago. 


In another case, the village commis- 


sion Wednesday ordered Erich's Tav- 
ern, 15 N. Brockway St., closed for 
one day Oct. 6 as a penalty for an 
alleged sale of beer to a minor. 


Richard Bartsch, owner of the es- 


tablishment, did not refute the facts 
of the July 23 incident, in which an 18- 
year-old was sold a glass of beer. 


Bartsch was fined $50 and placed on 


six months suspension when the case 
was heard recently in the Arlington 


Heights branch of Circuit Court. 


The commission agreed that since 


the incident was the first violation for 
Erich's.in five years of operation in 
the village, a one-day suspension was 
proper. 


Lyerla shuns Niles teachers' strike

As Ralph H. Lyerla walked to work 


Tuesday morning he heard a few cat- 
calls. 


In the distance,, he heard a couple of 


muffled voices "Scab!" they said. 


But Lyerla is a big man, and by and 


large, his 20 years' experience at 
Niles North High School in Skokle 
commands some respect. 


SO MOSTLY, the response to Lyerla 


was one of silence. No friendly chit- 
chat. No rocks or chants thrown in his 
direction. 


Lyerla, 47, 282 Westview St., Hoff- 


man Estates, finds himself in a diffi- 
cult position in the nine-day-old teach- 
ers' strike at Niles Township High 
School Dist. 210. 


On the one hand, he is satisfied with 


his contract at the school; on the oth- 
er, he has many friends among the 
267 striking teachers who have been 
threatened with dismissal if they don't 
show up for work this morning. 


"The only stress or strain Is within 


myself because I have -a personal 
relationship with many of the people 
out there, and I feel confident that 
. they're going to lose their jobs," he 
says. 


FOR HIMSELF, he doesn't mention 


job security when listing his reasons 
for working while otters strike. 


Instead, he summarizes his feelings 


with four words. "I signed a con- 
tract." 
. It's Ms obligation to live up to it, he

says. He says he doesn't belong to the 
teachers' union. Not that he's against 
unionization, but he doesn't believe in 
affiliation with the AFL^CIO. 


There is, he admits, another in- 


fluence on his decision. In Hoffman 
Estates, he serves on the village 
board, and that position, he says, 
gives him a view of the adminis- 
tration's side of labor negotiations. 


"I DO NOT BELIEVE in striking," 


.Lyerla says. "I feel that from what I 
know of the law in Illinois, that it's 
against the law for public employes to 
strike." 


The situation is not new for him. 


Twice before at Niles, he has crossed 
picket lines. 


That gives him a due to what he 


can expect should the latest strike 
ever end. 
v 


In times past, Lyerla says, after 


teachers got back to work many of 
them wouldn't speak to him. 


HE BELIEVES, however, that cir- 


cumstanccs have changed. The reac- 
tion to his non-participation has 
changed, too. 


"Most of them understand how I 


feel," he says. 


That's not to say that he doesn't feel 


pressure from both sides, from the 
board of education to be an example 
of the model employe, and from other 
teachers to break toward their posi- 
tion. 


"I'm sure that my position weakens 


theirs some," Lyerla says. "But I 
can't be responsible for their actions. 
I have to live my own life." 


AND FOR HIM, the bottom line is 


teaching. 
' 


"I went into teaching because that's 


what I want to do. I like 19 teach. This 
is one way I can do my small part," 
he says. 


After a brief layoff, he got his 


chance to do that again Tuesday when 
about half of the student body re-, 
turned to school. 
;. 


Many students said they were glad 


to see him in class, he says. In only 
one class did a student bring up the 
strike. 


Lyerla looked at him. 
"Well, we've wasted enough 


time,"he says. "Let's get back to 
work."

'Completely scientific, no gimmicks' 
Finckle fond of forecasting job

Earl Finckle makes a living trying 


to second guess the most unpredic- 
table, temperamental woman of all 
time — Mother Nature. 


Finckle has spent the past 30 years 


forecasting storms and sunshine be- 
cause "it's a challenge" and because 
there arc many persons whose liveli- 
hoods depend on the weather." 


"Tho first thing people want to 


know when they get up in the morning 
is what the weather will be like. It 
determines whnt they will wear and 
even what their dispositions will be 
like." said the 50-year-old 
mete- 


orologist and radio personality who 
operates the Weather Forecasting 
Service in Wheeling.

Finckle, a Skoklc resident, Is paid 


anywhere from $10 to brief a private 
pilot on the weather conditions he'll 
encounter during a round trip to New 
York, to $20,000 a year for making 
daily weather reports to grain brokers 
who must determine the prospects for 
buying and selling. 


He lets the Chicago White Sox and 


Cubs baseball teams know if rain 
clouds will burst over their home 
games so rain checks can be issued, 
and he Informs road contractors if 
rain is expected before they begin 
pouring concrete. 


The operators of the Great America 


amusement park in Gurnee need to 
know if high winds and stormy weath- 
er arc headed their way before setting 
up death-defying roller coaster rides. 
Ski resorts need advance notice of 
snow before opening their slopes to 
anxious skiers. 


EVEN PASKISTANI government 


officials recently employed Finckle to 
predict the success of this year's cot- 
Ion crop. 


The list of diverse clients seeking 


Fincklc's talents Is endless. 


Finckle Insists his method of pre- 


dicting the whims of Mother Nature is 
completely scientific and he never 
relies on someone's throbbing corn or 
the thickness of a muskrat's fur to tell 
him when it will rain or how deep the 


snowfall will be. 


Finckle and his seven-member staff 


chart the world's upper wind patterns 
on complex weather maps in the fore- 
casting office at 1098 S. Milwaukee 
Ave. 


COMPUTERS, radar devices and 


other machines, some connected to 
the U.S. Weather Bureau in Washing- 
ton, D.C., keep th meteorologists in- 
formed about world weather condi- 
tions. 


The forecasting service specializes 


in Midwest predictions, porticulaly in 
the Chicago area. 


Finckle, who got his start as a me- 


teorologist in 1945 with the U.S. Air 
Force, jnakcs live broadcasts of the 
weather every morning and afternoon 
to Midwestern radio stations, in- 
cluding WIND-AM and WGN-AM in 
Chicago. 


After the predictions are on record, 


Finckle retires to his office over- 
looking the runways at the north end 
of Pal-Waukee Airport and there, he 
is confronted with the truth of his 
forecast through ceillng-to-floor win- 
dows. 


If it's a black, rainy day, and he's 


predicted sunshine, he's been known 
to draw the drapes. 


"WE'RE USUALLY very accurate 


about the weather. We try to do our 
best with the equipment we have and 
our experienced eye," he said. "Of 


S.pl.mb.. M IWtlhiu 
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course, we aren't going to talk about 
the predictions that didn't pan out." 


More often than not, Finckle says 


he's been right, but getting skeptics to 
believe his advance notices is quite 
another thing, he said. 


One year, Finckle warned ex-Cubs' 


manager Leo Durocher that torrents 
of rain would fall midway through 
their Sunday baseball game at Wrig- 
ley Field. 


Between innings, Durocher walked 


out of the dugout in a bright yellow 
rain hat and coat, parading around 
the 
field 
mocking Finckle's pre- 


diction. By the time he got to first 
base It was pouring," Finckle said. 


OTHERS HAVE taken the weath- 


erman's forecasts to heart. Family 
' barbecues and outings have been post- 
poned, parades have been canceled 
and even Cubs' games have been res- 
cheduled, as in April, 1975, when Chi- 
cago was hit by two inches of snow. 


Finckle said he didn't know what to 


expect 15 years ago when he first 
opened his weather service at the air- 
field. He was given free office space 
in exchange for offering free advice to 
Pal-Waukee pilots. 


"The weather in the Chicago area is 


extremely variable and the number of 
people who rely on weather conditions 
to do their work is ever growing. I've 
learned that," he said.
